130. The Senate proceeded to consider a proposal 
for the extension of the Medical Course from five to 
six years. 

Surgeon-General Bomford moved that the Medical 
Course be extended to six years. He said that medical 
opinion was, for the most part, in favour of the extension. 
fijWith the exception of the Principal of the Madras 
.^edical College, the Pnncipals -of the Medical Colleges 
^ India approv^ of his proposal. The ntajority of the 
Medical Faculty had voted for it, and even the minoiity 
^ would ^ee to an additional year of practical work, if 
thfe M. B. Degree was awarded at the end of five years, 
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which cpuid not very well be, as the» was no law to 
festraiif a paa$ed M. B. from ^nictisin^'durin^ th’e year 
intended for practical trauung. The importance of 
practical work was being more and more recognised in 
England, but here, evan with the present course of 
studies, the lectures so crowded upon one another that 
ven’ little time was left for practical work, and the 
difficulty would be greater, if the cOurse was improved, 
^ as it was bound to be. Ha\ ing regard to the class of 
F. A.’s with whom the College had to start, the first 
year had to be devoted to preliminar)' work,* and could 
hardly be counted as a medical year. The opinion of 
the yniversities’ Commission that five years w’ere suffi- 
cient, was of little A'alue, as there was no medical 
e.vpert on the Commission. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Han is seconded the motion. He 
said that a larger propoition would pass, and pass cre- 
ditably, if the courac w'as extended to six years. 


The Hun’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu moved, 
as an amendment, that the fi\e years’ course be retained. 
He said that if fn e years were suiticient in London, five 
years ought to bo sufficient here. The five years’ system 
had tunie^l out men wlio adorned the profession and 
coinmanded the greatest confidence, llie F.A.'s who 
loined the Medical College, far.from being ill-qualified, 
ha<l a competent knowledge of the fundamental subjects. 
The success in England, of s4<dents w'ho failed fti the 
lixaminations heie, showed that the real need was not 
more time, but bettei appliances and greater facilities. 

Dr. Nihatan Sarkar seconded the amendment. He 
said tliat the proposal had been carried in the Medical 
Faculty by a verv- narrow majority. If five years sufficed 
in England, five years ought to be sufficient here. 
What W'as really wanted, was the emplosrment of 
subordinate professors to do tutorial work, and not the 
addition of a year to the coiuse. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baiierjee remarked that while it 
was true that there w'as no medical expert on the Universif 
ties’ ^mmission, Surgeqai-General Bomford gave evidence 
before the Commission, and although, as an expert 
witness, he wras perfectl}' free to nfake any statement he 
thought fit, he made no reference to the necessity for 
the extension of lie Medical Course to six years.

Dr. Surespnisad Sarbadliikari said he yields to 
none in hi^desire for an improved Medical Course, But 
the way to secure it was rtot to add q|year totheCouree^ 
but to provide for better teachin^r. He had a talk with 
the present Principal of the Medical College as to the 
causes of failure, and three times in the course of the 
conversiition, the answer was, “bad teaching." The 
proposal was carried in the Medical Faculty by a majo- 
rity of only seven to six, Surgeon-General Bomford 
being one of the seven. A session in the College prac- 
ticalh' extended only over .seven months. A month 
and a half might easily be added to the working session, 
if more time was wanted, 'fhe routine was drawn up 
with an eye to the convenience of the professors rather 
than of the students. The proper remedy would be to 
provide the same appliances and facilities as in 
England. 

Professor S. C. Mahalanavis said that F. A.'s here 
had fully the preliminary qualifications required in Eng- 
land. The fact was that students here hiul not the 
same opportunities. In the Department of Physiologv', 
for instance, no improvement had been made in the 
course of the fifteen yeare he had been away in England. 
Under such cincumstances, the addition of a year would 
make no dilFerence. Professors here could not devote 
the same time to theif students as in England, as they 
had a^lai’ge practice. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Asutosh Mookeijee said that, 
for the present state of affairs, two things must be res- 
ponsible, ifiz,, the antecedent training and the quality of 
the training now received. If the defect lay in the an- 
tecedent training, it was bound to be remedied b)' the 
new regulations for the intennedi.ate examination, espe- 
cially, in Science. As regards the quality of the training 
npw received, they had heard what the present Principal 
of the Medical College had to sa 3 ^ The teaching should 
be improved by providing qualified assistance and avoid- 
ing frequent transfers of Professors. Let this be done 
first, and then it would Be time to judge whether an 
extension of the course was necessary. , ***■ 

Babu Herambaclmndra Maitra remarked that) in the 
opinion of Professor Huxley, the Medical Course should 
not exceed four years. * *

The Rev. E. M. Wheeler said that, while Surgeon- 
General Bpmford had made out that things w'ere not up 
to the mai^, he hadifailed to satisfy them tliat a year s 

e.vtension would put things right. 

• 

Dr. E. D. Ross remarked that the idea of a year 
of practical work after obtaining the M. B. Degree, 
with nothing to restrain the M. B»s from practising 
during that year, did not commend itself to him. The 
safety of the country should be had in view'. 

•Surgeon-General .Bomford, in replying, saifl that he 
had his six years’ scheme w'ith him, when he gave his 
evidence before the Universities’ Commission, but he 
did itot place it before the Commission. It was not so 
much a defect in preliminary qualifications as the 
absence of a natural tendency to study natural science, 
that made a more extended course necessary. 

On the amendment and the motion being put to the 
meeting, ono after the other, p voted for the amend- 
ment, and 17 for the motion. The amendment was 
declared carried.

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242. The Registrar laid before the Senate the following 
Travelling Allowance Rules proposed by the Committee 
appointed by the Senate to frame rules in conformity 
with the Civil Service Regulations, prescribing the con- 
ditions and scale on which travelling allowance should 
be granted to Fellows residing in the Mofussil for attend- 
ing meetings of the University. 

Travelling Allowance Bales for the 
University of Calcutta. - 

1. All Fellows shall be entitled to travelling allow- 
ance in attending meetings of the Senate, Syndicate, 
Faculties, Boards of Studies and Accounts and Commit- 
tees in Calcutta. This rule does not include meetings of 
Examiners for Examinations. 

2. The travelling allowance admissible shall be 
the cost of the single journey each way in coming and 
returning ; and the cost shall be calculated thus : — 
Where the journey is by rail or steamer, a single first 
class fare, and where by road, mileage at annas eight 
per mile. 

3. No travelling allwance shall be admissible for 
any journey of less than 5 mijes from the Senate House. 

4. Distances shall be reckoned according to the table 
of distances used by Government, except that in and' 
near Calcutta they shall be reckoned from the Senate 
House. 

5. No halting allowance shall be admissible, unless 
a Fellow is necessarily detained over one day to attend 
consecutive meetings of the Senate, Faculties or other 
bodies mentioned in the first rule ; in which event he 
shall be entitled to a Iralting allowance of Rs. 7 per day 
for each extra day over one. 

6 . No allowance shall be admissible on account of 
servants. 

7. In all other respects, the Goveiiiraent Travelling 
Allowance Rules shall apply generally to Fellows in 
attending meetings in Calcutta, and in applying those 
rules all*Fellows shall rank in the first class. 
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8. Xoii-Fellows, whose attendance may be desired 
by the Faculties for the aid of their special knowledge 
in the subjects for which the F'aculties are appointed, 
shall have the benefit of these rules as if they are F'el- 
lows for the time of their attendance. 

9. Bills for travelling allowance shall be counter- 
signed by the Registrar and then paid. They shall be 
subject, afterwards, to check and retrenchment by such 
authority as the Senate shall appoint for this purpose. 

10. All cases of doubt or disagreement shall be 
decided by the Syndicate and its decision shall be final.

EEPORT. 

We, the members of a Committee appoiiUcd by llic Sedate 
to select a suitable site in the neighbourhood of the Senate Hou.<;c 
for extending the University premises, to take steps for acquiring 
the land so selected, and to suggest the purposes for which build- 
ings should be erected on the land so acquired, have the honour 
to submit the following Report 

The need for additional building accommodation has long been 
felt by the University. Indeed, the idea of acquiring land for 
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additional building's dates as far back as the year 1 883 . It has 
been revived from time to time, but for the most part, from various 
causes, it has been allowed to remain in abeyance. The recent 
grant of Rs. 1,80,000 made to the University by the Government of 
India for the acquisition of land, afTordsJthe University a favourable 
opportunity for giving effect, in some measure, to the long cherish- 
ed idea, and we have been appointed a Committee to suggest a 
scheme for making a start in this direction. 

We are of opinion that first and foremost, the University needs 
a building for a Library worthy of its name. It should have a 
good frontage, and be attractive enough to draw students to avail 
themselves of the Library and cultivate habits of ^reading. It 
should provide a Reading Room for students, a large Hall which 
might, if noc(?ssarv, be used for examination purposes, and one or 
two rooms for accommodating the Calcutta University Institute, 
which, it is believed, ought to find a place in the premises of the Uni- 
versity. In close proxiinit}' to it, there should be space available 
for later developments, such as laboratories, which should be taken 
ill hand after the f.ibrary. 

The sites that wc would recommend are sites which have com- 
mended themselves to the University since the idea of aquiring 
land was first conceived. The site that we would prefer for the 
fdbrar)’ is the site of the Market on the immediate south, but .a-s 
appendant to it, we would acquire also the site of the Ilustee on 
the iiii mediate west, 

NVe hope to have, ere long, from the Land Acquisition Collector 
a definite valuation of the sites with the structures thereon. But 
from the metorials in our possession, we gather that the sites are 
about throe and a half bighas e.'ich in area, that the market site will 
cost us about Rs. 1,80,000, and that the Bustce site will cost us 
about Rs, 1,40,000, exclusive of compensation for structures on the 
sites, • 

The design of the Library should be taken from some model in 
India or in England, and we propose to move the Public Works 
Department for plans and estimates. We have already stated that 
the Laboratories should be taken in hand later on. Meantime, we 
propose to ascertain, by reference to experts, what they would con- 
sider to be an adequate supply of apparatus for College lecturing 
in the various scientific subjects. 

If this outline scheme meets with the general approval of the 
Senate, steps may be taken to work it out in detail.

The gth August ^ igo^. 
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The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Asutosh Mookeijee rose 
to move the adoption of the Report. He said that the 
necessity for additional building accommodation had been 
felt as far back as the year 1888. But no practical steps 
could be taken for financial reasons. The recent grant 
of Rs. 1,80,000 made by the Goverment of India for the 
acquisition of land had made a beginning possible. Land 
was needed for three purposes. First, for a Library. 
The present Library was stsrted wt^ a grant of Rs. 5,000 
made by the late Babu Jo^kissen Mukenee. Allotments 
were made from time to time out of the funds of the 
University to maintain it. But it was far from complete. 
Second, for additional space for holding Examina- 
tions. All w'ork in several Colleges and Schools had to 
be stopped for a month to provide room for Examina- 
tions. Third, for Laboratories. The "importance 
attached to practical work under the new Regulations 
demanded Laboratories for different branches of Science. 
The Committee had selected two sites, one west and 
one south of the Senate House. The site on the west 
would cost Rs. 1,80,000, thus swallowing up the grant. 
The site on the south would cost five or six lakhs. 
The Reserve Fund of the University amounted to six 
lakhs, but it must be reserved for the buildings. He 
would, accordingly, move (n that the Report be 
adopted ; (2) that the Syndicate be requested to take 
steps for acquiring the site on the west ; (3) that in the 
opinion of the Senate the acquisition of the site on the 
south is both necessary and desirable ; (4) that Govern- 
ment be approached for further funds ; and (5) that the 
consideration of acquiring the site on the south be, in 
the meantime, postponed. 

Dr. P. K. Ray seconded the motion which was 
carried.

ixp members, whether as proprietors or as trustees, or 
simply as members elected by a body at home or 
in this country, and the relation in which the home 
body stands to the local body or representative; 
whether the mana^ng body has been incorporated 
under the Companies Act; the rules that govern 
the constitution of the managing body, how far it is 
responsible for the appointment of the teaching staff, 
whether the internal discipline of the institution is left 
to a College Council ; and what exactly is the relation 
of the Principal or the Head of the institution to th6 
managing body. 

In this connection the Inspectors will expect to 
receive from the managing body a short history of the 
institution stating the reasons that led to its foundation, 
the developments it has undergone, and any definite 
proposals with regard to its future which the manage- 
ment has in view. 

(2'> Teaching Staff : — Full particulars as regards 
teaching staff will be required (Vide Statement A). 
Special attention will be given to the adequacy and 
suitability of the teaching staff in English and Science. 
Information will also be required as to the conditions 
governing the tenure of office of the professors and the 
teachers; and whether in institutions under private 
management provision is made for any pension or retir- 
ing allowances. 

(3) College Buildings and Hostels : — Whether the 
'buildings are rented or owned by the management; 
how & the accommodation provided is adequate; 
whether the sanitary arrangements are satisfactory ; 
what proportion of the students are provided with hostel 
accommodation ; the nature and suitability of the hostel 
buildings ; the arrangements made for the management 
and financing of hostels ; the steps taken to have lodg-

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(4) Eguip 7 ncnt : — Whether the furniture and appli- 
ances provided are adequate ; and, where affiliation is in 
any branch of experimentixl science, whether the College 
is provided with a properly equipped laboratory or 
museum, and whether adequate provision is made for 
the periodical renewing of apparatus, &o., and the 
purchase of necessary materials. 

(5) Strength : — Particulars regarding strength and 
classes of students attending the College should be 

.^furnished in the form of Statement B. If the college 
had bee« originally started for a particular class or 
community of students, information should be given as 
to how far this object has been fulfilled, and, if not, 
reasons should be given for failure to carry out the 
object. 

(6) Financial Condition : — In order to judge of the 
financial stability of the College, particulars in the form 
given in Statement C should be furnished ; full infbrraa- 
tion will be required as to the nature and value of the 
endowments which the College possesses, and its other 
financial resources, the rates of fees charged should be 
given as comparJjd with other Colleges in the same 
district or locality'; whether there are any special funds 
for scholarships and for the payments of the fees of the 
students either in wdiole or in part. 

(7) Library The rules of the library and a 
catalogue of the books contained in it should be furnish- 
ed ; and infonnation should also be given as to w'hethet 
there is a reading room and consulting library besides a” 
lending librar)-, and whether adequate provision is made 
for j)eriodical additions to the librar}^ 

(8) Registers: — ^AAHiether a register of admissions 
and withdrawals, a register of attendance, a register of 
fees, a time table, a register of receipts and expenditure, 
i&c., are duly maintained ; whether the leaving certi- 
ficates are in order, and whether the College has duly 
obs^ed the inter-collegi&te rules. 

- 1 ^ 9 ) Miscellaticons : — The Inspectors w'ill also en- 
qi^re as to whether adequate provision is made for the 
^ysical education of the students and to what ,pxtent 
studeqts' clubs and societies have been encouragedibr the 
promotion of their physical and intellecttKd welfiire. 
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, . , . 6. Managers of Colleges are requested kindly to be 
prepared to ^ve all the information required in this 
memorandum and to have the accompanying statements 
filled in and handed over to the Inspectors on arrival.

The 14th August, igos. I Registrar, 
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The Vice-Chancellor regretted he was just recover- 
ing from an attack of fever that he did not feel strong 
eiTOUgh to address the Senate on the subject of the 
Inspection of Colleges, a subject which the Syndicate 
had unanimously committed to his charge. Under the 
circumstances he would ask Mr. Justice Mookerjee 
to take it up. 

Mr. Justice Mookerjee said he did not expect a 
divisicin of opinion in this matter. The University was 
no longer to be merely an examining body, but was 
lienceforth to be directly responsible for the eilicient 
management of its Colleges. Provision had accordingly 
been made in Section 21, clause (2) of the new Act for 
the Inspection of Colleges by the Syndicate. Lest the 
question was raised whether the Provisional Synch'cate 
could avail itself of the provision, it had been thought 
best to proceed under the orders of the Senate. 11 m 
inspection could not A'ery well wait till the new 
Regulations were passed. Such a course would put it 
offto the cold weather of 1906, or the beginning of 
1907. An inspection now would enable the Colleges 
to have a timelv idea of the directions in which they 
were expected to introduce refonUs. It would be 
useful also for the inirpose of helping the Senate to 
frame the niles for inspection. It would besides elicit 
facts, and figures in connection with the Colleges w’hicn 
would enable Government to give effect to the plan of 
subsidising the Colleges. He A'^ould accordingly move — 

That Committees for the inspection of affiliated 
Colleges be appointed as recommended in the Resolu- 
tion of the Syndicate on the subject and that such 
Committees be empowered to inspect and report upon 
all Colleges, affiliated in Arts or in Science and that 
the details of the working out of the scheme be left 
in the hands of the Provisional Syndicate or of the 
ordinary Syndicate, if that body comes into existence' 
before the work of these Committees is concluded. 

The motion was seconded by Dr. Debendm- 
nath Ray. 

Mr. S. P. Sinha supported the motiop. He observ'ed 
;lhat it should be made clear that the object of the 
' inspection was not to find fault with, but to help the 
Coiiegi^.^ -w; <■ - 
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Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee inquired whether the 
Government subsidy was intended for all Colleges 
public and private, aided and unaided. 

The Vice-Chancellor replied it was intended for all. 

At Mr. Wann’s suggestion the words “and decide 
whether the rights of affiliation already confeired upon 
it should be continued, or withdrawn or restricted with 
reference to the new Act” in Rule 5 of the Madras 
Rules were deleted. 

The motion was carried

332. Tl\c Vice-CMmncellor, in niovini^ the acceptance 
of the rCcoininoiulation of the Syndicate lluit the Hono- 
rary Decree of Doctor in tlic Faciilt)' ol Law be con- 
ferred on His Royal Hii^hncss the Prince ol Wales, 
said : — 

An exceedingly ])leabant 'duty now devolves on me 
as Vice-Cliancellor of this University to propose the 
first Resolution on our agenda paper. 

I am sure everv Member ol the Senate will have read 
this motion with extreme pleasure, lor it is one which 
will appeal strongly to every one interested in Indian 
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education, and indeed to every inhabitant of India. It 
is also one which needs no eloquent speech from me to 
recommend it, for hwalty is one of the most powerful 
sentiments possible^in the hearts of er ery subject of 
the British Empire. 

. The response in public feeling, in the public prints 
and in speeches, when it became known that Their 
Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales pro- 
posed to visit India this cold weather, was very strikitig, 
and even that has been entirely dwarfed by the actual 
reality of the feeling which has been exhibited in the 
magnificent public demonstrations which Their Royal 
Highnesses were afforded on Thursday last on their 
arrival at Bombay'. 

Immediately this tour was determined on, as Vice- 
Chancellor, I wrote a letter to the Members of the 
Syndicate inviting them to discuss the proposal to ask 
His Royal Highness to allow the Honorary Degi'ee of 
Doctor of Law of the Calcutta University to be 
confen'ed upon him during his visit to Calcutta. It is 
needless to say that the proposal was most warmly 
received and carried unanimously. 

I was induced to take this action as in my 
opinion the Calcutta University must be taken to 
represent the central, most influential and indeed 
imperial section of educated India. It has always been 
in close touch with th*e Imperial Government, and I 
think I am right in saying it has had the widest 
influence on the largest number of educated Indians. 
Hence it was most appropriate that the proposal to ask 
His Royal Highness to associate himself with Indian 
Education b)' becoming a Member of the Calcutta 
University, sliould come from us, and not iVomthe other 
Indian Universities. 

His Royal Highness was asked in due form, and his 
gracious consent has been given to the re({uest of the 
Syndicate, and His Royal Highness has signified his 
willingness to be made an Honorary Doctor of Law of 
the Calcutta University. 

I may perhaps explain for the benefit of those who 
are not well acquainted with the history of this 
University that these Honorary Degrees have been 
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most sparingly given by us. Indeed only six persons 
have been made Honorar)' Doctors of Law of our 
University in the course of the last 49 years. These 
are : — His Imperial Majest}’’ the King when he was 
Prince of Wales and visited Calcutta on Jamiar)’ 3rd, 
1876, Professor Monier AVilliains, the Revd. K. M. 
Baneijee and Babu Rajendra Lala Mitra in March 1876, 
Sir Alfred Croft, a fonner Vice-Chancellor and Director 
of Public Instruction in 1897 and the late Dr. Mahendra 
Lai Sircar in 1898. 

I may perhaps allude to the feeling that obtained in 
1875 and 1876 when the ])roposid was made to give the 
Honorary Degree of Doctor of Law to our present King, 
when it was found that under the then existing Act of 
Incorporation no Honorary Degree could be given. 
The I'eeling was so strongly in favour of conferring the 
Degree that a special Act was at once passed through 
the Legislative Council to enable the Degree to be 
given. 

Fortunately now in the existing Act, there is a 
Provision, Section 17, which enables an Honorary 
Degree to be given. The Section requires — 

First — The recommendation of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor and of not less than tw'o-thirds of the 
other ^Members of the Syndicate, 

Second — That this recommendation is supported 
by not less than tw^o-thirds of the Fellows 
present at a meeting of the Senate, and 

Third — The confirmation of the Chancellor. 

The first part has been already carried by the 
unanimous vote of the Syndicate, and the second forms 
the proposal w'hich is now' before 3*011. 

I should like also to jroint out a rather interesting 
coincidence in this (piestion. His Majesty the King, as 
Prince of Wales, w'as the liimt recipient of an Honorar}' 
Degree in the Calcutta Universit}' and also, I believe, 
at any Indian Universit)* under the old Act of 
Incorporation. The proposal now is to make His 
Royal Highness, the present Prince of Wales, the first 
Honorary Doctor of Law under the new* Indian 
Universities Act on January i, 1906, just thirty years 
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after the date on which his illustrious father received 
tlie same Degree. 

I think this University will honour itself by 
admitting his Royal Highness to be one of its members 
and I am sure this Resolution needs no further words 
of commendation from me. 

Before reading tlie Resolution I should, however, 
like to add one personal point which will show that to 
me the proposing of this Resolution is a source of 
peculiar pleasure. When His Majesty the King receir ed 
the Degree of Doctor of Law, I had only been in this 
countrjr a very short time. Mr. SiitclilTe, the then 
Registrar, finding his work rather heavy asked me, as the 
youngest member of the Education Department, to 
act as his informal Deputy on the Convocation day, 
which I did. Hence I took a small but active part in 
conferring the Degree on the King. 

I hope to round off my official career in India, which 
is now rapidly drawing to a close, by taking a larger 
and more Important part in conferring the Honorary 
Degree on His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. 

Gentlemen, I will now read the Resolution which I 
have the honour to propose, and which I commend for 
your acceptance : — 

‘Resolved unanimousl)' — That the Syndicate do 
recommend to the Senate that the Honorarj'^ Degree of 
Doctor in the Faculty of Law be conferred on His 
Royal Highness George Frederick Ernest Albert, Prince 
of Wales, on the ground that, by reason of eminent 
position and attainments, he is, in their opinion, a fit 
and proper person to receive such degree.’ 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee had much pleasure 
in seconding the Resolution. To the graduates of the 
Calcutta University it must, he said, be a source of 
intense gratification to find the graduates’ list of their 
University graced by the illustrious name of the 
Prince of Wales. It would be another link in the bond 
that attached them to their beloved Sovereign. The 
noble sentiments which the Prince of Wales had given 
expression to regarding India upon his landing on Indian 
soil had endeared him to all Indians more than ever 
and were quite worthy of the great royal house to which 
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he belonged and which he would in due time one day 
represent. 

The Re\\ Father Lafont, as the senior non- 
official Fellow of the Senate, supported the motion. 
He was also ])resent — although he had no function at 
all — at tlie meeting of the Senate when the present King 
was made an Honorary Doctor in Law thirty j^ears ago 
and it was a very great pleasure to him to have been 
spared to see tlie King s son 7*eceive the same honour. 
It was an honour for the University to have on the rolls 
of its graduates such persons as the King-Emperor and the 
Heir-A])parent. Such an event would fitly inaugurate 
the new life of the Calcutta University to which they 
all wished tlie greatest possible siu'cess. 

Maulavi Serajul Islam deemed it a higli privi- 
lege to be ])ermitted to support the motion, which was 
peculiarly fitting, because they opened their book of 
lionorary degrees with the name of the Prince’s illustrious 
father. This motion had the concurrence of the 
Mahomedan community, the members of which yielded 
to no other community in their loyalty and devotion to 
the throne and in their appreciation of the benefits 
conferred on this country by English rule and English 
education. 

The motion was then put to the meeting and carried 
by acclamation. ^ 

333. The Vice-Chancellor moved that the action 
of the Syndicate in apj^uinting Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra, m.a., Principal, City College, Calcutta, to be a 
member of the Committee for the inspection of moffasil 
Colleges in the place of Babu Brajendranath Sil, M.A., 
whose services were not available, be confirmed by the 
Senate. He informed the meeting that the appointment 
had been accepted by Babu Herambachandra Maitra 
and that his services had been lent to the University by 
the Cit}" College Council from the middle of November 
to the middle of March, 1006.* 

The motion was i)ut and agreed to. 

334. The Vice-Chancellor moved that tlie following 
recommendation of the Syndicate be accepted : — 

That eligible students at present reading in the 
Second year class of the Wesleyan Mission College,

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Bankura, which is not yet affiliated, be permitted to 
appear at the forthcoming F. A. Examination on their 
successfully passing the College test.*' 

The Vice-Chancellor explained that the College at 
Bankura was started on the strength of a recommenda- 
tion made by the Syndicate some time ago for its affi- 
liation, but as the matter had been Ice])! in abej^ance 
by the Government of India to be dealt with in 
accordance with the new rules I'or the affiliation of 
Colleges,* a special permission of the Senate was 
necessary to enable the students reading in the College 
to appear at the ensuing F. A. ICxami nation. 

The Hon'ble Babu Bhuj^endraiiath Basil seconded 
the motion which was earned.

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Regulations submitted by a Committee of tlie Senate 
relating to the appointment and duties of the Registrar 
and ofoJhcers and sei ^ ants of the University and of the 
University Professors, Readers and Lecturers : — 


THE REGISTRAR. 

1. Tlie Rogislrni* shall ho ap])ointocl hy the Senate 
and only at an Annual ]M<‘oting. JL* ^hall bo aj)i)ointod 
for tiv<' y(‘ars only, hut at the end of ovtu-y snoh term ho 
may ))o ro-a])]uu‘nto(l. Tho term of oflico ( f tho Kogislrar 
shall ooininono(* on the first day of April next following 
his olooiion. Providod that flu* first a])])ointrnont shall 
ho made within six months aft(T fhoso rules oomo into 
effoot, and it shall last till fho (aid of tin* fifth month of 
JMaroh thori'From. If a va<*an('y o(*our in flu? oflioe of 
R(\oisi,rar ludwoon two Annual ^h'otings of* the Senate, 
tho Syndioato shall appoint a person to oHioiat<‘ until the 
first day of April following tho next Annual Alooting. 

:L Tho Rc'gistrar shall he a jxu’son of high academic 
standing. Ho shall bo a wholo-timo oftioor. Ilis salary 
shall bo Rs. <S0() por uu*nsom, rising to Rs. 1,000 in five 
years hy four annual ineroim'nts of Rs. oO. 

ih It shall he oom]H‘tent to tho Syndii\ate to grant 
to the R(‘gistrar, on full jiay, leave of absence for one 
month in a yt‘ar, or for an aoeuiUiilatod period not exceed- 
ing four months in five years. It shall also be competent 
to tho Syndicate to grant him, on half pay, l(.‘ave of 
absonoe on mcdi(*al ctrrtificato, for a ])eriod not exceeding 
six montlis in five yi'ars. Tho Syndi(*ato shall make 
arrangements for tho disohargo of his duties during his 
absenoo. 

1. The duties of the llegistrar shall be as follows : — 

{(t) To be tho custodian of the Records, Library, 
Common Seal/ and such otluT property of 
tho Ibiivorsity as tho Syndi(*ate shall 
commit to his charge. 

Jj) To act as Socrotary to the Syndicate and to 
attend all Meetings of the Senate, Faculties, 
Syndicate, Boards of Studies, Board of 
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Aocoiinis, Bonrds of Examiners, and any 
Oonimittoes appointed by the Senate, the 
Eiieiilties, tlie Syndicate, or any of the 
H(»ards, and to keep JMiimles tliereof. 

(6*) To conduct the ollicial eorrespoiidenee of tlie 
Syndicate and the Senate. 

(il) To issue all notices conveuinij^ Meetings of 
the StMiate, Faculties, Syinlicate, Hoards 
of Studies, Hoard of Accounts, Hoards of 
' Examiners, and any (^unmitlcvs apj)oinled 
by the S<*nate, the FjuMiUies, the Syndicate, 
or any of the Hoards. 

(c To ptu’forin such other work as may be from 
time to time pr(‘S(*ril)ed by the S3mdieate, 
and <j^enerally to render such assistance as 
may be desired by the Vice C’haneellor in 
tlie performance of his olHeia) duties. 

5. It shall be competent to the Syndi(‘ate to jT^rant

7. There shall be a ])ermancnt Assistant Registrar, 
and a permanent, staff of snhoi'diiiate assistants and servants. 
The Syndicate shall have power h. appoint them, to dismiss 
them for mis<;oiKluct or iwigleet of duty, to dispense with 
their services for any sutheiont reason, and to determine 
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th(Mr number and scale of pay. It shall be eompetcni to 
the Syndicate to ^rant them <»Tatuities or pensions rej^idated 
as in Pnra^‘ra]>h o. It shall also be coin])etent to the 
Syndicate to <»*rant them, on full ])ay, leave of absence for 
one month Tor i‘verv elevtm com])h‘t(‘d months of duty, the 
amount of such leave admissible at oiu^ time b(‘inj4* limited 
to three months. It shall further be competent to 'the 
Syndi<*ate to orant tlnnn, on half ]>ay, leave of absem*e on 
medical ccrtilicate, for a pcTiod not (*x(a*edino‘ three months 
at a time, nor exceodini^ six months in live years.

111. I NIVERSITY LECTURERS. 

1. The University shall provide for post-graduate 
teaching, study, and roseareh in the Faculties of Arts and 
ScioTicc, 

2. Tlie ricads of (;\)IIeges atliliated to the University 
shall, from time to time, submit to the Registrar names of 
J’jofessors iu their respoedive Colleges who are prepared to 
deliver lectures on post-graduate <;oursos of study in Arts 
or Science.

3. TIk* Syndicate shall consider the names so submitted 
and shall proceed to reeomnioud to the S(Miat;e Lecturers 
bu* th(? various post-graduate courses of study. In 
n'commending Lecturers for the various eourses, the 
Syndicate shall have regard to {a) the qualifications of the 
applicant, [0) the desirability of avoiding an unnecessary 
multi plication of lecturers on the same subject, and iu the 
ease of sciienee subjects, (c) the eipiipinent for advanced 
practical work, which the Colleges nominating the particular 
applicant can provide. 

4*. The Senate shall have power, upon the recommend- 
ation of the Syndicate, as aforesaid, to aj^point Lecturers, 
who shall be called University Lecturers. • 

.5. If a Lecturer, after delivering his lectures, is 
desirous of publishing tlicm or their substance, he shall 

46 
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submit his lectures or their substance to the Syndicate, 
and the Syndicate, if satisfied that the lectures or their 
substance should be published, shall have power to help him 
in the publication llicreof, out of the funds of the Univer- 
sity, 

6. TIniversity Lecturers shall in the first instance be 
appointed for two years, but they shall bo eligible for 
re-appointment. 

7. University Lectures shall be open to a.11 Giaduates 
of Indian^ Universities, and to such other persons as may 
be permitted by the Syndicate on the recommendation of 
the Lecturer. 

8. University Lectures shall be delivered in the 
College to which tlic Lecturer belongs, or in such other 
place as the Syndicate, in consultation with the Lecturer, 
may determine. 

9. The fee for a course of University Lectures shall 
be determined by the Syndicate, and the money collected 
in fees for any particular course shall be the property of 
the College to which the Lecturer delivering the course 
belongs. 

Mr. Kiichler moved that the draft regulations be 
accepted. He said the Draft dealt first with the 
appointment of the executive officers of the University, 
and it was proposed in this connection by the Com- 
mittee that instead of having half-time Registrars as 
they had hitherto had, they should now appoint a 
whole-time Registrar. He thought they were all 
pretty well agreed that the time had come for ap- 
pointing an officer who would be able to devote 
his whole time to the business of the University. 
Most of them would no doubt have liked to see a still 
higher executive officer appointed, such as a Principal, 
but the time was not yet ripe for such a proposal. Their 
financial position was uncertain and would be so for some 
years to come, and it would take some time before they 
could see how far the University was a self-supporting 
institution, and. how far it had to look to outside circum- 
stances for support. The second part of the draft 
endeavoured to give effect to the bye-laws of the Univer- 
sity in reference to teaching powers. This draft was 
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divided into three parts. The first part dealt with whole- 
time professors and laid down certain rules in connection 
therewith. These I^ofessorships would really be con- 
cerned with higher University teaching and would to a 
certain e.xtent be endowments of research. It was 
not implied by that that the Professors would not deliver 
lectures. The intention was that the Professors wotlld 
give a comse of lectures and would endeavour to gather 
round themselves a school of University teaching. It was 
only in this way that the University of Calcutta would 
ultimately become a real centre of Universitj' intellec- 
tual activit)’’ and be looked forward with confidence 
to tlie time when a large number of Professorships 
would be created and endowed. If one man in Bombay 
by a stroke of his pen and by a singular act of muni- 
ficence could call into being a complete scientific insti- 
tution, it was not too much to hope that some of these 
rich men in Bengal would come forward for the endow- 
ment of these Professorships on particular subjects. 
Under the most favourable circumstances it would 
take many years before these funds were endowed 
and the question then arose whether it would not be 
better with the funds at their disposal to realise the idea 
of a teaching University which was put forward by the 
new Universities Act. While the)’- were waiting for the 
full-time Professorships to be created, it was proposed 
to create a certain number of annual Readerships. The 
Readers would be appointed f/om year to year, and 
here again a good opportunity presented itself for out- 
side benevolence. The Readerships would be of the 
greatest benefit to students engaged in the higher work 
of the University, and would likewise act as a stimulus 
to those scholars who had made a speciality of any 
particular subject. They also proposed to have 
Lecturers. 

Rev. Father Lafont seconded the motion. Mr. 
Arden Wood suggested that the ordinary leave rules 
in the Civil Service Regulations should be made ap- 
plicable to the appointment of Registrar. The Vice- 
Chancellor pointed out tliat the leave rules in the 
Civil Service Regulations could not apply to the Regis- 
trar whose appointment under the proposed new rules 
would not be permanent but would terminate every 
five years. 
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Mr. Jackson moved as an amendment that in para 
3 of the Draft Regulations relating to the Registrar, 
for “on medical certificate” after the word “absence” 
be substituted “which may be added to the period 
of leave on full pay ” and that the word “ six ” in the 
fifth line of the para, be changed to “ eight.” 

Mr. Arden Wood seconded the amendment which, 
being put to the meeting, was earned. 

Mr. A. Chaudhuri moved that in para 2 of the 
Draft Refjulations relating to the Registrar, etc., after 
the word “ standing ” the words “and preference shall 
be given to a distinguished graduate of tire Calcutta 
University” be added. 

Mr. S. P. Sinha seconded the amendment and the 
Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basil supported it. Babu 
Debaprasad Sarbadliikari opposed the amendment. He 
thought tliat the ap]iointment slioukl be left ojien to 
all deserving candidates without any restriction. The 
amendment was put and lost. 

Mr. G. C. Bose moved that in para 7 of the proposed 
Regulations for the Registrar, etc., after “ scale of pay ” 
the following be inserted : — 

“ In the case of officers whose pay is Rs. 50 and 
upwards, the action of the Syndicate shall require 
confirmation of tlie Senate.” 

Father Lafont seconded the amendment. The 
Hon’blc Mr. Justice Alookerjee opposed the amendment. 
He thought it undesirable and unnecessary. As the 

E ower of appointing officers subordinate to the 
Registrar was vested in the Syndicate, that body should 
also possess the power of dismissing such officers for 
misconduct or of dispensing with their services on 
just and sufficient grounds. There was a provision in 
the* existing Bye-laws, which the speaker had every 
reason to believe would be retained in the new 
Bye-laws about to be framed, by which the Senate 
would be competent to judge of the action of the 
Syndicate in any matter. 

The amendment, on being put to the meeting, was 

lost. 
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Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that in para 7 
of the Draft Regulations relatinp; to the appointnient of 
Registrar, etc., after Assistant Registrar" be inserted 
the words “ who shall be a gi'aduate of the Calcutta 
University." 

The amendment which was seconded by Babu 
Irferambacliandra Maitra and siip]>orted by the Hon'ble 
Babu Bluipendranath Basu» was carried. 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkarthen asked leave to move certain 
amendments witli regard to the Draft Regulations 
relating to the appointment of University Lecturers. 

After some discussion, in which the sense of the 
meeting was clearly indicated to be against the 
consideration of verbal amendments made at tlie last 
moment, Mr. Kiichler moveil that the further consider- 
ation of the Draft Regulations submitted by the Second 
Committee be ])ostponed. Mr. S. P. Sinha seconded the 
motion which w as ])ut to the meeting and carried. 

It was thereupon decided that the Draft Regulations 
submitted by the Second Committee with the 
amendments already acc'ei)ted be j)rinted and circulated 
to the members early next week, and that notices of 
amendments to be proposed by the members should 
reach the Registrar not later than Wednesday next by 
the first post. 

339. Mr. S. P. Sinha moved that the consideration 
of tile Draft Regulations relating to the inspection of 
Colleges be postponed till the next meeting. 

The motion was put and lost. 

The Senate then proceeded to consider the following 
Draft Regulations submitted by the Third Committee 
for the Insjiection of Afliliated Colleges : — 


INSPECTION OF AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

1 . The Sytulieatc shall appoint jiersons, who may or 
may not be members of their own body, to inspect every 
College alliliated to the University. 
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2. The persons so appointed should be men of high 
standing, (‘X]H*rts in the matter of University education, 
j)os'<essing some knowledge of the working of Indian 
Coll(*ges, and having no interest in any (k)llege in the 
neighbourhood of the College inspected. 

. 3. The inspection shall be conducted jointly by two 
persons, one of whom shall be an expert on the literary side 
and the other an expert on the seient ilic side, of the work, 
in the case of Colleges attiliated in Arts or Science. They 
shall submit a joint ri‘}>ort on the results of their inspection. 
In the case of Colleges attiliated in any branch of 
professional learning, the inspector or inspectors shall be 
experts in that subject. 

1. All the Colleges must bo inspected once within 
eighteen months of the ])assing of tlui Regulations. 
Thereafter every College must l>e inspected once a year. 


Points to be reported on at an Inspection of Affiliated 
Colleges in Bengal. 

The Inspecting Olliccr or OHicers will report upon the 
following matters : — 

(1) The constitutioTi of the governing body and the 
names of its members. 

t 

i^2) The suitability of the buildings, the accommoda- 
tion for the students in attondaiiee, the furniture, 
the lighting, the ventilation of the rooms, the 
drainage of the surrounding premises, and the 
oiri(Mem!y of tlie sanitary arrangements for the 
students and the teaching staff. 

(3; The names and qualifications of the teaching 
staff, th(? conditions governing tlieir tenure of 
ofTice, and the changes in the staff during the 
j)rcccdiiig year. Whether provision is made for 
the resi(len(jc of the Head of the College and of 
any members of the teaching staff in or near the 
(k)lk*go or the place provided for the residence 
of the students. 

(^4) The clRciency of the teaching. 
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(5) The adequaey of tlie professoi*ial staff, and of 
the teachinj[^ appliances and apparatus. 

(6) The courses of study, the sul)jects taught, the 
routine of work and the arrangements for 
exercises and for tutorial assistance. 

(7) The strictness with which the College registers 
arc kept and the transfer rules observed. 

(8) The average monthly roll-number and the daily 
attendance of students during the last twelve 
months, as compared with the previous yearns. 

(9) The results of publi(3 examinations. 

(10) The state of discipline. 

(11) The provision made for physical exercise, if any. 

(12) The extent of hostel accommodation, and the 
degree of cfFiciency attained in the supervision of 
hostels and students^ messes. 

Note. — (1) The following books shall be kept: — 

(a) An admission register. 

(i) Attendance register. 

(c) A students^ conduct register. 

(//j A register of the progress of si.nden Is indicated 
specially at [leriodical examinations. 

(f?) R<\gister of transfer certilicates issued and 
received. 

(./) Cash-book. 

{(j) A Visitors^ book. 

(^) A book containing the proceedings of tin; 
Governing body. 

Note. — (2) All the accounts, books, and other records 
of a College shall at all times be o|»cn to inspection 
and examination by any oQicer or officers who'may be deputed 
by the Syndicate for the purpose, provided that any 
information obtained from the inspection of the accounts 
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shall he flceincd to be ('(mfidential, but may, IF necessary, be 
communieateil to Ihc Syndicate. 

Note. — (3) Such ius|Tcc(ion and cxaniinalion shall 
have no reference to religions instniction. 


Returns. 

There shall be furnished two Returns by each Affiliatcsd 
College annually. 

One of these shall be in h’orni A. 

The other shall bo in Ronn B. 
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General Rules regulatisig the residence of Students In Hostels 
and Messes; 

1. On the recommendation of the Syndicate, at the 
Annual Meeting of the Senate, a Committee of five Fel- 
lows shall be appointed, who shall deal with all questions 
relating to Hostels and Messes in connection with Affiliated 
Colleges. This Committee shall be called the Students^ 
Residence Committee.” 

2. Every student reading in an affiliated* College, 
unless residing with parents or approved guardians, shall 
live in a hostel or mess re(‘Ognised by the University. 

This rule shall not apply to — 

(i) Law students. 

(ii) Medical students. 

(hi) Students of Engineering. 

(iv) Graduates. 

The question whether a person is or is not an approved 
guardian, shall be determined by the Principal of the 
College concerned. 

Any student making a false declaration in regard to the 
gnardianshij) nniler which he lives, shall be punished by 
the Principal of his College, who will deal with the offence as 
occasion requires, 

3. A hostel is a boarding institution for College 
students, the pro])rietor of which is distinct from the body 
of boarders, and which has some permanence in respect of 
location and management. 

A mess is any recognised boarding establishment for 
College students, not falling under the definition of a 
hostel. 

4. A hostel seeking recognition by the University 
should satisfy the following conditions : — 

(i) That none but stude^nts of alliliated institutions 
shall be admitted as boarders, exception being 
made in favour of teachers who have pupils 
residing in the hostel. • , 

The presence of school-boys in students^ hostels is 
undesirable, and should only be allowed, by 
special permission, in the ease of boys reading 
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in recognised schools who desire to live under 
the direct supervision of a near relation, such 
relation being a College student or a teacher 
residing in the hostel. Applications for per- 
niission should be referred to the Students^ 
Residence Committee. 

(ii) That a hostel shall be under the supervision of 
the authorities of one of the Colleges to 
which its boarders belong, and shall be open 
to inspection by the authorities of all Colleges 
having students residing in it. 

Esich hostel shall keep an inspection-book in which 
the results of inspection shall be duly re- 
corded. 

{til) That the Superintendent of the Hostel shall 
reside in it. 

(iv) That male servants alone shall be employed. 

(w) That no boarder shall, except with the permission 
of the Superintendent, be absent from the 
hostel at night, such permission being granted 
only for good and sufficient reasons. 

Each hostel shall keep an attendance register, and 
the roll shall be called every night and every 
morning. 

(vi) That no hostel shall admit any one as a boarder 
without proper evidence that he is a 
hond-^Jlile student preparing for a University 
Examination. In the case of students 
coming from another hostel or from a mess, 
a certificate of good conduct from the 
Superintendent or officer in charge of such 
hostel or mess countersigned by the Principal, 
must be produced. 

{vii) That a hostel shall keep a register of its 
boarders containing the names and homo 
addresses of the boarders, and of their parents 
or other guardians, and also a column for 
remarks. 

The Superintendent shall keep a gate-book in which 
he shall enter the name of each student who 
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returns to the hostel after the gate is closed^ 
and his remarks in each case. 

(viii) That a hostel shall have written or printed 
rules and that such rules shall not conti*avene 
any of the foregoing conditions. 

5. A mess to bo recognised must be attached to an 
affiliated College on the following 
conditions : — 

(i) None but students of the College to which a mess 
is attached shall reside in that mess, exception being made 
in the case of {a) ])ersons appointed by the Principal of 
the College to maintain discipline in the mess and to 
j)erform other necessary duties, (<^) and boys in the School 
Department, of the age of 1 1 and upwards whose brothers 
are studying in the College Department of the same 
Institution. 

(ii) The Principal of each College shall have control of, 
and be responsible' for, the mess or messes attached to it ; 
shall report annually to the Students^ Residence Committee 
the measures taken to secure proper discipline and control; 
shall frame rules for this purpose in accordance with the 
conditions laid down by the University for the regulation 
of messes; and shall cause these rules to be publicly 
exhibited in each mess. 

(iii) A register shall be kept eoutaining the following 
heaclings, namely, full name, College Class, Father's name, 
and conduct, for each boarder. On the basis of this record 
transfer certificates shall be made out by the Superintendent 
for bearders leaving a mess. Such a certificate, countersigned 
by the Principal of the College, must be produced by the 
applicant when seeking admission to another mess. 

(iv) An attendance register with roll-call night and 
morning shall be kept, recording the names of all boarders 
and their presence or absence at roll-call. No boarder shall 
be absent at night except by permission of the Superintend- 
ent for sufficient reasons, which are to be recorded in each 
case. 

(v) Male servants alone are to be employed. 

(vi) Every mess shall be inspected by an officer 
appointed by the University, who shall have access to the 
moss and its registers and books. Principals or Professors 
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should frequently inspect messes attached to their Colleges. 
An inspection book shall be kept in each mess in which 
University or College inspecting authorities shall record 
their observations. 

6. Students shall be permitted to elect whether they 
will live in a hostel or a mess. 

If a Student elects to live in a hostel, and such 
accommodation is available, the Superintendent of the 
hostel shall determine the room or part of the room he is to 
occupy and other conditions of resiclenee. 

If a Student elects to live in a mess, and such 
acedmmodation is available, the Principal of the College 
concerned shall determine tlie room or part of the room lie 
is to occupy and other conditions of residence. 

7. Any difficulties arising in regard to the place and 
conditions of residence, shall be dealt with by the Principal 
of the College at his discretion. 

8. In hostels, the fees to be paid, and all an*angements 
regarding food and other matters, shall be determined by 
the propiietor or managing body. 

9. In messes, the fee to be paid by each member shall 
be fixed by the Principal of the College to which the mess 
is attached, and shall be paid for each month for which the 
student pays his tuition fee to the said College, these fees 
being collected at the sapie time. 

It is recommended that there be a common room in 
each mess for the use of boarders, and that every mess 
have a resident Superintendent. 

10. With a view to enable the Principals of Colleges 
to arrange for the residence of students, every student 
desiring to read in an Arts College affiliated to the 
University shall be required to send in his name and tlie 
name of the College he wishes to join, to the Registrar of 
the University on or before a certain date, to be fixed by 
the University annually. ^ 

Any student requiring accommodation in a hostel or a 
moss, who fails to send in his name by the appointed date, 
shall be charged an additional registration fee of Rs. 2-8 
payable to the Principal of the College which he joins. 
This fee shall be treated as a part of the regular College 
fees* 
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The Vice-Chancellor moved that para i of the 
draft Regulations be adopted. The motion was carried. 

Mr. Arden Wood moved that para 2 of the draft 
Regulations for the inspection of Colleges be 
omitted. He thought the rule was unworkable. Mr. 
James seconded the motion and the Lord Bishop 
spoke in support of it Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee ana 
Babu Herambachandra Maitra opposed the motion 
which was then put to the meeting and was lost. 

Mr. James then proposed that for “ei^erts" in 
the first line of para 2 of the Regulations the word 
“experienced” be substituted. Mr. Ratcliffe secdhded 
the proposal which was carried. 

Rev. A. B. Wann proposed that in the third line of 
para 2 of the Regulations after the word “ interest " 
the words “in the College inspected or" be added. 
Rev. A. Tomory seconded the proposal which was 
carried. 

Lt.-Col. Harris then asked leave to move that the 
words “ and having no interest... inspected " be omitted. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Mookeijee rose to a point 
of order. He asked whether, having accepted the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Wann, it was open to the 
meeting to consider Lt.-Col. Harris's motion, which if 
accepted, would negative Mr. Wann’s amendment 
already agreed to. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee was of opinion that leave 
should not be given to Lt.-Col. Harris at that stage to 
move the amendment proposed by him. He should 
have moved his amendment before Mr. Wann had 
proposed the amendment which had just been accepted. 

Rev. E. M. Wheeler thought that Lt.-Col. Harris 
was quite in order in proposing the amendment and 
would be glad to second it. • 

After some discussion the question whether the 
amendment proposed by Lt.-Col. Harris shotdd be 
considered was put to the meeting and whs agreed to. 

Lt.*Col Harris then moved the amendment as stated 
above. Mr. Wheeler seconded it. Sir Gooroo Dass 
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Banenee spoke a^nst the amendment. The Hon'ble 
Mr. Justice Mookeijee was of opinion that the clause, 
which it was proposed to be omitted, was an important 
one and should be retained. Unfortunately in this 
country there are rival Colleges and it was not enough 
that the inspection of Colleges should be fair and efficient 
but should also be beyond suspicion. 

After some further discussion, the amendment was 
put to the meeting and carried, 27 voting for and 25 
against it. 

Para 2 of the Regulations for the inspection of Colleges 
as amended was then put to the meeting by the Vice- 
Chancellor, but was declared lost, 9 voting for and 22 
against it. Para 2 was accordingly omitted from the 
Regulations. 

Mr. Russell moved — 

That (a) in para 3 of the proposed Regulations for 
the inspection of Colleges the words “ be an expert on ” 
be left out and the words " have special qualifications 
in regard to ” be substituted ; {b) that the words “ the 
other an expert on " be omitted and the words “ another 
in regard to " be substituted ; (c) in line 3 for the 
words “the work '' the words “ College education” be 
substituted ; and (rf) in line 6 the words “ highly 
qualified ” be substituted for “ e.xperts." 

Mr. James seconded the amendment, and the 
Hon'ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu and Mr. Arden 
ViTood spoke against it. 

Mr. A. Chaudhuri suggested that the words “ specially 
qualified” be substituted for “ highly qualified in the 
amendment moved by Mr. Russell. The suggestion 
was accepted by the mover which was then put to the 
vote and carried. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that the 
word “ Joint ” in para 3 of the proposed Regulations for 
the inspection of Colleges be omitted. The amendment 
which was seconded by Mr. Wheeler, was carried. 

Mr. Havell moved that for the word “ literary ” in 
the second line the word “Art” be substituted. Dr. 
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Ross seconded the motion which being put to the 
meeting was lost. 

The Lord Bishop moved that the words " at least ” 
be inserted before “ two ” in the first line of para 3. 
Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the motion. 
Several members having spoken to the motion it was 
put to the meeting and carried. 

Mr. Ratcliffe proposed that the words " and not 
more than three ” be inserted after “ persons.” The 
motion which was seconded by Dr. Ross, was carried. 

Para 3 of the Regulations for the inspection of 
afliliated Colleges, as amended, was then read to the 
meeting b}' the Vice-Chancellor and accepted. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Mookcrjee proposed that 
para 4 of the draft Regulations for the inspection of 
Colleges be accepted with the following modifications : — 
(a) that the word “ must ” which occurred in the first 
and second lines be changed to “shall,” and (i) that 
for “ within eighteen months of the passing of these 
Regulations ” be substituted “ within eighteen months 
of the date of these Regulations coming into operation.” 
The proposal was accepted by the meeting and para 4 
was accordingly mcxlilied. 

The meeting then adjourned till 1 1 A. M. on Saturday 
next, the 18th histant.

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348. Read an endorsement from the Direetor of 
Public Instruction, Bengal, forwarding a copy of a letter 
from the Government of Bengal, stating that the 
Government sanctions the proposal to place at the 
disposal of the Calcutta University the services of 
Mr, G. W. Kiichlcr, Professor, Prcsklency College, from 
the montli of September, 1905, and again from the 
middle of November to tlie middle of March, 1906, 
and the services of Mr. ii. R. James, Olliciating 
Principal, Patna College, only for tlie month of 
September, in connection with the inspection of the 
Calcutta and Mofussil Colleges in Bengal and that the 
charges on account of the salary and deputation 
allowance of flessrs. Kiiohler and James during the 
period of their deputation will be met from the sum of 
Rs. 15,000 allotted b)' the Government of Imlia out of 
the two lakhs grant for the inspection of Colleges. 

Resolved — 

That the Syndicate, while thanking the Government 
of Bengal for according sanction to the proposal to 
place at the disposal of the University the services of 
the above-named officers in connection witli the 
inspection of Colleges, respectfully ask lor a reconsidera- 
tion of the decision that the charges on account of the 
salarj’’ and deputation allowance of these officers should 
be met from the sum of Rs. 15,000 allotted by the 
Government of India tq the inspection of Colleges out 
of its two lakhs grant. 

349. Read a letter from the Principal, Civil Engineer- 
ing College, Sibpur, stating in reply to this office letter 
No. 656, dated the 30th September last, that the remark 
made by the Board of lixaminers for the recent B. E. 
Examination regarding the results of the Examination 
in Physics, which is an optional subject, only bears out 
the wisdom of the Resolution of the luigineering

405, The Senate ])rooeetlc(l to diseuss the Draft 
Regulations relating to tlie appointnieiit of Universit)- 
Professors and other items, the consideration of which 
was deferred at their last meeting. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved — That in 
para. 1 of the Regulations relating to the appointment 
of University Professors, the words “ with the consent 
of the Governor-General in Council” be omitted. 

He said that Section 25 of the Indian Universities 
Act provided that the Regulations to be framed by the 
Senate for the appointment of University Professors 
should be subject to the sanction of Government, but 
imposed no legal obligation that the appointment itself 
should be subject to such sanction. 
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Dr. Nilratan Sarkar seconded the amendment. Rai 
Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, thought tliat under the terms 
of the Act, the appointment of University Professors 
should be subject to the approval of Government and 
opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Russell was of ojrinion that the Act imposed no 
such obligations as that contemplated in the clause 
taken exception to by the mover of the amendment. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Bancrjee agreed entirely with what 
had fallen from Mr. Russell and the mover of the amend- 
ment and thought it desirable that the clause should be 
omitted. 

'I'he Vice-Chancellor remarked that at least for some 
years to come it would be necessary for the University 
to depend entirely on Government grants for the 
maintenance of these Professorships and it would be 
reasonable to suppose that the Government, who would 
provide funds for the purpose, would like to have a 
voice in the disposal of such funds. If the Govern- 
ment were to have no \ oicc in the appointment of such 
Professors, it was possible that it might not make any 
grants for the purpose. 

The amendment was then jnit to the meeting and 
lost, 12 voting for and i<) against it. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that the 
words “ subject to the approval of the Gor’ernor-General 
in Council” in para. 2 and, wherever the\' occurred in 
para. 3 of the Regulations relating to University Pro- 
fessors be omitted. He said that so far as para. 2 was 
concerned which provided for the acceptance of endow- 
ments for Professorships made by individual or corporate 
donors, the N'icc-Chancellor’s remark about the Govern- 
ment giant did not apply. Para. 3 of the Regulations 
had reference to the power of the Senate to appoint, 
dismiss and prescribe the duties and remuneration of Uni- 
versity Professors and assistant Professors. He thought 
the Senate was competent, to deal with such details 
without the intervention of Government. 

Babu Chandranath Basu seconded the amendment 
which was put to the meeting and carried. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that in para. 5 
of the Regulations relating to University Ftofessors 
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the following words be added — “ and the money collected 
in fees shall be the property of the University.” The 
amendment which was seconded by Dr. Nilratan 
Sarkar was carried. 

Babu Brajendninath Sil moved that at the end of 
para. 3 of the Regulations for Universit}' Professors, 
he following words be added : — 

“ When a Professor or Assistant Professor is appoint- 
ed to lecture on a subject that forms part of the M.A. 
or M.Sc. curriculum, he shall, in such place and at such 
time as may be fixed upon bN"^ the Syndicate, deliver 
a course of lectures, at which regular attendance shall 
be compulsory for all students reading for the M.A, or 
M.Sc. degree in that particular subject.” 

The motion not being seconded fell through. The 
Regulations relating to University Professors as 
amended were then put to the meeting and carried. 

406. The meeting then proceeded to consider the 
Draft Regulations relating to University Readers. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that in para. 2 
of the regulations, the words “ subject to the approval 
of the Governor-General in Council ” be omitted. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded the amend- 
ment. 

After some discussion in which the \"ice-Chancellor, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Justice Geidt and the Hon’ble Mr. 
Justice Mookerjee tcjok part, it was suggested that the 
amendment should be modified as follows : — 

‘‘.That in para. 2 of the regulations relating to 
University Readers, the words” subject to the approval 
of the Governor-General in Council “ in lines 3 and 4 
be omitted and that the following words be added at 
the end of the para. : — The appointment, in the case of 
Readerships the funds for .which are provided by the 
Government, shall be subject to the approval of the 
Governor-General in Council.” 

The modification was accepted by the mover and 
the amendment as modified was then put to the meeting 
and carried. 
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Babu Brajendranath Sil moved that at the end of 
para. 3, after the words “ determined by the Senate " 
the following clause be added : — 

“At the end of a course of lectures, the Reader shall 
hold an examination open to all students who have 
regularh’ attended tlie same, and on the results of such 
examination, grant certilicates which shall be counter- 
signed by the Vice-Chancellor of the University.” 

Sir Grooroo Dass Baneijee seconded the amendment. 
Mr. James, Mr. Kiichler and the Lord Bishop spoke 
against it. The amendment was then put to the vote 
and lost, 18 voting for and 30 against. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved tliat in para. 4 
of the regulations the word “ Senate ” be substituted 
lor the word “ Syndicate." 

The motion not being seconded fell through. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that para. 5 
of the Draft Regulations specifying the honorarium of 
the Reader lie omitted. He thought that Rs. 2,000 for 
a course of lectures was far too small an honorarium 
and was not suiliciently tempting. He would therefore 
ask the meeting not to fix a minimum but leave the 
matter open so that it might be determined by the 
Syndicate or the Senate according to the circumstances 
of each indii idual case. 

Babu Umcschandra Datta seconded the motion. 
Mr. Kiichler in opposing it said that it was decided to 
fix Rs. 2,000 as the minimum honorarium with the 
object of giving a distinctly high character to the 
appointment. 

The motion was then put and tost. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that the words 
“ and honoraria for Readers ” be added to para. 6 of 
the regulations. The motion, which was seconded by 
Babu Umcschandra Datta, o»i being put to the meeting, 
was lost. 

The regulations relating to University Readers as 
amended were then put to the meeting and carried. 

407. The Draft Regulations for University Lecturers 
were then considered. 
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On the motion of the Vice-Chancellor para, i of the 
regulations was adopted. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil moved that in rule 2 after 
the words “ prepared to deliver lectures on ” the words 
“and conduct classes for research or advanced work for” 
be added and that in rule 7 after the words “ University 
Ilecturers” be added the words “and classes for advanced 
work or research.” 

Mr. iVrden Wood seconded the amendments and 
Mr. Kvichler spoke in their supiiort. The amendments 
were then put and carried. 

Dr. Xilratan Sarkar proposed that at the end of 
Rule 2 after the word “ S(‘ien('e ” the following be 
added : — 

“ Any live members of the Faculty of Arts or the 
Faculty of Science conjointly shall have power to submit 
to the Registrar the name of a candidate for the same 
purjiose.” 

The object of tlie amendment, he said, was to widen 
the scope of the rule. Principals of Colleges might feel 
delicacy in nominating themselves. Moreover, "persons 
unconnectecl with anj' College might be available who 
would be willing to serve as lecturers witliout any 
honorarium. 

Father Laibnt seconded and Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra supported the ailiendineut which was caiTied. 

The Vice-Chancellor proposed that for the words 
“which the Colleges nominating the particuhu' applicant 
can provide” in the last line of rule 3, the words “which 
can be provided” be substituted. He said that the modi- 
fication proposed by him was rendered necessary by the 
acceptance of Dr. Xilratan Sarkar’s amendment. 

The proposal was put and agreed to. 

On the motion of the A’ice-t'hancellor rules 4, 5 and 
6 were adopted without an\- modification. ' Babu 
Brajendranath Sil moved tliat in rule 7 at the end, after 
the words “recommendation of the Lecturer”, the 
following clause be added ; — 

“A University Lecturer shall grant certificates to 
the students regularly attending his class, with special 
reference to the character of the work done by them 
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under his supervision and oruidance, and such certificates 
shall be countersigned by the President of the Faculty 
concerned/' 

Mr. Kiichler seconded the amendment and Mr. 
Jackson and Mr. Wheeler spoke against it. The 
amendment was then put to the meeting and lost, 2X 
voting for and 28 against it. 

Dr. Xilratan Sarkar moved and Babu Heramba* 
cliandra Maitra seconded — 

'Fhat at tlie end of rule 9, the words ‘Svhere the 
Lecturer is a Professor of a College, and to the Lecturer 
himself in any otlier case” be added. 

The amendment was put and agreed to. 

'Die amended rules relating to University Lecturers 
were tlien jiut to the meeting and adopted. 

408. The points to be reported on at an inspection 
of Colleges affiliated to the Calcutta University next 
came up for consideration. 

The Vice-Chancellor, in answer to a technical 
objecti(3n raised by Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, said 
that these points formed part of the regulations relating 
to the ins]xection of affiliated Colleges adopted by the 
Senate at their last meeting. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari thereupon moved 
that the consideration of the poifits to be reported on at 
an inspeclion of alliliated Colleges be postponed till 
the report of the Inspectors appointed to inspect Colleges 
be received. He thought it desirable and expedient to 
defer the consideration of these points until the report 
of the present Commission of Inspection was before 
the Senate so that they might be the better able to 
determine these points in the light of the information to 
be found in the report. 

Father Lafont seconded the motion. The ^^ice- 
Chancellor remarked that th§ Senate could not wait for 
the report as the new regulations had to be submitted 
for the approval of Government by the end of February, 
while the inspection of Colleges will la§t till end of 
March next. Mr. Wheeler and Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra spoke against the motion which, being put to 
the meeting, was lost, 

5 ? 
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Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee asked permission to move 
an amendment which stood in his name before another 
amendment of a negfitive character of which separate 
notices had been given by Babu Brajendranath Sil and 
Mr. James was brought forward. His reason for asking 
this permission was that if his amendment were accepted 
the other amendment would fall to the ground. 

After some discussion it was decided by the Vice- 
Chancellor that Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee's amendment 
should be considered first. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Bairerjee tiiereupon moved — 

That in number 4 of the Points to be reported on at 
an inspection of affiliated Colleges, alter the word “ teach- 
ing" there be ad<ledthe words "as shown by the results 
of periodical class examinations and class exercises." 
The item as it stood was, in his opinion, open to the 
construction that the Inspectors might examine the 
members of the teaching staff by way of tasting the 
efficiency of tlieir teaching. Such a test would be extreme- 
ly unfair and highly objectionable. On the other hand 
efficiency of teaching tested in a proper way would be a 
very important point in the inspection of Colleges. 
It was not sufficient that the teaching staff should be 
efficient but that the lessons imparted should be imbibed 
by the students. The cfficienc3' of the teaching and the 
extent to which the students had been benefited by such 
teaching could, he believed, be verj' fairly judged by the 
results of periodical class examinations and exercises. 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar seconded the amendment. 

Mr. James while agreeing to some extent with what 
had fallen from the mover of the amendment did not 
see hoAv the efficiency of teaching would be tested and 
how such a test would add to the efficiency of inspec- 
tion. Results of teaching did not appear immediately and 
the results of class examinations and exercises would not, 
in his opinion, be a fair test to judge of the efficiency of 
teaching. 

Mr. Wheeler opposed the amendment. He thought 
that the mere inspection of tabulated results of class 
examinations and exercises would be valueless. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil said that there would be 
practical difficulties in giving effect to the rule even if 
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it were amended in the manner proposed by Sir Gooroo 
Dass Banerjee, 

Mr. N. N. Ghose thought that the results of class 
examinations and class exercises would not be a fair 
test of teaching. Only a small number of students 
appeared at these examinations and exercises and^a 
majority of them who appeared did badly. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari remarked' that the 
efficiency of teaching imparted in a Ctdlege was the 
chief point of inspection and if this item were omitted 
there would be hardly any need of a College being 
inspected at all. 

Father Lafont thought that lecturing was the only 
possible means of imparting instruction to a large class 
of College students. He was sorry to have to differ 
from the learned mover of the amendment, but lie failed 
to see how the amendment would improve matters. 
All that the College authorities could do was to provide 
for a thorough and efficient teaching but could hardly 
comiJel the sttidents to avail themselves of the facilities 
afforded for tlieir proper training. 

The Lord Bishop was of opinion that every con- 
scientious teacher ought to see that his teacliing was not 
merely efticient but effective at the same time and that 
tlie students under his charge profited fully by such 
teaching. He supported the anjendment and thought 
that a report of a general character as to the mode 
and quality of training imparted in a College was all 
that would be required of the Inspectors by the clause 
under discussion. 

Father Neut thought that point (6) and note i {d} 
seemed to cover clause (4 1 which was unnecessar)’. 

Mr. Ratcliffe thought that the amendment would 
restrict the inspection to one point and was therefore 
unable to support it. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijoe in reply said that the 
restrictive nature of the amendment could be no 
objection as other important points of inspection were 
provided by other items. He did not think that the 
clause as it was proposed to amend was covered by any 
of the other clauses. The objection taken by Mr. N. N. 
Ghose really supported the amendment, for his remarks 
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indicated the unsatisfactory nature of the present 
arrangement for teaching in our Colleges which should 
now be replaced by a system of steady, regular and conti- 
nuous work on the part of the students backed by the 
earnest and sympathetic co-operation of their Professors. 
It was teaching and not lecturing what was wanted in 
our Colleges. Lessons imparted and imbibed was 
what he understood to be real teaching. All the 
elaborated arrangement proposed for the inspection of 
Colleges had better be given up if it was decided to 
omit clause 4. 

The amendment was then put to the vote and 
lost. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil mo\ ed that clause “ 4. The 
efficiency of teaching " be omitted. He thought that 
the necessary test was provided fin in points 3, 5, 6 
and 9. 

Mr. James seciinded the motion and Rai Chunilal 
Basil, Bahadur, opposed it. Mr. X. X. Ghose, Mr. 
Wheeler and Babu Herambachaiulra Maitra baling 
spoken to the motion, it was put to the meeting anil 
carried, 24 voting for and 21 against it. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that to clause 
5 be added “ and Library and facilities for use of the 
same by the students." 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded the amendment. 
Mr. Arden Wood suggested that in the proposed 
amendment all the words after “ Library be omitted. 

The suggestion was accepted by the mover of the 
amendment and the modified amendment that the 
words “ and Library ” be added to clause 5, was then 
put to the meeting and carried. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil moved that in clause 6 
after the words “ tutorial assistance ” be added the words 
“ and the facilities and encouragement given to students 
to make use of the Library, specially for purposes of class 
work and e.xercises.” 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar seconded the amendment. Mr. 
Arden Wood suggested that the words “ specially for 
purposes of class work and exercises ’ in the amend- 
ment be omitted. 
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The mover accepted the suggestion and the 
amendment as modified was then put to the meeting 
and carried. 

Mr. Arden Wood moved that as suggested by Mr. 
Hallward in his note of dissent the words “ if any ” 
in clause 11 be omitted. The Hon’ble Babu 
Bhupendranath Basu seconded the amendment which 
was put and agreed to. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari moved that clause 1 2 
be omitted. The motion not being seconded fell through. 

He thereupon moved that after the words “students' 
messes" in clause 12 the words “and the distance 
of such liostels and students' messes from the College 
premises " be added. Mr. Wann seconded the amend- 
ment which was carried. 

Mr. Russell proposed tliat “ (jr) A visitors' book" 
under Note t be omitted. Mr. C. C. Bose seconded 
the motion which was jiut and agreed to. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that the words 
“and class exercises" be added to sub-head (</) under 
Xote I. Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded the 
motion which was put and carried. 

The Hon'ble ^Ir. Justice Geidt proposed that in the 
line preceding the i)oints to be rejjorted in an inspection of 
Colleges the words “among other” be inserted between 
the words “ following " and “Wittei's". Mr. Ratclill'e 
seconded the motion and Mr. Arden Wood sui>ported it. 
The amendment was then put and carried. 

The points to be reported on at an inspection of 
affiliated Colleges as amended were then put to the 
meeting and adopted. 

409. Mr. Jackson moved that the consideration of 
the Returns A and B which were framed on the old 
regulations be deferred until the new regulations were 
ready. Mr. Tomory in seconding the motion suggested 
that the Returns might *be referred back to the 
Committee that drafted them. 

The motion was then put and agreed Jo. 

410. The Senate then proceeded to consider the 
General Rules regulating the residence of students in 
Hostels and [Messes. 
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Mr. C. Russell proposed that in order to abbreviate 
subsequent discussion the Senate should, before proceeding 
to consider any amendments, agree to adopt the following 
principle : — “ That it is desirable that each College should 
have its own messes ; each mess being limited strictly to 
the students of a single College." — He said the first 
attempt to regulate the conditions of residence for 
students was made in 1 900, when Go\ eminent drew up 
a set of regulations which provided for the appointment 
of Superintendents, the keeping of registers, and various 
matters relating to organization and discipline. These 
rules had been completely disregarded in all college 
messes and there was a lack of supervision and control 
which was generally recognized as indicating an unsatis- 
factory state of things. In November, 1904, the 
Lieutenant-Governor invited all the Principals of Calcutta 
Colleges and one or two leading Indian gentlemen, Babu 
Surendra Nath Banerjee and Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee 
among them to discuss the question of the revision of 
these rules. At that conference a resolution was passed 
which was very nearly, word for word, the resolution he 
was now suggesting, the only proviso being the words 
" if it was practicable.” There were certain difficulties 
raised at the time as to the practicability of introducing 
a system of this sort, but these ditliculties, which were 
purely financial, were solved by the Government of 
Bengal, which undertook to remove them. A scheme 
was worked out by wtiich Government agreed to hire 
a certain number of houses and sub-let them to colleges. 
It had now been shown to be a practicable scheme and 
was working with greater success than anybody antici- 
pated. The proposed rules represented an attempt to 
introduce into this University some of the worthier 
elements of English education. He did not see why a 
real University should be regarded as impossible for 
them — a University with a real life of its own and not a 
mere machine for turning out graduates. This was a 
step back, also, towards the old Hindu s)’stem, in w’hich 
the relation of teacher and student was one of the most 
vital features. From the point of view of College 
discipline it ought to be a step in the right direction. 

The Rev. E. M. Wheeler seconded the motion. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra strongly opposed the 
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motion. He warmly defended the present system 
under which students rented houses, collected and paid 
the rent and made their own arrangements with regard 
to messing and fellow-boarders. These messes were at 
present self-supporting institutions in respect of all pecu- 
niary matter but if Mr. Russell’s proposal was adopted the 
entire financial responsibility would be thrown upon the 
unaided Colleges. Suppose, he had accommodation for 
100 students only and got 107 students, he would then 
either have to get a place small enough for seven students, 
or he would have to lose them. Then again there was 
the question of caste. Suppose, he had students of 
different castes who did not associate with one another. 
What was he to do with these bo} s ? Was heto])rovide 
separate accommodation for each ? He appreciated 
Mr. Russell's motiA es in putting forward this motion, 
but he would ask them to realise the situation so far as 
the unaided Colleges were concerned. The rule was one 
the rigid enforcement of which would not only entail 
hardship on the Principals of Colleges but also on the 
poorer students. He was not against the principle, but 
the rule was unworkable and tlie only effect of it would 
be to limit seriously tlie range of education. He moved 
the folloAving amendment : — “ That the word ‘ while ’ be 
inserted belbre the Avoids ‘ it is desirable ’ and that for 
the Avords ‘ each mess . . . single College’ tlie folloAA'ing 
be substituted, ' Avhen the Principals of tAvo or more 
Colleges agree to exercise joint supervision o\'er a mess, 
students of that College mess be alloAA'ed to live together 
in that mess.’ 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu seconded 
the amendment. 

Mr. Ratcliffe thought that discussion might be cur- 
tailed if a compromise were agreed upon. He sug- 
gested that Mr. Russell’s proposition should be modified 
into a formal statement of the Senate’s desire to adopt 
as far as possible the “ one mess one College ” system, 
Avithout prejudice to particular amendments that might 
thereafter be mov'ed and that Mr. Herambachandra 
Maitra’s amendment should thereupon be Avithdrawn. 
This suggestion having been accepted, Mr. Ratcliffe 
urged that the Senate should, in framing the rules, not 
attempt to establish the “one mess one College” principle 
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without qualification. The old system upon which the 
messes were run, as described by Mr. Maitra, was in 
a sense rooted in social and lamily custom, and it would 
be well for the Senate to bear in mind that an alien 
system, e\'en one so excellent in its proper place ^ the 
ICnglish residential s 3 Stem, need not be so good in its 
results as the indigenous system, duly regulated b)’ 
means of the co-operation of the Principals. It was 
good to work towards the creation ot a “ College t()ne,” 
to give each College its own corporate life and tradition 
but it was essential that the endeavour to attain this 
end should be accompanied by liberal and sympathetic 
treatment of the social tradftions represented by the 
territorial groups in the messes and tlie j)oor students 
custom of co-operative management. 

Mr. James said the main thing was to start with 
right principles. At present it was with the utmost 
diflicultv that they could get students togetlier after 
College' hours. Tlie only way to get the unity of the 
Colleges realised was to gel the students of each College 
to live together. They had to strengthen not only 
the bond between teacher and student, but, what was 
more important, the bond between student and College. 

Mr. Russell then considerably modified In's motion, 
so that it now read as follows : — “That it was desirable 
that as far as jiracticable cacli College should have its 
own mess." 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra accepted the modi- 
fied motion and withdrew his amendment. 

The modified motion was put and carried. 

The meeting then adjourned Sine die.

41 1. The Faculty proceeded to consider the Draft 
Regulations relating to the Examinations in Medicine 
submitted by the Committee appointed in that behalf. 

It was proposed that in the Scheme of Study prescrib- 
ed on page 2 of the Draft Regulations, Anatomy be 
included in the Course for the Preliminary Scientific 
Examination. In view, however, of para 4 of the Basis 
of Regulations already adopted by the Faculty which 
excluded Anatomy from the ^Course at the Preliminary 
Scientific Stage, the proposal* was allowed to drop. 

The President pointed out that the Practical Courses 
in Botany and Zoology had not been, settled and 
suggested that they be left undefined until provision 
was made for the practical training of students in these 
subjects. 

53 
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The President’s suggestion was accepted and it was 
resolved — 

That in the syllabuses for Botany and Zoology after 
"Practical Course” be inserted the words " To be 
defined when provision for a proper practical training 
of students in the subjects is made.” 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar moved that in the third line of 
the first para of the Draft Regulations, the words “ and 
of” be omitted, and the words “ and Master of Obstetrics 
(M. O.)” be added after (M. S.) 

Dr. Kedamath Das seconded the amendment. The 
President and Dr. Upendranath Brahmachari spoke 
against the amendment which was supported by Rai 
Kailaschandra Bose, Bahadur, Lt-Col. Lukis thought 
that Midwifery and Gynaecology might with advantage 
be included in the course either for the M. D. or the 
M. S. degree. 

The amendment was put to the meeting and carried. 

On the motion of Dr. Nilratan Sarkar the word 
"higher” was inserted before the word “Degrees” in 
the second line of para i of the Regulations. 

The following amendment of which Dr. Nilratan 
Sarkar had given notice, was withdrawn pending the 
adoption by the Senate of the Regulations for the 
Examinations in Arts and Science : — 

That to para i (i) the following words be added " or 
an examination equivalent in standard to the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Science in which Botany 
or Zoology or Physiology has been substituted for 
Mathematics.” 

Dr. Kedarnath Das proposed that the following 
words be added to the first para of the Draft 
Regulations : — 

" It also confers a diploma in Public Health (D.P.H.).” 

The proposal was agreed to and para i of the 
Regulations as amended ran thus : — 

“ The University confers the Degree of Bachelor of 
Medicine (M. B.) and the higher degree of Doctor of 
Medicine (M. D.}, Master of Surgerj- (M. S.) and Master 
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of Obstetrics (M.O.). It also confers a diploma in Public 
Health (D.P.H).” 

The Draft Regulations as amended were then put to 
the meeting and carried.

And we believe that they will cordially respond to 
the call of the University, provided that the burden ol responsibility 
and work is, as far as possible, fairly distributed among them, and 
that they arc plainly informed that the state of ihc University's 
resources make a reduction in the expenses of the Kxaminations 
ab.solutely necessary. 

'file Assistant Superintendents, usually called guards, should be 
College lecturers or teachers in recognised Schools. The various 
Colleges and Schools sending up candidates should send members 
of the staff to assist, in respon.se to a request from the superinten- 
dents of their respective centres. Thus the burden will be distri- 
buted, and the Examinations will be entirely in the charge of men ot 
character and experience. 

The existing rule requiring the attendance of examiners at the 
Senate House during the Examinations in their respective subjects 
should be strictly .nid impartially put in force. This will materially 
diminish the number ol guards required at the Senate House.

442. The Vice-Chancellor moved, on behalf of the 
Syndicate, that Jogindranath Basu, who passed the School 
Final Examination of Allahabad in 1903, be admitted 
to the ensuing F.A. Examination, without being required 
to pass the Entrance Examination, on production of a 
certificate of having prosecuted a regular course of 
study; for two academical years in an institution aiBliated 
to this University. 

Maulavi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, seconded the 
motion which was carried, 

443. The Vice-Chancellor moved, on behalf of the 
Syndicate, that the under-mentioned candidates be 
permitted to appear at the ensuing F.A. and B. A.

The motion, which was seconded by Rai Trailokya- 
nath Banerjee, Bahadur, was carried. 

444. The Vice-Chancellor moved, on behalf of the 
Syndicate, that Muhammad Barkatulla, who after two 
years’ service as Sub-Inspector of Schools, was permitted 
to appear at the last B. A. Examination, but failed to 
present himself at the Examination owing to illness, be 
permitted to appear at the ensuing B.A. Examination in 
nis capacity as Sub-Inspector of Scliools. 

Babu Uraeschandra Datta seconded the motion 
which was carried. 

445. The Vice-Chancellor moved that, as recom- 
mended by the Syndicate, Kedamath Vidyabinod, 
Additional Pandit, Uttarpara College, be permited to 
appear at the ensuing F. A. Examination as a teacher. 
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The motion on being seconded by Rai Trailokyanath 
Banerjee, Bahadur, was put and agreed to. 

446. The Vice-Chancellor moved, on behalf of the 
Syndicate, that eligible students in the Second Year 
Class of the Daulatpur Hindu Academy may be 
permitted to appear at the ensuing F. A. Examination.^ 

He said that the affiliation of the Daulatpur Hindu 
Academy up to the F. A. standard was recommended 
by the Syndicate some time ago, but in view of the 
changes in the rules for affiliation under the Indian 
Universities Act, the recommendation had been kept in 
abeyance by the Government of India. A special 
permission of the Senate was, therefore, necessary to 
enable the students of the College who were otherwise 
eligible, to appear at the forthcoming F.A. Examination. 

Babu Dcbaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the motion 
which was carried. 

447. The Vice-Chancellor moved, and Rai Chunilal 
Basu, Bahadur, seconded, that the recommendation of the 
Syndicate that Khaliluddin Ahmed, who passed the ist 
M. B. Examination in 1903, and the 2nd L. AI. S. 
Examination in 1904, and has completed the prescrib- 
ed course for the second M. B. Examination, be 
permitted to appear at the 2nd M. B. Examination in 
1906. 

The motion was agreed to. 

448. The Senate then proceeded to consider the pro- 
posed General Rules regulating the residence of students 
in Hostels and Messes. 

Before moving the amendments that stood in his 
name. Rev. E. M. Wheeler asked the permission of the 
meeting to modify the latter part of it. The permission 
asked for being granted, he moved - 

“That the framing of regulations relating to the 
residence of college students be postponed until it W 
been ascertained whether or not the Government of 
Bengal will lend financial support to the college messes, 
and if it will, to what extent, and under* what condi- 
tions it will do so ; and that the Syndicate be requested 
to enquire if the Government of Bengal womd he

willing to carry on its present experiment in regard to 
college messes and to continue to bear all financial 
responsibility and to exercise control in regard to these 
messes until the University is in a position to do so 
itself.” 

The Rev. A. B. Wann, in seconding the amendment, 
said that the putting of students into messes under the 
control of Colleges was an experimental measure. They 
were just in the first year of the experiment, and he 
thought it would be better for all parties concerned — 
the Colleges, the University, and the students them- 
selves — if the exjterinient were carried out to its com- 
pletion. The Government had taken the financial 
responsibility to begin willi. At the ])resent time the 
University had not funds for all it desired to do, and 
he thought it would be a pity to throw the financial 
responsibility upon tliemselves wlicti they could not 
meet it, especially upon conditions the desirability of 
which could not yet be ascertained. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Canerjee enquired wlietlier in the 
event of the Government giving an answer in the 
affirmative, the principles already affirmed by tlie Senate 
with regard to the residence of students in hostels and 
messes would be liable to reconsideration. 

The Vice-Chancellor thought that such principles 
as had already been discussed and adopted by the 
Senate would not be affected by the decision of 
Government. 

Mr. N. N. Ghose supported the amendment, but 
thought that the words "and if it will, to what extent 
and under what conditions it will do so” should go out. 
If they were going to make this inquiry they might 
drop this part of the resolution. 

Mr. Russell observed that certain conditions had to 
be introduced which they \iad not got at present, and 
one of these was that the University should have the 
mwer to lay down rules. If the Government of 
Bengal was willing to carry on the present experiment, 
it would be necessary to lay down rules of a formal 
character and to obtain the consent of Government to 
those rules. 
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Babu Brajendranath Sil said the question of subsidy 
was one in which mofussil colleges were as vitally 
interested as the metropolitan ones. Mofussil colleges 
had a number of messes and the matter of house 
accommodation was one of great difliculty. Tire 
question would have to be looked at from the point 
of view of those colleges. He was afraid the matter 
was not so simple as it looked. The appointment of 
fluctuating and e-vpanding subsidies would introduce 
endless complications. 

Mr. S. K. Ratcliffe did not think that the difliculty 
put forward by Babu Brajendranath Sil need trouble 
them at this stage. If they accepted this amendment, 
the matter would go up to the Government of Bengal, 
and it would be eas}' I'or the Syndicate in drawing up 
the letter to introduce a sentence asking if Government 
had any intentions with reference to the mofussil 
colleges. Such a course would not hamper them in any 
respect. This amendment cleared the ground, and 
gave an opportunity for the present experiment to be 
further tested, and it left a dillicult and complicated 
question open for the Senate to deal with in a more 
satisfactory fashion when the material at their disposal 
was more complete. 

The Rev. E. M. Wheeler said the seconder and him- 
self were not prepared to accept Mr. N. X. Ghose's 
suggestion. The conditions under which Government 
might be willing to give support to college messes 
need not necessmily be those under which tlrey were 
working at present. Government might see reason to 
change some of the conditions which at present pre- 
vailed, and he therefore thought it better to keep the 
two matters distinct, namely, the present conditions and 
any conditions which Government might lay down for 
the future. 

The amendment was then put to the meeting and 
carried. The amendment which thus became a sub- 
stantive motion was then puC and agreed to. 

449. The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Saradacharan Mitra 
then moved that the Draft Regulations relating to the 
Examinations in Law be adopted. 

Maulavi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, seconded the 
motion. 
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Babu Dcbaprasad Sarbadhikari moved ; — 

That in order to ensure uniformity in the Regula- 
tions, as far as possible, the consideration of the Law 
and Engineering Regulations be postponed till the Arts 
and Medical Regulations are ready for consideration. 

. Mr. Havell, in seconding the amendment, thought 
it desirable that the Regulations relating to the Exami- 
nations in Arts, Law, Medicine and Engineering should 
be before the Senate at one and the same time, so that 
they might be taken up together and not considered 
piece-meal. 

Tlie Hon’ble Mr. Justice Pargiter, Dr. P. K. Ray, Mr. 
Macdonell and Mr. Jackson spoke to the amendment. 

Tlie mover of the amendment said in reply that he 
thought it desirable that the Senate, before adopting a 
set of regulations for a particular Examination, should 
consider whether there was anything in these regula- 
tions that might clash with or in any way prejudice the 
regulations proposed for any of the other Examinations. 
By way of illustration, the speaker referred to the clause 
in the Draft Regulations which provided for the admission 
of B. Sc. graduates to the B. L. Examination. His in- 
formation was that the proposed regulations did not 
provide for a proper and adequate test in English at the 
B. Sc. Examination and that beyond writing an Essay 
in English, the candidates would not be required to 
possess a higher knowledge in the subject than that re- 
quired of them at tlie Intermediate Examination. Not 
having seen the B. Sc. Regulations, he was not in a posi- 
tion to vouch for the correctness of his information but 
he thought that the Senate would find it difficult to vote 
either lor or against the proposal to admit B. Sc. 
graduates to the B. L. Examination, unless they had 
carefully considered the regulations proposed for both 
these Examinations. 

The amendment was then put to the meeting and 
carried, 21 voting for and 10 a^inst it. It was then put 
to the vote as a substantive motion and was agreed to. 

450. Mr. Macdonell proposed that the Draft Regula- 
tions relating to the Examinations in Engineering be 
adopted. 
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Mr. Jackson seconded the motion. 

Dr. Kedarnath Das moved that the consideration of 
the Draft Re^^ulations in Engineering be postponed until 
the Regulations for the Examinations in Arts and 
Science had been adopted by the Senate. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Heaton said that judging from his recent 
experience of several European Universities, he was of 
opinion that, though not quite up-to-date, the proposed 
regulations for Examinations in Engineering were other- 
wise satisfactory and on the whole calculated to improve 
and raise the standard of their Examinations. He saw 
no reason for deferring their consideration. 

The amendment w’as put to the meeting and carried. 

Mr. Everett having spoken to the amendment which 
was then a substantive motion before the meeting, it 
was put and agreed to.

At 10-45 A.M, His Honour the Rector, the 
Vice-Chancellor, and the Members of the Provisional 
Syndicate received His Excellency the Chancellor at 
the foot of the staircase, the band in attendance playing 
the National Anthem as His Excellency alighted from 
his carriage. His lixcellency was then conducted 
by His Honour the Rector, the Vice-Chancellor, and 
the Members of the Provisional Syndicate to the 
Entrance Hall where he was received by the Fellows. 
His Excellency then proceeded to the Registrar's Room 
where he robed. 

At II A.M. His Honour the Rector, the 
Vice-Chancellor, and the Members of the Provisional 
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Syndicate received His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales at the foot of the staircase, the band in attendance 
playing the National Anthem as His Royal Highness 
alighted from the carriage. His Royal Highness was 
then conducted to the Entrance Hall by His Honour 
the Rector, the Vice-Chancellor, and the Members of 
the Provisional Syndicate, where His Royal Highness 
was received by His Excellency the Chancellor, and the 
Fellows.

The band played until the procession reached the 
dais. 

Visitors stood up as the procession entered the Hall 
and remained standing until His Excellency the 
Chancellor and The ftince of Wales had taken their 
seats on the dais. 

His Royal Highness occupied the seat to the right of 
His Excellency the Chancellor, and His Honour the 
Rector occupied the seat to the left of His Excellency. 
The seat to the right of H. R. H. the Prince of Wales 
was occupied by the Vice-Chancellor, and the seat to 
the left of His Honour the Rector was occupied by the 
Hon'ble the Chief Justice of Bengal. 

The Ex-oflicio Fellows, Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee, 
Kt., M.A., D.L., formerly Vice-Chancellor, the Members 
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of the Provisional Syndicate, and the Hon’ble 
Babu Bhupendranath Basu, M.A., b.l., Representative 
of the University in the Legislative Council of the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, occupied seats on the 
dais. 

The Honorary Fellows and the Ordinary Fellows 
occupied seats on the platforms to the right and left • of 
the dais in order of seniority as sliown in tlie plan of 
seats, a copy of which was previously supplied to each 
Fellow. 

His Kxcellcncy the Chancellor having declared the 
Convocation opened, the Vice-Chancellor presented His 
Ro)'aI Highness to the Chancellor for the purpose of 
receiving the Degi'ee of Doctor in the Faculty of Law, 
and addressed the Chancellor as follows : — 

Mv Lord, 

It devolves upon me as Vice-Chancellor of this 
University to present to your Excellency as Chancellor 
His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to receive the 
Degree of Doctor in Law. 

The usual custom in English and Indian Universities 
is for the Vice-Chancellor who presents the recipients of 
Honorary Degrees to set forth in his speech their merits 
and the reasons for granting such degrees. On such a 
special occasion as this, ho\^ever, it would be out of 
place for me to follow this custom, and I will merely 
state in the language of our new Indian Universities 
Act, that His Royal Highness “ by reason of eminent 
position and attainments is a fit and proper person ” to 
receive the Degree of Doctor in Law of this University. 

I would remind your Excellency and His Royal 
Highness of the coincidence that 30 years ago His 
Majesty the King Emperor was present in this Hall 
andf was the first recipient of an Honorary Degree of an 
Indian University. Indeed if our Convocation had 
been held on Wednesday instead of to-day it would 
have been the thirtieth anniversary of the day on 
which the King Emperor was made a Doctor in Law in 
this University. 

At that time the Vice-Chancellor, Sir Arthur 
Hobhouse, enlarged on the position of this University 
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as then beginning to hiu^e great inlliience on the life of 
a very large section of the Indian public, and he 
predicted that 20 years after that day, if its rate of 
progress was continued, His Majesty the King Emperor 
might find himself a member of tlie largest University 
in the world. These words have almost come true. 
The expansion of the inlliience of this University has 
been even more rapid than was anticipated. The 
number of those jippearing for its Examinations has 
increased more than lourfold in the last 30 years, 'riius 
while in 1875 the number of candidates appearing for 
the Calcutta University lixaminations was 3,503, in 1905 
this number has increased to 14,468. There are indeed 
no Universities in the h-astern hemisphere, if even in 
the world, where ligures ajiproaching to these can be 
found. 

During the half century that this University has 
existed, tlie Educational condition of the inhabitants of 
Bengal, and of other parts of India has been entirely 
changed. Facilities for education from the highest to 
the lowest stages now exist broadcast in Bengal, and 
the children under education in this Province are 
numbered by millions. Yet from the smallest Patsalas 
in villages to the close network of Arts and other 
Colleges, which now exist in Bengal and to a smaller 
extent in Assam and Burma, all educational institutions 
and methods have beep and are being inniienced by 
the work of this Uni^ ersit}^ 

In order to provide for the development of modern 
ideas and methods in University education, it has been 
found necessary to pass a new Indian Universities Act, 
under which it is hoped that education in Bengal will 
attain a much liigher level than has been possible under 
the former constitution and powers of the University. 

The new Indian Universities Act indeed, commences 
a new era in the history of our University, and the 
ceremony of to-day is a hopeful augury for the success 
of our work in the future. For" the parallel is now 
complete. His Majesty the King limperor thirty years 
ago became the first Honorary Doctor in Uaw of this 
University under the former Act, and we now desire 
to add the name of His Royal Highness the I’rince of 
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Wales as the first Doctor in Law under the new 
conditions. 

I need not dilate on the great honour which His 
Royal Highness conl'ers on this University by thus 
accepting our Degree, nor need I add anything as to 
the enthusiasm and gratelulness which I know every 
Indian and European gentleman in connection with 
this University feels for the honour which is being done 
to us. 

In conclusion I will merely ask Your Eixcellency to 
confer the Degree of D. L. on His Royal Highness. 

His Excc'llency the Chancellor then delivered the 
diploma ol the Degree of Doctor in Law to His 
Royal Highness and said : — 

“ by virtiu- of llic .lulhorily vcslod in iiu; ;is Ch.mcHlor of tfiis 
I'nivi'i-nity, I .-1(111111 you, (n'orjfu Ernest Albert, Prince 

of W.'ilcs, to the Hoiior;iry Degree of Doctor in the Faculty of Law 
in this IJnivcrsil)-. ” 

His Royal Higlmess then signed the Register 
of Honorary Degrees conferred by the Universitv ttnd 
resumed his seat. The band played the National 
Anthem while His Royal Highness signed the 
Register. 

His Exeel leney the Chancellor tlien declared 
the Convoeation closed afid the procession left 
the Hall in the same order in which it entered, 
\isitors remaining standing till tlie procession had left 
the Hall.

511. The Faculty met to consider the draft Regu- 
lations relating to the Matriculation Examination and to 
the Examinations in Science which had been circulated 
to the Members. 

512, The Vice-Chancellor said that before proceeding 
to consider the draft Regulations and tlie various motions 
and amendments relating thereto of which* notice had 
been given, it would be desirable to take at first those 
motions or amendments which were of a general 
character. He accordingly cixlled upon Babu Debaprasad 
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Sarbadhikari to move the first motion which stood in his 
name. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari thereupon moved : — 

That with a view to economise time and in order to 
obviate the necessity of a prolonged discussion regarding 
the Arts and Science Regulations dc novo at a meeting 
of the Senate, the consideration of the Arts and Science 
Regulations be refen ed to the Senate for final considera- 
tion and disposal. 

The motion not being seconded fell through. 

513. Mr. C. Russell moved: — 

1. That a Committee of the Faculty of Arts of not 
more than live be appointed to redraft the Regulations. 

2. That this Committee be instructed to observe the 
following principles : 

(a) That the minimum number of marks required 
for passing should be at least 

40% in the aggregate, 

40% in English, 

30% in every other subject (provided that in order 
to pass in the 2nd language it should be necessary to 
dbtain pass marks in unseen translation and composi- 
tion;. 

{b) That in English at least 40% of the total marks 
should be assigned to translation from the Vernacular 
into English. 

(c) That the syllabuses should generally be put in as 
brief a compass as possible. They should contain nothing 
superfluous, and should not be minutely detailed. As a 
rule they should leave a certain scope for variety of 
treatment. 

(d) That no credit should be given in any paper for 
answers which in the examiner’s opinion have been 
unintelligently memorized. 

The draft Regulations, he observed, seemed to have 
been framed with imperfect regard to the pecu- 
liar nature of the task which the University was 
called upon to perform and they appeared to him to be 
vitiated by the following defects : (otj lack of system 
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and uniformity and occasional incoherence or 
redundance, {d) failure to demand a reasonable standard 
01 ttiorouglniess, and (c) absence ol any adequate check 
or discouragement 10 tue practice ol craimnmg. 

Mr. Aston seconded the motion. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee rose to a point of order. 
The Committees by whom these regulations ha*d 
been drafted were appointed by the Senate on the 
recommendation of tlie Syndicate and he thought it 
was not within the competency of the Faculty ol Arts 
to ignore these Committees and to proceed to appoint 
a Co.n.nittee of its own to redraft a fresh set of 
regulations. 

The Vice-Chancellor thought that as the motion 
contained the request to re-draft the Regulations, the 
motion, as it stooil, was not in order. 

Mr. Arden Wood suggested that the draft Regulations 
for the Matriculation lixamination might be referred 
to a Sub-committee of the original Committee. 

The mover proposed to substitute the word 'revise ' 
for ‘re-draft’ in the motion. The proposal to amend 
the proposed resolution was put to the meeting and 
on a show of hands was declared lost. The motion 
accordingly fell through. 

514. Mr. Havell proposed-j- 

That the Faculty proceed to discuss questions of 
general principle specially relating to Arts subjects, 
raised in motions or amendments already on the agen^ 
paper. 

Rev. A. B. Wann seconded the motion which was 
carried. 

515. Mr. Havell tlien moved — 

That in the interest of general culture, Art should not 
be excluded from the Arts Course of this University. 

He thought that the proposed regulations for the 
Matriculation Examination were not calculated to 
develop the creative powers in the students. He 
therefore proposed the introduction of the artistic study 
of plant-form into the Matriculation Course. As examples 
of art practice in line, colour and form he submitted for 
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the inspection of the members present a set of 
Drawings and Designs executed by the students of the 
Calcutta School of Arts. The study of Art, he said, would 
bring the students* creative powers directly into play 
without the impediment which linguistic difficulties 
imposed upon most Indian students. 

‘ Rev. Father Lafont seconded the motion. 

Mr. Briihl opposed the motion. He thought that 
Art was a subject for general education but it could 
hardly be introduced as a subject for a University Exa- 
mination. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Hanerjee enquired whether it was 
proposed to include the siudy of Art as a compulsory 
subject in the IMatriculation Course. Mr. Havell said 
that he proposed to introduce it as an optional subject. 

Dr. P. K. Ray, Mr. Ratcliffe, Dr. Ross and Mr. Wood 
having spoken to the motion, it was put to the meeting 
and agreed to. 

Mr. Ilavell thereu])on moved that Art should be 
introduced into the Matriculation Course through the 
study of plant-lbrms direct from Nature. I'he motion 
which was seconded l)y ^h\ Jiustice Mookerjee and 
supported by Maulava Serajul Islam, Khan Baliadur, was 
carried. 

516. At the suggestion of the Vice-Chancellor the 
Faculty then proceeded lo consider the compulsory and 
optional subjects proposed by the Committee for the 
Matriculation Examination. 

The following four Compulsory subjects, being duly 
proposed and seconded, were accepted by the Imculty : — 

1. English. 

2. One other language. 

3. Mathematics, 

4. History. 

Rai Chunilal Basil, Bahadur, jiroposed tliat Geography 
be prescribed as compulsory subject for the Matricula- 
tion Examination. Mr. Harinath De seconded the 
motion and Mr. Arden Wood spoke in support of it. 
Sir Gooroo Dass Bancrjee, Dr. P. K. Ray, Mr. N. 
Ghose, Babii Surendranath Bancrjee, and Mr. Justice 
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Mookerjee opposed the motion. Rai Chiinilal Basu, 
Bahadur, having replied, the motion was put to the 
meeting and lobt, 

The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Mookerjee moved tliat no 
more subjects be added to the list of coiujHilsoi y subjects 
already adopted b}' tlie Facult>'. Dr. J.’ C. I 3 ose 
seconded the motion which was carried. 

517, Rev. A 'I'omory proposed and Maulavi Serajul 
Islam seconded that Geogiiipliv' be ])rescribed as one of 
the optional subjects for the Matriculation Examination. 
The motion was put and agreed to. 

Kai Chunilal Basil, Bahadur, moved and Dr. Upendra- 
nath Brahmachari seconded that Elementary Botany 
form one of the optional subjects at the Matriculation 
Ivxamination. 'fhe motion was agreed to. 

Dr. Nilratan Sircar j)roposed that Elementary 
l^hysiology be one of the optional subjects in the 
Matriculation Course. Babu lierambachandra Maitra 
seconded the motion. Mr. Jackson opposed it on the 
ground of prac tical difliculties. He thought that Physio- 
logy could not be satisfacTorily taught in a School. Mr. 
Malnilanabis said that knowledge of Physiology ine- 
Mipposcd the knowledge of Physics and Chemistry. He 
thouglit the subject unsuitable for the Matriculation 
Course. The motion was then put and lost, 19 voting 
for and 21 against it. * 

Justice Mookerjee jiroposed and Dr. P. K. Ray 
seconded that Elementary lixperimental Mechanics 
loriii one ol the optional subjects for the Matriculation 
Examination, riie motion wais agreed to. 

Rai Chunilal Basil, Bahadur, proposed and Sir Gooroo 
I)ass Banerjee sei'ondcd that Elementary IMiysics and 
Chemistry he one of 4 :he optional subjects for the 
Matriculation Examination. The motion was carried. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil inoved that a third language, 
other than an Indicin Vernacular, (French, German, 
Sanskrit, Pali, Arabic, Hebrew, Greek, or Latin) be 
added to the list of oj)tional subjects for the Matricula- 
tion Examination proposed by the Commitlee. 

Dr. P. K. Ray seconded the motion which was lost, 
10 voting for and 24 against it. 
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Dr. Upendranath Brahaniachari proposed that 
Elementary Hyfi[iene be included anioiii? the optional 
subjects for the Matriculation Examination. 

Mr. Harinath Do seconded the motion. Mr. Mahala- 
nabis and Mr. Jackson opposed the motion while Rai 
Chunilal Basil, Bahadur, spoke in support of it. On being 
put to the meeting the motion was lost, 6 voting for 
and 32 against it. 

Sir Gooioo Dass Banerjee moved tliat the list of 
optional subjects for the Matriculation l?xamination be 
now closed. Mr. A. Chaudhuri seconded the motion 
which was put and agreed to.

“ N. B. — No School sliall be entitled to send up 
candidates in any of the optional subjects, unless it 
satisfies the University that it can make proper arrange- 
ments for teaching such subject." 

519. The meeting then adjourned till Saturday, the 
3rd February, at 1 1 a.m.

sideration that thiy those which, owing to their general 
character, were deserving of study by the Members of 
the Faculty of Arts. 

They were — 

(1) One made by Mr. (}. C, Bose that in defining 
the second compulsory subject instead of “ one other 
language " there should be “ a classical language.’’ 

(2) Another broad general principle appeared in 
the amendment by Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari 
whether the range of a subject should be defined by a 
text-book or by a syllabus. 

(3) Assuming that the syllabus system is accepted, 
a third principle arose in Dr. P. K. Ray’s amendment 
that the syllabus in each subject should be referred to 
the Board of Studies- in that subject. 
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Mr. G. C. Bose then proposed — 

That ill Regulation 8, A compulsory, 2, for the words 
^‘one other language'" be substituted Classical 
language.” 

The amendment was seconded by Mr. Russell. 

Mr. Jackson supported the proposal and the discus- 
sion was continued by Mr. Havell, Sir Gooroo Dass 
Banerjee, Mr. P. B. Mukherjee, .Babu Brajendranath Sil, 
Maulavi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, Mr. N. N. 
Ghose, Dr. P. K. Ray and Mr. Justice Mukerjee, who 
opposed the motion. 

A point of order was then raised from resolutions of 
the previous meeting tliat no additions should lie made 
to the compulsory or optional subjects as settled at that 
meeting. 'The question was whether a subject might 
be transferred from the compulsory to the optional list 
or vii'c itcnsa. 

It was ]nit to the meeting, 12 voting for and 24 
against the transler. 

The discussion wa.’^ continued on Mr. Bose's amend- 
ment by Mr. Wann and Mr. Gee who supported the 
proposal and by Mr. Bruhl, Dr. Sarbadhikari and Mr. 
H. N. De who were against the motion. 

The amendmeni was lost, 0 voting for and 33 against. 

546. Mr. Justice Mitra’s retpiest to bring forward 
an amendment of whic’li notice had not been given was 
negatived by the meeting, 13 voting that permission 
be given and 17 against. 

547. To Mr. Jackson's enquiry whetlier notice 
was necessary for all amendments, the Vice-Chancellor 
replied that there were at present no definite rules. 
It was therefore necessary to refer questions to the 
meeting which might otlierwise be settled by a ruling 
from the Chair. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, before proposing 
his amendment, asked permission to alter the wording 
of the amendment to the following : — 

That in the interests of sound education and culture, 
it is necessary to prescribe the best available text-books 
of standard value and authority for each subject of the 
Matriculation Examination from time to time. Besides 

64 
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which candidates may be required to show some 
familiarity with other books of corresponding standard 
in accordance to an approved syllabus, and Examinations 
should be so conducted as to discomage cramming 
in spite of text-books being prescribed. 

The Vice-Chancellor put it to the meeting whether 
the modification would be allowed. 

It was agreed to by 25 against 9. 

The amendment was then proposed and was 
seconded by Mr. Havell. 

Mr. James welcomed the amendment because it 
raised a clear issue, but was emphatically against it. 

Mr. A. Chaudhmi was in sympathy but suggested 
amendment. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banetjee supported the amendment 
and the discussion was continued by Mr. Wann, Mr. 
G. C. Bose, Mr. Prothero, Mr. N. N. Ghose, Mr. 
Jackson, Dr. P. K. Ray and Mr. Justice Mookerjee 
who either opposed the amendment or adversely 
criticised its form. 

An amendment was then proposed by Mr. S. N. 
Banerjee and seconded by Babu Herambachandni 
Maitra to substitute “English” for the words “for each 
subject.” 

It was pointed out by Mr. Jackson that the change 
deprived the proposal of the general character 
because of which it had been selected for discussion 
that day and that the amendment should, in consequence 
of the loss of generality, be ruled out of order. 

It was held to be in order because under the general 
rules for meetings, verbal change could always be 
proposed in any resolution before a meeting. 

At this stage the meeting was adjoinned to that day 
fortnight at 1 1-30 A. m.

Rai Troyluckonath Banerjee, Bahadur, seconded 
the motion which was carried. 

553. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee then said that, as the 
time allowed for framing Rules and Regulations would 
expire on the 28th of the current month and as there 
was little prospect that the work would be finished by 
that time, it was necessary that the Senate should apply 
to Government for an extension of time. It was, he 
thought, reasonable to ask for an extension to the end 
of September next, for it was not likely that the 
Government would give an extension unasked, and 
if the extension were not given, all the results of the 
labour of the Committees, tile Faculties and the Senate 
would be taken from the University. The Govern- 
ment would then frame the Regulations themselves, a 
state of things not creditable to the University. 

Again, if it be not in the interests of the University 
that an extension should be granted, then the Regula-

tions, which Government would have to make, will 
most likely not be so suitable as those the Senate would 
frame, that body beinpt composed of the best educational 
experts in the Province. All the vast laboiu* of the 

E ast year would be wasted. Some of the Committees 
ad been meeting weekly and had been working 
steadily for a year, and their work would be taken 
away. It, then, being reasonable that the extension 
should be asked, for it was probable that it would be 
granted, more especially if it were known that some 
of the Regulations were ready for consideration by the 
Senate. 

After giving a brief summarj' of the work done by 
the Committees and Faculties, the speaker proposed 
that Government be asked to grant a further extension 
of time to the end of September next. 

Rev. A. B. Wann seconded the proposal. 

Rev. Father A. Xeut, S. j., and Mr. Russell 
opposed the motion on the ground that the progress 
made during the past year had been too slow to warrant 
any hope that the framing of the Regulations, if left to 
the Senate, would be completed in a reasonable time. 
They referred to the large number of amendments 
which had to be considered in the Faculty of Arts and 
the small number which had been disposed of by the 
Faculty at recent meetings. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, Babu Heramba- 
chandra Maitra and Dr. P. K. Ray supported the 
motion and it was stated by Mr. N. N. Ghose that the 
position taken up by those who opposed the motion 
would have been more intelligible to him if some 
modification of the proposal had been made by them, 
but merely to oppose the motion seemed to him to 
require, on the part of the University, tacit resignation 
of the work they had b*een engaged in for the past year 
into the hands of Government. 

After Mr. Jackson had> spoken against the proposal 
and Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee had replied, the proposal 
was carried, 36 voting for and 5 against it. 

554. Mr. B. Heaton moved — ^that hs the Draft 
Regulations for the Examinations in Engineering have 
been drawn up without any knowledge of the proposed 
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Regulations for the Examinations in Arts and Science, the 
Draft be referred back to the Facult)’ of Engineering to 
enable them to review their proposals and to introduce 
such modifications as may be necessary. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the 
proposal. 

Mr. Justice Mookerjee suggested tliat the proposal 
might be accepted witli tlie condition that the 
Regulations be re-submitted by the Faculty after one 
month. Mr. B. Heaton was willing to accept three 
months instead of one, and the proposal so amended 
was carried. 

555. The Hon’blc Babu Bhupendranath Basu en- 
quired wliy the substitution of Mr. H. R. James for 
Mr. G. W. Kiichler on the Committee of inspection for 
the Moffusil Colleges was not placed before the Senate 
for ratification. 

The Vice-Chancellor read the resolution of the 
Syndicate which was as follows: — 

That the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, be 
requested to move the Government of Bengal to lend 
to the University the services of Mr. H. R. James to 
carry on the work of inspecting the Moffusil Colleges. 

He explained that this was the first meeting of the 
Senate since the date of the Syndicate’s resolution and 
that, by ov'ersight it had not been included in the 
business of the meeting.

556. Recalling what had occurred towards the close 
of the previous meeting, the Vice-Chancellor said tliere 
was before the meeting a proposal by Babu Debaprasad 
Sarbadhikari ; that in the interests of sound education 
and culture, it is necessary to prescribe the best available 
text-books of standard value and autliority for each 
subject of the Matriculation Examination from time to 
time ; besides which candidates may be required to show 
some familiarity witli other books of a corresponding 
standard ; and Examinations should be so conducted as 
to discourage cramming in spite of text-books being 
prescribed. 

Mr. S. N. Banerjee had proposed as an amendment 
that the words *^in English" sliould be substituted for the 
words "for each subject". 

Without further discussion, the amendment was put 
to the vote and was lost, 13 voting for and 17 against. 

The original proposal ^yas then rejected, 4 voting 
for and 28 against. 

557. The Vice-Chancellor said the next amendment 
to consider was Dr. P. K. Ray s that the syllabuses before 
the meeting should be sent to the Boards of Studies for 
report* An amendment of a somewhat similar character 
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of which notice had been given by Babu Debaprasad 
Sarbadhikari was, he thought, not in order. 

558. The amendment which was “That the Draft 
Resolutions be sent to the Heads of the Institutions 
affected therel)y for their opinion and suggestions,” was 
allowed to be withdrawn at the request of the proposer. 

559. Dr. P. K. Ray then proposed that the syllabus in 
each subject prescribed for the Matriculation Examina- 
tion be referred to the Board of Studies in that subject 
for consideration and report. 

560. He said it was known to the Faculty how various 
tlie subjects were, as dealt with in these syllabuses, and 
it must have been observed that some of these courses 
of study more especially that in History had been 
sketched in great and, he thought, in unnecessary detail. 
It was necessary because of these unusually diffuse 
syllabuses as well as because of the variety of the sub- 
jects tliat the Faculty should haA'e the benefit of the 
opinion of tlie Boards of Studies. The syllabus in each 
subject would be considered and reported on by experts 
speciall)' (pudified to advise the Faculty on that subject. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Justice Sarada- 
charan Mitra. 

Mr. N. N. Gliose said, he thought, nothing would be 
gained by referring the syllabuses to Boards of Studies, 
whereas there would be still furtlier delay. Each syllabus 
had been prcjiared by the most eminent expert available, 
for example, the History syllabus had been prepared 
by Mr. Percival who for many years had lectured and 
examined in History. On the ground of delay he 
opposed the proposal. 

The proposal was lost, 9 voting for and 20 against. 

561. The Vice-Chancellor then said that amongst the 
multitude of amendments still to be considered there 
was one which dealt with the limit of age. Such a 
proposal was of fundamefttal importance because the 
character of the standard in Examinations must neces- 
sarily be connected with the age of the candidates. If 
the minimum limit of age were reduced to 15 years, it 
might be necessary to revise the courses of study with 
the object of making them less difficult. It was drakaUa 
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therefore that the question of changing the age limit 
should be settled before discussing the s3’llabuses and 
he called upon Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari to move 
amendment (2) in his letter of date, January i8th. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari then proposed that the 
minimum age of the candidates for tlie Matriculation 
Examination be fixed at 15 instead of 16. 

He said the Senate should remember that those, for 
whom they were making rules, belonged to that large 
and respectable bod\', the poorer middle class ; and that 
a matter of great importance to them was when they 
would commence earning a living. If the age limit were 
placed too high it would mean tliat so miu'h time would 
be lost to those who as soon as they had gained a 
qualification by passing the Matriculation Examination 
would proceed to business or to the study of one of the 
professions. 

Babu Golapchandra Sarkar, Sastri, seconded the 
motion. 

After Mr. Justice Saradacharan Mitra had expressed 
an opinion in favour of 1 6 years as the limit, and Sir 
Gooroo Dass Banerjee in favour of 1 5 years, Mr. Gee 
opposed the motion from the j)oint of view of a residential 
college where a student was allowed considerable free- 
dom, He said that if young men were to be allowed 
this freedom, he would prefer them to be older rather 
than younger, and that the\' should not be below 16. 

Mr. Justice Mookerjee and Mr, A. Chaudhuri instanced 
their own cases, as they had entered the University at a 
time when 16 was the minimum age limit. The former 
claimed that he had been kept back one year and the 
latter three 3'ears, and they expressed a similar opinion 
that they had been gainers thereby. 

In replying to the discussion Babu Debaprasad 
Sarbadhikari said that the interestiiig reminiscences they 
had listened to and the inlluences extracted from them 
in no way weakened the arguments in favour of the 
proposal because tire question of an age limit was not 
likely to affect gentlemen who had attained to such 
eminence in tlieir profession. He also said that if Mr. 
Gee’s argument were sound, the age limit for passing the 
.Matriculation should be 21 and not 16.

There voted for the proposal 13, against 24. 

562. The Vice-Chancellor said another proposal, very 
general in its character and connection with the 
Matriculation Examination, was one of which notice 
had been given by Maulavi Serajul Islam. Though 
coming rather late its early consideration would clear 
the air. He need hardly explain that acceptance would 
mean passing the Matriculation Examination by com- 
partments. A student might go up and pass two or 
three out of five subjects, and in the following year 
pass the balance. It was clear that in such a case the 
standard of difficult)' in every subject would have to 
be reconsidered. 

Maulavi Serajul Islam then proposed that a candidate 
who fails in Matriculation Examination shall be 
re-examined only in that subject or subjects in which 
he has failed, pro^■ide(l he presents himself for re- 
examination within one year from the date of the 
Examination in which he has failed. 

In support of the resolution he said that it will be 
borne in mind that our boys have too much to learn 
through the medium of a language which is not their 
mother tongue. They are already overworked and 
their brains ox ertaxed. The Bengali boys are generally 
of delicate constitution and the system of University 
education tells seriously upon their health. It is a 
well-known fact, that some boys before they are out of 
their teens are obliged to take to the use of eyeglasses, 
and many, to the great surprise and misfortune of 
their parents, break downi in their prime of life. 

The proposal to raise the standard and the minimum 
pass mark will, I am afraid, prove an additional strain 
on their already overburdened brain. 

The proposed amepdment, if carried, will, I hope, 
afford some relief to the boys, and the object the 
Senate has in view may also be attained. 

I beg to remind' the meitfbers that the rule embodied 
in the above resolution is also to be found in the 2nd 
L.M.S. Examination of this University. I understand 
a similar rule prevails in the Madras University also. 

The proposal was seconded by Shams-ul-Ulama 
Mirza Ashruf Ali. 
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Rai Troyluckonath Baneijee, Bahadur, and Sir 
Gooroo Dass Banerjee opposed the proposal and after 
Maula^ Serajul Islam had said that if those on the other 
side were not concerned regarding the welfare of their 
boys it was not a matter he need interest himself in. 
The proposal was put to the vote and was lost, 3 voting 
for and 25 against. 

563. The Vice-Chancellor thought the next amend- 
ment to be considered was one by Babu Brajendranath 
Sil. It was desirable that the issue raised should be settled 
before proceeding further and he therefore asked that 
in the absence of Babu Brajendranath Sil, some one 
would propose the amendment in his stead. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee said, he thought, that if 
the proposer were not present when the amendment in 
his name was brought I'orward for discussion the 
proposal should be considered lost. If any, member 
could absent himself at such a time, and claim to have 
his amendment held over until it would suit his con- 
venience to be present, such an arrangement would 
interfere with the transaction of business. 

After some discussion whether the amendment could 
be profitably considered in the absence of Babu 
Brajendranath Sil, Mr. Macdonell proposed the 
amendment as follows : — 

That with a view to the encouragement of 
Elementary Scientific education of some sort at the 
Matriculation stage, it is desirable to rule that the marks 
obtained in optional subjects like Elementary Experi- 
mental Mechanics, Elementary Physics, and Geography 
(conceived as in the proposed syllabus as a Concrete 
Science mainly descriptive) by candidates who success- 
fully pass the Matriculation Examination and also pass 
in any such subject be counted .towards the determina- 
tion of their place in the division list, the minimum 
marks for each division being fixed at a certain 
percentage of the aggregate marks in the compulsory 
subjects. 

It was seconded by Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad 
Sastri. 

Mr. Justice Mookeijee then proposed, and Mr. G. C. 
Bose seconded — 
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That no candidate be allowed credit for marks 
obtained in an optional paper unless he has got the 
prescribed minimum in each compulsorj” subject and 
the prescribed agj^egate independently of the marks 
in the optional subject. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra pointed out that Mr. 
Justice Mookerjee’s amendment was not at variance 
with that proposed by Mr. Macdonell and it was 
without further discussion accepted. 

564. The Vice-Chancellor then called upon Rai 
Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, to move amendment (1) of which 
notice had been given in his letter of the 24th January. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, proposed that in para 6 
of the Regulations for the Matriculation Examination, 
lines I and 9, the word "ten” be substituted for “fifteen.” 

The mover argued that tliere was no reason for 
raising the fee Ibr tlie Entrance Examination above ten 
rupees, as at present, because the annual accounts 
showed that large sums, said to be as much as Rs. 60,000, 
were being yearly transferred to the Reserve Fund. 
He quoted statistics which were not before the meeting 
to show tliat the cost of examining in the principal 
Examinations was not in excess of the lintrance fee 
charged. At tliat stage the Vice-Chancellor intervened 
to jroint out that tlie figures quoted by the speaker 
varied from those wliicli he believed he had shown him. 

Babu Del)aprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the motion. 

Mr. A. Chaudhuri proposed and Mr. S. N. Baneijee 
seconded, tliat the discussion stand over because there 
was some misimderstandiug as regards the accounts. 
In the interval a statement might be prepared showing, 
to what extent in the various Examinations, the cost of 
Examining had increased in recent years. 

The meeting was then adjourned to Saturday, the 
24th Februar)', to follow the meeting of the Senate 
called for 1 1 a. m. on that date.

the time for the submission of the regulations under the Indian 
Universities Act may be extended till the end of September, 1906. 

3. In reply to the second letter, I am to say that the purport 
of the Advocate-Gcncral's opinion was correctly intimated to you 
in the letter of 16th February last : that it is opposed to the practice 
of the Government of India to make public the terms of such 
opinions ; and that the Government of India, therefore, regret that 
they are unable to comply with the request conveyed in your letter.

My Dear Sir Alexander Pedlek, 

With reference to my letter No. 104, dated the 21st instant, to 
the Registrar of the (^HlclItta Tnivorsity, I am desired to explain 
more fully for the information of the Senate the position of the 
Government of India in regard to the preparation of the Regulations 
under the Indian I'niv'er.sitie.s Act, I9t)4. 

2. When it became appaient some months ago, that the Senate 
could not carry through the work of preparation of these Regula- 
tions within the period of one year prescribed by section 26.(1) of 
the Act, the G(nTirnment of India fixed a further period of six 
months under the .same section. 'I'hey were then led to believe 
that period would be sutheient. J'hat period expires on the 28th 
instant. With your letter No. 13O1, dated the 20th instant, a copy 
of the Resolution of the Senate is forwarded in which that body 
asks for six months more. 1 have already C(>miminicaled to you 
the opinion of the Advocc'itc- General that a further extension cannot 
be allowed under the Act. Ihc Government of India greatly 
regret the impos.sibilily of giving a further period, for they under- 
stand that, although there iias undoubtedly been in certain cases 
Nvaste of time from unduly prolonged discussion, ^’ct a large 
amount of very valuable work has been done ; and they would 
have greatly preferred to have lUe work completed by the Senate. 
I'hey muist, however, aNoid any risk of the legality of their action 
being disputed, and are bound by the provisions of the law, as 
interpreted by the Hon’ble the Advocate-General. 

3. At the same time, it seems to the Government of India, 
from enquiry which they have made, that it may still be possible 
for them to avail themselves of the assistance of the Senate. They 

67 
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are informed that in CommitteeSi in the Faculties and in the 
Senate itself, a great deal of labour has been bestowed on the 
preparation of the regulations. I'liey understand that there 
exists now a large mass of materials, containing the views of these 
bodies on a great many of the most important questions involved 
in the preparation of the regulations, and also containing draft 
RegulationAvhich liave been discussed at considerable length and 
to a certain extent approved. From these malerials the Govern- 
ment of India will have most valuable assistance in the preparation 
of the regulations. 

Besides this the Government oi India hope it may be found 
possible that the regulations may be drafted in a j)ractieally com- 
plete form by the Senate by about ilie middle ot April, when the 
Colleges close. Now, although tlu* Cioxernmenl of India cannot 
under the law formally lix ‘'itiy further period for the submission 
of Draft Hrgiilati()ns by the Senate, there is no reason whatc-ver why 
they should not avail thenistlves of the assistance of the Senate in 
the work which they thein.selves will have to undertake under .section 
26 (2) of the Act. 1 am therclore to say that llu* (Government will 
be very glad to receive from the Senate any Draft Regulations, or 
suggestions and assistance in regard to the regulations, which that 
body may be prepared to submit by the middle of next April, and 
to give these full ct)nsicleration. 

4. The Government of India also propose to appoint a small 
Committee consisting of members of the Senate, representing 
the various interests concerned, and especially the interests of 
private Collcge.s, to assist them in examining all the material 
now available or wliich nuiy become avriilabhi by the middle of 
April, and in preparing the regulations. 'I his ('oinmitlee, in the 
course of its work, will consult other persons or bodies at its 
discretion about any detail, in respect ol which the material placed 
at its disposal is inatlequale. 

5. The Government of India have assumed from the fact tliat 
the Senate has asted for a further period of six months under 
section 26 (f) of the Act, th.it it will not l>e abh* to submit a body 
of regulations for the sanction of the (iovernmenl by the end of 
the current month. 'I he Cioveniinent arc therefore compelled to 
take up the work themselves under .section 2b (2) ; but by adopting 
the course which ha.s been .set forth at Icngh in lhi.s letter, the (jovern- 
ment of India hope that they will be able to give the Senate practi- 
cally as large a voice in the settlement of the regulations as it 
would have had if it had been able to comply with the provisions 
of section 26 (i). It is necessary for the (jovernment of India to 
finish the work, which now falls upon them, within one year from 
the end of the current month ; and it will ho impossible for them 
to devote lhem.sclvcs to it except' during the Simla .season. They 
must therefore begin it as soon as possible after the middle of April, 
For this reason they have asked the Senate to submit its views, and 
any Draft Regulations which it desires to submit, by that time. 
The Government of India are informed that this will enable the 
Senate practically to complete the work ; and at all events there is 
no doubt that it will give it the opportunity of advising the 
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Government of India on any question in respect of which the com- 
munication of its views is deemed of importance. 

6. The Government of India have thus placed the situation 
before you, that it may be thoroughly understood by the Senate 
and that such action, as may seem necessary, may be taken with 
a full knowledge of their intentions and views.

That the Senate record its regret that the Govern- 
ment could not see its way towards granting the further 
extension of time applied for, by passing an amending 
act if necessary, and that in view of the present gravely 
altered situation, the Senate, in supersession of all 
previous resolutions, do meet from day to day to 
consider the Draft Regulations prepared by the various 
Faculties or Committees for the purpose of submitting 
them to (h)vernment within the time allowed. 

That the I)usiness of framing regulations should be 
taken by Go^'ernment from tlie hands of the Senate and 
Faculties had worked so long and diligently must call 
for regret ; and that the regret must be intensified by the 
fact that tlie dilliculty in the way of granting the 
extension of time arose not from Government thinking 
we had been dilatory and therefore not entitled to 
further favour but from an unexpected reason, viz., that 
Government had been advised that such an extension 
could not legally be granted. With all respect for the 
opinion of the Hon'ble Advocate-General, it was the 
pinion of many thefe present, that in this matter 
Government had not been correctly advised. 

But while thinking that it would serve no useful 

H ose to criticise the action of the Government, he 
, they had reason to expect something different. 
Where doubt existed, that doubt could be removed by 
an Amending Act. It must be fresh in their memories 
that an act had been passed to remove doubts on thQ

part of the oflicers of Government regarding the legality 
of action taken under the New Universities Act. 

It was useless to express regret for the past. His 
impulse was to propose daily meetings of the Senate 
so that the Regulations might be passed before the 
close of the 28th of Fehruary. He was far from being 
ungrateful to Government for the further concession 
conveyed in the Demi-Ollicial letter, but while gratefully 
acknowledging it, would it not be better if they could 
finish their work within the prescribed time. If the 
task were impossible, then nothing could be done, but 
was it impossible ? It might be laborious, and if with 
labour it could be done, there were the following reasons 
for proceeding with it : — 

(1) Regard for our good name. 

It would not redound to our credit that the Calcutta 
University could not finish within the time allotted by 
Government, but they had to take up the work and 
finish the Regulations themselves. 

(2) Regard for the interests of the University 
suggested that the Senate should do the work rather 
than that it should be left to Government. 

(3) Regard for the true interests of Government 
themselves. For if the Government of India framed 
these Regulations, that would give rise to hostile 
comment and we should avoid giving rise to such in 
public. 

These were not indifferent reasons. 

The Regulations in Law had been submitted to the 
Senate and it was only by resolution of the Senate that 
that matter was in abeyance. If the Senate rescinds its 
former order in view of the special circumstances, then 
these Regulations in Law might be passed without 
delay. 

The Engineering Regulations had been before them, 
but had been referred back to the Faculty. It might 
be asked if they could not be re-submitted by Monday 
or Tuesday. 

The Regulations in Medicine might be passed at 
once if the exception taken to them by one member 
of the Facultj' were withdrawn. 
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In Science the Regulations had been almost unani- 
mously agreed to in the Science Committee and only 
required to be voted on. 

As regards the Regulations in. Arts, he was quite 
willing to withdraw 21 out of the 22 amendments which 
stood in his name. Those 21 amendments referred to 
verbal matters only and might be left to the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Registrar to be made dining revision. 

A last reason for the course advocated was that, 
notwithstanding their differences, they would be loyally 
assisting their Vice-Chancellor in completing the under- 
taking to which he had given his labour unceasingly and 
ungrudgingly. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari said that in seconding 
the proposal he was only repeating what he had done 
some time ago when he proposed that the Faculties 
should leave tlie discussion of these Regulations to the 
Senate, and that the Senate should proceed to their 
consideration. This proposal did not commend itself 
to the Faculties at the time, but now the time had 
come when the discussions in the Faculties would have 
to be suspended if the Senate were to do its part in the 
crisis that had arisen. 

Government had refused the extension of time 
asked, not because it would not but because it could 
not. If during the time at their disposal they did their 
best it would be open to Government to consult them. 
No body of rules are perfect and possibly, if prepared in a 
short time, they would be less perfect than if longer 
time were available, but it was incumbent on the Senate 
to do all that was possible in the time allowed them. 

It was not ^parent why Government had consulted 
the Advocate-General. It seemed probable that they 
had received advance information regarding the progress 
of the work in which the Senate and Faculties had 
been engaged. 

Father Lafont said thaft since hearing the letter 
which the Vice-Chancellor had been kind enou^ to 
read, it had seemed to him that Government had offered 
a very clever cot^romise to get over the le^l difficulty. 
Sir Gooroo Dass mneijee had proposed a gigantic task 
to be performed in three days, but here they had 
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olFered them until the middle of April, a month and 
a half. While read)’ to respond to the request to do 
his best, he thought that best would be still more 
acceptable if the work were continued until the middle 
of April. He proposed that the Senate should accept 
the proposal of Government as laid before them in 
Mr. Marris’s letter. 

‘ Mr. Justice Rampini in seconding the amendment 
said that Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjce was proceeding more 
on a matter of sentiment. The Government was giving 
them power to draft Regulations, All that would 
happen was that these would not be published under 
their name. It was not imssible that the Senate could 
meet to pass the Regulations in three days because 
many of them had other avocations and it would be 
impossible for them to give the necessary time. Besides 
the Senate by accepting the projiosal would lay itself 
open to the charge of inconsistency. If they had first 
resolved to ask for an extension to the end of September 
how was it possible that they could finish the work by 
the end of February. 

Mr. S. N. Banerjee said that after the 28th February 
the Senate would be “functus officio.” They would 
be superseded and all they could do was to make sugges- 
tions. Mr. Justice Rampini had said the work would 
be badly done and that they might be charged with 
inconsistenc5\ But the work will be done by Govern- 
ment and it was all a matter of grace the acceptance 
of what the Senate decided. Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee’s 
remarks on the legal aspect had shown that there was 
a strongly marked difference of opinion between him 
and the Advocate-General. 

Hon’ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basil wished to pro- 
pose another amendment, but was ruled out of 
order, and Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee then asked how 
Father Lafont’s motion could be considered as an 
amendment of his proposal. 

After some discussion it was decided that the first 
proposal should be argued, and that Father Lafont's 
motion might then be considered separately. 

Mr. Justice Saradacharan Mitra continued the 
discussion. He said the Government of India has 
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decided that it cannot extend the time allowed. The 
opinion of the Advocate-General was binding on 
Government, and if Government required another 
opinion, it could only be got from England and that 
was not possible before the 28lh. 

An alternative was to pass a small Amending Act, 
Government had decided not to, A thiril alternative 
was before them should they not accept the compromise 
offered as the best under the circumstances. Govern- 
ment has power to refuse or modify anything they sub- 
mit and the only difference in the proposed conditions will 
be that the Regulations will be submitted informally 
instead of formally. He saw no practical hardship in 
doing what is suggested by Government. They sliould 
accept thankfully the offer by Government and proceed 
to dispose of the Regulations with such speed as W'as 
possible in tw'o meetings a week. 

Dr. Rash Behary Ghose thought half a loaf was 
better than no bread, and that it would be well to accept 
the compromise offered by Government, But he felt 
bound to ])oint out that Government was not absolutely 
fettered by the opinion of their law-oHicer. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bhu]>endranath Basu said he was 
thankful to Government for their apparent concession 
but it was not i>ossible to accept it. After the 28th, the 
position of the Senate would not be authoritative, they 
w'ould be merely a nondescrii>t body of men coming to 
decisions informalh’. If their decisions were sent up as 
an authorized body, Government could only reject them 
in specified circumstances. If sent up by an advisory 
body. Government could accept or reject them without 
question. 

The attitude of Government clearly show’cd that 
they were willing to concede, only they w'ere hampered 
by the opinion of the Advt)cate-General. It was right 
that they should go up again to say the Advocate- 
General maj'' liave been mistaken. The opinion was 
based on a statement of facts of w'hich they knew 
nothing. It must be admitted that a decision may be 
given on insufficient information and may^ be changed 
after the circumstances have been properly ar^ed. 
If the Senate did not think it advisable to asK (qj: 
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reconsideration, then they would rather work in the 
limited time at their disposal. 

Father Lafont thought that for a mere phrase the 
Senate were going to reject what would really be a 
great boon. The Regulations which they would draft 
would be received m, exactly the same way as if they 
had been sent in by the 28th. Besides as a previous 
speaker had put very clearly before them Government 
always had the power of criticising and rejecting. 

Mr. Ratcliife supported the motion. He had come 
to the meeting with the feeling that the Government 
had found a clever and an unobjectionable way out of 
the difficulty, but he had been converted from that 
opinion by the reading of the Government of India’s 
letter. It had been remarked by a learned member of 
the Senate (Mr. Justice Rampini) that the only differ- 
ence made by the suggested arrangement was that 
the Regulations would be framed by the Government 
acting upon the recommendations of the Senate, 
instead of bj' the Senate itself, and that this difference 
was not of any account. 

On the contrary it seemed to him that this was the 
one objection, and an insuperable objection, to the 
course proposed by the Government. Several speakers 
had referred to the friendly attitude of the Government 
and to their evident readiness to grant the extension 
had they not considered themselves bound by the 
opinion of the Advocate-General. The Government’s 
friendly attitude was not in dispute but he submitted 
that it did not affect the real question. It was made 
clear in the Government’s letter that the Draft Regula- 
tions, if submitted after the 28th, would be received, not 
as Regulations, but as recommendations or suggestions. 
The Government were careful to say that they wished 
to have the assistance of the Senate in the work which 
they themselves would have to take over. It was a 
serious matter for any public body, understood to be 
more or less self-governing, to surrender its functions to 
the Executive power. Lord Curzon, in the speech 
delivered in Council when the Universities Bill became 
law, had defined his view of the Senates as “self- 
governing institutions watched parentally by the Govern- 
ment in the background." Could it be said.that the

Senate would answer to that description if it took the 
course suggested ? It appeared to him that the only 
self-respecting course for the Senate to take was to push 
through as much of the work as possible by the 28th. 
It would then be open, as the seconder of the motion 
had said, for the GoA eniment to proceed by way of a 
Committee. 

Mn Justice Pargiter thought the discussion had 
developed into a contest between the University and 
the Government. All he wished to say was that what 
should be considered was the good of the University. 

Mr, Justice Mookerjee thought they ought to look 
at the matter from a ])ractical point of view. Was it 
possible to get through the work in two daj^s ? He had 
made a list of the business to be considered. These 
were the

These involved a large mass of divergent opinion. 
He might mention one difference : whether persons 
engaged in teaching should set examination papers. 
Others related to Colleges, Hostels and Messes ; 
recognition of Schools : iVrts Courses, etc. He thought 
any consideration of these possible in two days would 
be purely formal. 

Mr, Sinha said the discussion was regarding a point 
of small importance, whether they should apply to 
Government for reconsideration of the legal opinion on 
which their decision had been taken. Mr. Justice 
Mitra had said it would be necessary to send to 
England for further opinion. He could not see why 
that should be. If the AcJvocate-Geiierars attention 
M’^ere drawn to the fact that there is a consider- 
able ^volume of opinion on the part of those whose 
opinion he was known to respect, it was not im- 
probable that he would reconsider it. If it 
were put to Government that many legal men think 
68 
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that the opinion of the Advocate-General requires 
reconsideration, he felt sure that Government would 
not be unwilling to re-open the question of extension : 
and in the light of the further opinion of the Advocate- 
General it was possible that the decision of Government 
might be more in accordance with their wishes. 

. Mr. Justice Geidt thought it advisable to do the 
work in such a way that it would be well done. On 
Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee’s proposal the meetings of the 
Senate would be merely nominal. 

Mr. Russell asked whether there was not some 
ambiguity in Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee’s proposal. 

Mr. Sinha thought it meant that Government be 
asked to reconsider their decision. 

Mr. N. N. Ghose thought speeches did not often 
influence the opinions of members of the Senate, and 
saw no reason why the Regulations should not be put to 
the Senate without speeches ; and be voted on or 
amended without discussion. Those Regulations which 
are ready might be sent to Government, and for those 
which are not ready further time might be asked. 

After Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee had criticised parts 
of the discussion, the proposal was put to the vote and 
lost, 26 voting for and 32 against. 

Father Lafont proposed that the Senate accept the 
proposal of Government to receive from the Senate 
Draft Regulations which that body may prepare between 
this and the middle of April. 

The proposal, seconded by Mr. Justice Rampini, 
was carried by 37 against 3. 

Babu S. N. Baneijce proposed, and the Hon’ble Mr. 
Bhupendranath Basu seconded — 

That in view of the conflicting opinions that are 
held with regard to the true meaning of Section 26 (i) 
of the Universities Act, the Senate respectfully ask the 
Government of India to reconsider their deasion that 
the Government are precluded by law from granting 
further time to the Senate to submit Draft Re^ilations 
under Section 26. 

36 voted for and 14 against. 
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570. Mr. Jackson suggested that the Senate should 
not meet more than twice a week. 

571. Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that the 
resolution of the Senate postponing consideration of the 
Regulations in Law until after the consideration of 
Regulations in Arts be rescinded. 

Seconded by Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari and 
carried unanimously.

572. A special meeting of the Senate was held on the 
24th February, 1906, in compliance with the request 
made in the following letter signed by six members of 
the Senate.

Sir, 

We, the undersigned members of the Senate of the University 
of* Calcutta, request you either to call a Special Meeting of the 
Senate on an early date to consider the following Resolution 
adopted by the Syndicate at their meeting held on the 2nd 
February, 1906 ; or to lay the said Resolution before the meeting 
of the Senate to be held on Saturday, the 17th instant, at 1 1 am.: — 


Resolution. 

“That with a view to discourage cramming, the Syndicate 
resolve to accept the following principle, vie. — not to appoint as 
Examiners gentlemen who are known to them to be authors of such 
“keys,’' ** guide-books," “notes,’* "companions,” "commentaries," 
or other such books as encourage vicious methods of study and 
discourage sound methods of teaching.” 

It is desirable, we think, that the Senate should consider not 
only the merits of the Resolution, but also the manner in which 
effect should be given to it, if it is approved.

The Vice^hancellor in opening the proceedings said 
that the letter which had been 'sent him clearly deals 
with two points, 

(1) a genera! principle 

(2) its application. 

It would conduce to clearness of discussion if the 
meeting were to consider the principle first, and having 
decidea whether that should be altered, they might 
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then go on to consider its practical bearing. He then 
asked one of the requisitionists to move the section of 
the letter dealing \rith the general principle. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basu said that in 
consequence of the serious crisis, which had arisen in 
the affairs of the University, and the important business 
which awaited discussion at the next meeting, the^ 
wished to have their requisition postponed for the 
present. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that, if not dealt with now, 
it could not be reopened, and pointed out that an 
amendment had been proposed for that meeting. 

The proposer, Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari, then asked 
leave to withdraw his amendment. 

Mr. Justice Rampini thought the proposer should 
give reasons for his withdrawal. 

The Vice-Chancellor refused permission to wthdraw, 
because the proposal before the meeting was practically 
an impeachment of the Syndicate. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basu said, it was 
not their intention to impeach the Syndicate, but 
merely to point out irregularities following the adoption 
of the principle which had been published. What was 
more important than the question of the appointment 
of Examiners was the framing of Regulations under the 
new Universities Act. At the last meeting of the 
Senate a proposal had been carried by a large majority 
asking for an extension of time and that, he understood, 
had been refused. 

Mr. Ratcliffe then moved that the business of the 
second special meeting be taken before that of the first 
special meeting. 

This was seconded by Maulavi Serajul Islam and 
unanimously carried. 

On resuming the business of this meeting, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basu said the Reso- 
lution of the Syndicate had brought to their notice 
that those who had written notes and keys were 
disqualified as Examiners. In classical languages it was 
usual to publish notes and commentaries eluciwting the 
text. 
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Some of their ablest Sanskrit Scholars had spent their 
time preparing keys and guide-books, and in 
consequence had been excluded from examining. It 
should be known that some who were authors of guide- 
books had been appointed and others had been excluded. 
He proposed the amendment of which notice had been 
given by Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari. 

That the Syndicate be asked to reconsider their 
Resolution of the 2nd Februar}', 1906, relating to the 
appointment of authors of “keys,” “guide-books,” 
etc., as Examiners, and to submit a practicable scheme 
of working their Resolution, should they continue to 
think that such a Resolution is necessarjf or desirable. 

Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari seconded the amendment, 
saying he subscribed to every word that had fallen from 
the proposer. The rules 01 the Syndicate must be in 
comformity with the Regulations, and he could find no 
Regulation in which the Syndicate could take it on 
themselves to exclude any class without reference to the 
Senate, 

Some guide-books were considered less injurious 
than others and their authors had been appointed. 
Such differences were unsatisfactory. 

Mr. S. N. Banerjee thought it very unlikely that 
the Senate would pass a vote of censure on the 
Syndicate, whereas, if this were thrown out, the action 
of the Syndicate would be affirmed. He suggested 
withdrawal. 

Permission to withdraw the proposal was granted, 
29 voting for and 10 against withdrawal.

* 573. The discussion was continued on Rai Chunilal 
Basu, Bahadur’s proposal to retain the fee for the 
lintrance Examination at ten rupees. 

Babu Surendranath Banerjee said that from a some- 
what hurried scrutiny of the (i"ures which had been 
supplied them, lie tliou/jlit, there apj)eared to be ample 
room for enquiry and sug^fested that a Coimiiittee should 
be appointed to eiuiuirc into the iinancial condition of 
the University before raisin/^ tiie fees. 

Babu Umeschandra Datta said a considerable saving 
would be made in guards this year, and wlien that amount 
was taken into consideration {here would be no immediate 
reason to raise the fees. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil also thought the fee need 
not be raised as the deficit was only Rs. 18,000 and the 
saving would be considerably more. 

Babu Herambaehandra iMaitra proposed as an 
amendment that the fee be raised to Rs. 12. 

Babu Surendranath Banerjee seconded. 

Mr. Wann said optional subjects in the higher 
examinations meant increased expenses. There had 
been an increase in this direction during past }'ears, and 
it was probable that the income from fees would diminish 
in the future. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Mookerjec said they would 
not be able to go on with Rs. 12, unless the fees w’ere 
also raised in the F. A. and B. A. lixaminations. All 
the fees should be considered together. 

Mr. Russell said the fee at the Entrance Examina- 
tion •should be raised because it was the examina- 
tion which, before all others, should be run at a profit. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, criticised the figures in 
the statement before the Faculty, comparing them with 
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the Annual Report for 1905. The Vice-(^liancellor point- 
ed out that such a comparison was misleading because 
the Financial Year ol the University began on the 
ist of May, conscciucntly the fees for 1905 and the 
examining expenses for 1904 would appear in the 
annual statement for 1905. 

The amendment was then put to tlic vote and 
carried by 14 against 10. 

The amendment becoming the substantive motion 
was carried. 

574. The Vice-Chancellor asked pemiission of the 
meeting Lo \acate the Chair wliicli was taken by Mr. 
Justice Mookerjee, 

575. The Draft Rogiilalion'. were then proceeded 
with by paragraphs from the ])eginning. 

576. Mr. Russel] ])roj){X-,cd that the word ‘^lintrance” 
be substitiiLecl for “ ]\latri(*ulatioa” in the ist paragraph 
and in every other plac'e. d'ho ])ro])osal was seconded 
by Father Lafont and was carried by 12 against 10. 

Some of the members objected to the vote on the 
ground tliat they had not undei stood what was before 
the meeting. Permission ])eing given by the meeting to 
take the vote again, the proposal was lost, 9 voting for 
and 15 against. 

577. A proposal by Mr. Briihl, seconded by Mr. 
Jackson, that the bracketted portion of the first paragraph 
should read : — ^‘the approximate date to be notified &c." 
was carried. 

The 1st paragraph as amended was adopted. 

578. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjec proposed that the 
word ^‘High'" before “School’' should be omitted. 

The ])roposal was seconded by Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra and was carried. 

579. Mr. Russel I proposed, and Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra seconded, that for the last four lines of 

2, be substituted “ and provided (/>) satisfactory evidSnee 
is adduced before the Inspector that the* student has 
prosecuted a regular course of study and has been subject 
to proper discipline." 
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The proposal was carried. 

580. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that the 
words “who have not attended any School for at least a 
year previous to the Examination " be omitted. 

The proposal was seconded by Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra. 

. It was lost, 10 voting for and 16 against. 

581. Sir Gooroo Diiss Banerjee proposed that 
“ Recognised ” be inserted before “ Scliool " in line 6. 

The proposal was seconded by Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra and was carried, 1 6 voting for and 5 against. 

582. Babu Brajendranath Sil proposed that “six 
months ” be substituted for “ a year ” in line 7. The 
proposal was seconded by the Hon’bleMr.Bhupendranath 
Basil and was carried, 1 6 voting for and 8 against. 

583. xV proposal by Mr. G. C. Bose, seconded by Babu 
Herambachandra Maitra, tliat tlie word “private” in line 
6 be omitted, was lost, 7 voting for and 14 against. 

Paragragh 2 as amended was then declared accepted. 

584. Babu Herambachandra Maitra ])roposed that in 
paragraph 3, the words “ ist of the month” be substituted 
for “ 1st of January of the t ear.” The proposal was 
seconded by Babu Debaprasad Sarbadbikari and was 
carried, 24 voting for and 4 against. 

Paragraph 3 as amended was put to the vote and 
accepted. 

585. Mr. Russell proposed, and Mr. Ratcliffe second- 
ed, that paragraph 4 be read as follows : — “Every 
candidate for Entrance Examination shall be required 
to produce certificates of good conduct and of regular 
study tested by periodical examinations.'' 

The proposal was lost. 

Dr. P. K. Ray propos'ed to omit the word “ regular” 
in the third line. The proposal which was seconded 
by’^Babu Brajendranath Sil, was lost. 

Mr. N. 'N. Ghose proposed, and Babu Heramba- 
chandra Maitra seconded, that the words “from a 
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recognised School” be inserted in the second line 
before the words “ shall be required.” 

The proposal was carried, 12 voting for and 7 
against. 

Babu Brajeiidranath Sil proposed; and Dr. P. K. Ray 
seconded, that clause (b) be omitted. 

The proposal was lost. 

Paragraph 4 as amended was accepted. 

586. Paragra])h 5 was accepted except as regards 
the form of Appendix A, which was not before the 
meeting and will be considered afterwards. 

587. Mr. Russell proposed, and Rai Troyluckonath 
Banerjee, Bahadiu', seconded, that for the third sentence 
in paragraph 6, be substituted “ No candidate shall be 
entitled to claim a refund of the fee under any 
circumstances.” 

The proposal was lost, 6 voting for and 1 1 against. 

Paragraph 6 as previously amended was declared 
accepted. 

588. Mr. Russell proposed, and Mr. G. C. Bose 
seconded, that paragraph 7 be omitted. 

The proposid was lost, 1 1 voting for and 14 against. 

Paragraph 7 was accepted. 

589. Mr.Justice Saradacharaii Mitra proposed that in 
paragraph 8 after “ One other language” there should be 
added the words “ which is not the vernacular of the 
candidate.” 

Mr. G. C. Bose seconded the proposal, which was 
lost, 10 voting for and 17 against. 

590. Mr. Russell proposed that for the paragraph 
beginning at the bottom ot page 2 of the Draft Regula- 
tions there be substituted the following : — 

The Matriculation Examination shall be 

(a) a general test of fitness for a course of University 
studies, 
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(d) a special test of fitness to carry on such a course 
of study in English. 

Mr. Wann seconded the proposal. After some 
discussion it was decided to consider the proposal as 
for a paragraph to be inserted after paragraph 7. 

The clauses of the amendment were voted for 
separately, (rt) being carried by 15 against 5, and (l>) 
lost by 12 against 13. 

*A proposal by Babu Brajendranath Sil, seconded by 
Dr. P. K. Ra)', that the word “ English ” be inserted 
after the words “ Matriculation Examination " in the 
last paragraph of page 2, was carried. 

Mr. Wann proposed that sub-clauses (/^\ (r) and 
(rf ) be omitted as the subject-matter of these clauses will 
be considered later in connection with the courses of 
study. The proposal was seconded by Mr. G. C. Bose 
and was agreed to. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil proposed that the words 
“ and familiar pieces of modern linglish poetry ” bo 
added after the words “familiar subjects” in the second 
line of page 3. 

Mr, Wann seconded the proposal which was lost, 
10 voting for and ii against. 

591. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that in Re- 
gulation 8, in line 3, after the word “ books ” be inserted 
the words “ which can be gone through in two years 
by an Indian Matriculation student of fair intelligence.” 

The proposal was seconded by Babu Heramba- 
chandra Maitra and was carried, 1 2 voting for and 9 
against. 

Mr. Russell proposed that there should be substituted 
for (a) the following : — 

“No text-books shall be prescribed for Examination 
but it shall be open to the Board of Studies to suggest 
books which may be used with advantage in the higher 
classes of Schools.” 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. G. C. Bose. After 
some discussion, Mr. Russell asked leave to amend it 
and in its final form it was seconded by Mr. Wann, 
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The proposal was lost, 9 voting for and ii against. 

Sub-clause (rt), Regulation 8, was declared carried. 

The Faculty thereafter adjourned to Monday, the 
5th, at 4-45 P.M.

594. The Vice-Chancellor opened the proceedings by 
saying that the first item of business was the considera- 
tion of the Draft Regulations relating to Law. The 
resolution under which consideration of these regula- 
tions had been postponed was rescinded at the last 
meeting and the subject was open for discussion. 

Mr. Justice Saradacharan Mitra proposed that the 
Regulations be adopted ; and the proposal was second- 
ed by Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee. 

As there were no amendments to the regulations 
proper, occupying the first four pages of the draft, the 
Vice-Chancellor suggested that these might be accepted. 
That was unanimously agreed to. 

Mr. G. C. Bose j)roi)osed that the particulars to be 
filled in by the Principal appearing in the appendix 
pages 5 and 7 should b*e omitted, on the ground that it 
was impossible for the Principal of a large College to be 
personally cognisant of all the particulars therein speci- 
fied. The proposal was seconded by Rev. Mr. Wann. 

Mr. Justice Geidt thought the “particulars to be 
filled in by the Principal ” should stand. . 

The proposed ahrangement fixes on the Principal 
the responsibility that the student has attended the 
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proper number of lectures. If the Principal has ascer- 
tained that such is the case, why should it not be 
entered in the certificate ? The University should 
have the right of deciding whether the conditions had 
been fulfilled or not. 

Mr. Bose, in replying, said any Principal of a ^llege 
having Law Classes could give evidence that this part 
of the work is left to the College Office to carry out. 
Possibly other Colleges with larger classes than he had, 
could corroborate his statement that it was impossible 
for the Principal to check all the cases. He could not 
conscientiously say that he had checked all the state- 
ments of that kind that he had signed. 

The amendment was negatived, 5 voting for and 8 
against. 

It was then proposed from the Chair that the ap- 
pendix consisting of pages 5 to 8 of the draft be 
adopted. It was accepted without dissent. 

595. The meeting then proceeded to consider the 
Draft Regulations relating to Medicine. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed that the Regulations be 
accepted with the Syllabus of Lectures in Pharmacology 
including Phannacy and Materia Medica on page 16 
amended as follows : — 

"The systematic course of lectiures will deal briefly 
with the natural history, and the sensible and chemical 

n erties of all the drugs and medicinal agents mentioned 
e British Pharmacopoeia, and will also include a 
full account of their pharmacological action upon the 
chief fimctions of the body, viz.. Circulation, Respiration, 
Digestion, Absorption, Secretion and Excretion, Meta- 
bolism, Heat regulation. Motor, Sensory and Reflex 
Mechanism, and the chemical transformations under- 
gone in the body by the principal medicinal substances. 
The therapeutic uses and modes of administration of the 
official drugs and medicinal agents will be also included 
in the lectures, and as far as. time and opportunity allow 
reference will also be made to the most important of 
the more recently introduced drugs and their probable 
mode of action explained as far as is known." , 

The proposal was seconded by Asst. Surgeon 
Upendranath Brahmachari. 
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Lt.-Col. _Lukis was proceeding to propose an amend- 
ment of which he had given notice raising the question 
of a six-year course, when a point of order was raised by 
Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari on the ground that that 
question had already been settled by the Senate. 

The Vice-Chancellor ruled that Lt.-Colonel Lukis's 
amendment was in order, because it was more than six 
months since the discussion had taken place in the 
Senate, at a meeting held on July 8th last year ; and for 
the further reason that at the time of that discussion 
the Senate had not before them the full details which 
they had now. 

It was suggested by the Vice-Chancellor that as 
notice of amendments had been given, it would be well 
to take the Regulations separately. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed and Rai Debendranath Ray, 
Bahadur, seconded that Regulation I be accepted. 

Lt.-Col. Lukis proposed in Draft Regulations (iii) 
page I, para i (i) after the words “not less than” to 
substitute “six” for “five,” 

Para i (ii) (c), after the words “not less' than” to 
substitute “three” for “two." 

He said that he quite admitted the marvellous 
industry and keen intelligence of the Bengali student, 
but the latter had only been blessed with one body, 
and it was a physical impossibilty for him to be 
in two places at the same time. If a student was to be 
a clinical clerk in the medical wards for twelve months, 
to be a dresser in the surgical wards for twelve months, 
to attend the medical out-patient dispensary for three 
months, the surgical out-patient dispensary for three 
months, and, finally, if he was to put in two months 
at the Eden Hospital, three months at the Eye Hospital 
and last but not least, one month in the Lunatic 
Asylum, as well as to attend lectures, he asked them 
how it was possible for a student to complete the course 
prescribed m the required time. The amount of work 
that had been crowded into the syllabus was far more 
than the average student could accomplish in five years, 
and the period of study allowed for strictly professional 
subjects was far too short. In his note of dissent he 
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had stated^ that only a small number of these students 
passed out in less than six years, and several members 
of the Senate had asked him to furnish figures in support 
of this statement. He had therefore gone carelmly 
through the College results for the last nine years, namely, 
since the session of 1896. In the period under review, 
467 students had passed out of the College. Of these, 444 
•had obtained the L.M.S. degree and only 23 had taken 
the M.B. degree. Of these 23, 12 passed out in five 
years, 10 in six years, and one in seven years. As 
regards the L.M.S., the figures were as follows : Out of 
the 444 students who obtained their degree, only 103 
or 23*2 per cent, completed their course in five years 
and 341 or 76*8 per cent, completed it in six years and 
upwards. A^in, ofthe 341 who took six years and 
upwards, they found that 146 or 32*9 per cent, passed 
out in six years, 42 or 25 per cent, passed out in seven 
years and 83 or 187 per cent, passed but in eight years 
or upwards. From this it would be seen that the 
largest number of men passed out in six years, and that 
the next highest percentage was in the seventh year, 
whereas only 2^2 or less than a quarter passed in the 
fifth year. They had abolished the L. M. S, E.xamina- 
tion and they had seen that during the last nine years 
only 23 men had secured the M.B. degree. It followed, 
therefore, that the majority of the candidates for the 
M.B. degree under the new Regulations would be men 
who would otherwise have gone up for the L. M. S. 
Examination. He asked them if these men could not 
do better than this when they had only to pass a com- 
paratively easy L. M. S. Examination, was it reasonable 
to e.xpect them to assimilate the enhanced course which 
now lay before them in five years ? This was impos- 
sible. 

The proposal was seconded by Dr. Upendranath 
Brahmachari who said many 'new subjects had been 
added to the course such as Practical Physics, Organic 
Chemistry, Practical Organic Chemistry. Tlie course 
in the first year was so crowded with Preliminary 
Scientific subjects that there was not much chance of 
any Anatomy being done. Under the new Regulations, 
students hsfve more work than, under the old and it 
was therefore less possible for them to attend hospital. 
Practical work had been reduced because of the large 
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amount of Theory. In that respect let us go back to 
the old regulations. 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar opposed the amendment. He 
said the result of a good deal of discussion in medical 
circles in Britain had been in favour of a five-year 
curriculum. According to the old regulatioQS a student 
had to attend 653 lectures in the course of the last two 
years, but the Committee had reduced this number tO 
523, so that 523 lectures in the last two years was not a 
large number. These draft regulations had been based 
on the decision of the Senate in favour of a five-year 
course and should not be altered. 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari said they had been 
reminded that Col. Lukis’s proposal was a proposal 
originally brought forward by Col. Bomford, was pressed 
in the Faculty of Medicine, and after very thorough 
discussion in the Faculty, Col. Bomford succeeded in 
carrying his proposal by a majority of 7 to 6. The 
matter was taken up by the Government of India and 
referred to the Senate for an expression^ of opinion. 
At that meeting Col. Bomford advanced every ar^ment 
that it was possible to advance in its favour and pressed 
the question upon their attention. The end of it was 
that the Senate by a substantial majority tlirew out the 
suggestion of a six years’ course and adhered to the 
five years’ system. There the question lay for over six 
months until it was re-opened by Col. Lukis, who now 
asked them to deviate from their former decision and 
decide that a six years’ course be substituted. Medical 
opinion was pretty equally divided on the question, and 
under the circumstances they ought to allow the fivfe 
years’ system to remain. Were the dullards and 
laggards to be allowed to act as a check on the smart 
and intelligent ? 

Dr. Ross spoke in favour of the amendment. 

He thought there were reasons why students should 
not work so hard here as iu other places. As it was 
desirable that they should get as much information as 
possible before going out into the world, there appeared 
to him to be no option from the longer course. 

Babu Brajendranath Sil thought the scientific 
studies might be canied on before entering the Medical 
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College. If the first year which was given to the 
preliminary study of Science were cut off, the course in 
Medicine would then be limited to the five years 
settled by the Senate, and the time required by Col. 
Lukis woidd be available. 

Dr. P. ,K. Ray thought they might solve the 
difficulty if they ruled that students who had passed the 
Entrance Examination should be admitted. 

The discussion was continued by Mr. Mahalanabis, 
Father Lafont, Mr. N. N. Ghose, Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra, and Mr. Wood. Mr. Ratcliffe said that the 
difficulty in which the lay members were placed was 
that the Senate, at the instance of the Government of 
India, had decided upon the retention of the five years’ 
course. Presumably the Medical Faculty, in framing 
the Regulations, had gone upon that decision, and 
although they had now had from Col. Lukis a lucid 
statement or the case for a six years’ course, the 
difficulty was not removed. 

Dr. Chunilal Basu said the Faculty of Medicine 
desired a five years’ course and in that view they 
drafted these Regulations. If they referred to the 
amount of work which a student had to do under the 
present Regidations, compared with the amount of 
work which a student would have to do under the 
new Regulations, they would find that a considerable 
amount of burden had been taken off the shoulders of 
the student under the new Regulations. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu spoke of 
the OTeat difficulties medical students have to overcome 
in tne Medical College, and thought it would be a 
great mistake to make the medical studies less attractive. 

Col. Harris said he was in a difficult position. He 
had proposed the adoption of the Regulations but he 
thought a case had been made out for a six-year course. 

Col. Lukis in reply criticised the statistics quoted 
by those who opposed the amendment and pointed 
out that the report in the British Medical Journal 
in favour of a five-year course quoted by Dr. Sures- 
prasad Sarbadhikan had no connection with a 
University degree. The report was that of a Board of 
Examiners for a qualification similar to the L. M. S. 
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The amendment was lost, 12 voting for and 22 
against. 

Regulation i was then accepted unanimously.* 

On a proposal by Col. Harris, seconded by Rai 
Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, Regulation 2 was carried. 

Col, Harris jjroposed that Regulation 3 A)e adopted, 
seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur. 

Mr. Mahalanabis proposed as an amendment, which 
was Seconded by Mr. Briihl, that the footnote be 
omitted. The amendment was lost, 9 voting for and r i 
against. 

Col. Harris then proposed that the Regulations up 
to the end of the practical course in Inorganic Chemfetry 
on p. 5 be adopted. It was seconded by Rai Debendra- 
nath Ray, Bahadur, and accepted. 

Col. Hiirris proposed and Rai Debendranath Ray, 
Bahadur, seconded, that the Physics syllabus be adopted. 

Mr. Mahalanabis proposed that the number of 
lectures be 50 instead of 25. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Bruhl. 

There was some discussion in which Col. Lukis, 
Mr. Jackson, Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, Mr. Wann, 
Dr. Bralnnachari, Dr. P. K, Ray, Dr. Nilratan Sarkar, 
Babu Brajendranath Sil and Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee 
joined. The most general opinion was that Physics is 
less important than Chemistry and that the course of 
lectures could not be lengthened without curtailing in 
more important subjects. 

The amendment was lost, 6 voting for and 17 against. 

The syllabus in Physics was then adopted. 

Col. Harris proposed that the syllabus in Botany be 
adopted. 

Dr. Debendranath Ray seconded. 

An amendment by Mr. Mahalanabis, seconded by 
Mr. Briihl to the effect that the number of lectures 
should be 40 instead of 20, was lost. 

Mr. Mahalanabis proposed that the ''Practical 
Course ” in Botany, be defined. 

Seconded by Mr. Briihl.

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Mr. Justice Mookerjee pointed out that the Regula- 
tions already adopted contemplated the introduction of 
a Practical Course as soon as arrangements for that 

R ose were completed. The course should therefore 
efined or all reference to it omitted. 

The meeting decided that the syllabus in Botany be 
adopted up to the “Elementaiy facts of Plant- 
Geography." 

The meeting then adjourned to Wednesday, 
March 7th.

596. The Senate was convened for the purpose of 
conferring degrees. 

The Vice-Chancellor having declared the Convocation 
opened, the graduates, of the year were admitted to 

their respective degrees in the usual manner. 

597. His Excellency th^ Chancellor called upon the 
Vice-Chancellor to address the Convocation. 

The Vice-Chancellor then addressed the Convocation 
as follows : — 

Your Excellency, Youi' Honour, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

It is usual for the Vice-Chancellor in his Convocation 
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Address to allude to the losses which the Senate has suffered 
by death or resignation duriag the preceding year. Thesej 
1 am glad to say, arc rather less numerous than in most years, 
and only five deaths and four retirements have occurred. 

Among the five deaths that of Babu Pratapchandra 
Majumdar stands out prominently. His death was very 
much to be regretted as he stood very high in the estima- 
tion of all thinking men and was a prominent leader in 
religious and social reforms. He did not however of late 
years take any active part in the work of the TJniversity. 

Three other gentlemen whose loss we regret arc Maulvi 
Abul Khair Muhammad Siddiq, Mr. Uajnarain Mitra and 
the Hon^blc Babu Saligram Singh, all of whom took a fairly 
active part in University w'ork ; while the fifth Fellow who 
died during the year was Sir Baba Khem Sing Bedi who 
belonged to the Senate for a long time, indeed since 1876, 
but he practically was not in touch with the Calcutta 
University, as he was mainly interested in Education in 
the Punjab. 

Of the four Fellows who have been lost to us by retire- 
ment, namely. Col. C. II. Joubert, Mr. D. B. Horn, Mr. 
C. W. Bolton and Mr. A. C. Edwards, all have previously 
taken great interest in the work of our University in the 
various branches of learning which they represented. 
Colonel Joubert in Medicine, Mr. Horn in Engineering 
and the other two in the Arts Faculty. All of them have 
done good work 5 and in Mr. A. C. Edwards also we have 
lost a Fellow who for a considerable time did most valuable 
work as our Registrar. 

Further details as to these gentlemen are given as an 
appendix to this address. 

Turning now from the losses which the University has 
suffered, 1 should wish to make a few remarks as to 
University work in general. 

In the Convocation Address which 1 had the honour to 
deliver last year, at the time when our new Universities 
Act was coming into operation, I took Japan as an example 
which we should imitate in the matter of framing our new 
Regulations, and 1 tried to sum up the cause of the success 
of the Japanese in University education as being due to the 
principles of thoroughness, concentration and originality 
being kept prominently in view in all their work« 
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As it is admitted that Indian University education has 
not been as successful as that in Japan^ it appears to me 
to be worth while to see whether any reasons can be traced 
which would explain why the Indian system has- proved 
wanting and where it can be improved, and what we could 
look to in the future for success. 

• 

In the remarks which I am about to make it must be 
understood that I am referring to the work of the ofd 
University and not to that of the new Senate ; for all our 
University work is still going on under the old regulations 
and under the old conditions. 

Another reason which impels me to speak on this 
subject today is that the University is at this moment at 
the erithjal stage of framing its new regulations and that 
unless these arc of ])i*()per character, and unless armnge- 
ments are made that they shall be rigorously enforced and 
their standards fully maintained, all the strenuous efforts 
which have been made for the improvement of our Indian 
Universities will be frustrated. 

Within a short time I shall be retiring from my office 
as Vice-Chancellor of this University and also from my 
appointment as Head of the Educational Department of 
this Province after a service of over thirty years. On this 
occasion it is perhaps natural that I should ask myself 
what arc the differences between the Education which was 
being given thirty years ago in Bengal and now, and 
whether there has been progress on sound lines, and 
whether such advance has been as rapid as it should have 
been, and what arc the prospects for the future. In 
discussing this also I hope to be able to indicate certain 
points where the action of the old University, or mther 
its want of action, has been responsible for want of proper 
progress, and even for not having maintained former 
standards. 

• 

The main difficulty in dealing with these questions is 
the vastness and complexity of the subject, for only to 
review the history of every section of University Education 
for a third of a century would involve the discussion of a 
mass of details and statistics which would be quite out of 
place in an address of this kind. 

Looking at the Tbistory of University Education 
generally in this period there is one factor which must 
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strike even the most superficial observer, namely, that 
scientific subjects have duri;ipr this time rapidly developed 
in importance. The various sciences are now held to be 
of quite equal value as a mental training to the literary 
subjects which so long were held to be of paramount 
importance in all the older University schemes, while they 
are of immensely greater value in the development of the 
material welfare and resources of a country. 

A second and equally important factor in University 
work has been the demand for higher study in far more 
numerous subjects of culture than formerly, in connection 
with Literature, History, Philosophy, Science and other 
subjects, and in addition to the new subjects studied there 
has been the tendency to greater and greater specialization. 
We now frequently witness the splitting up of what were 
formerly comparatively simple single subjects of study 
into several branches and each branch sometimes quickly 
becomes more complex than the original single subject. 

Both these aspects of work have largely increased the 
dlfiiculties of dealing with the highest forms of education. 
In order to avoid being charged with dealing with 
generalities as regards these two points I should just like 
to prove my assertion by reference to the conditions 
existing in the leading college working under our 
University, that is the Presidency College, Calcutta, in' the 
year 1873 and during last year. 

The comparison between the Presidency College as it 
existed in 1873 or early in 1874 and in 1905 is roughly 
as follows. The buildings are practically the same, except 
that a wing for the teaching of Chemistry has been added. 
Taking only the main section of the College for teaching 
for the ordinary Degrees and excluding ISngineering and 
Law as these are now provided for elsewhere, I find the 
number of students has considerably more than doubled ; 
the numbers being 385 in 1873 and 814 in 1905. The 
increase in the number is due entirely to the fact that 
those taking the highest courses of study have increased 
very largely while those studying the lower courses are less 
numerous than they were formerly. Thus there are now 
five times as many students reading for the M.A. degree 
and nearly four times as many r^ing for the Bachelors 
degree as in 1873. While for the lower or Intermediate 
Examination there are only two-thirds as many as in 1873. 
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There were only 7 subjects in which lectures were 
given in 1873, 4 Arts subjects — ^English, Sanskrit, Phi- 
losophy and History, and 3 Science subjects — Mathematics, 
Physics and Chemistry. The subjects in which lectures are 
delivered now have more than doubled, being 17 in 1905 
against 7 in 1873. The new subjects added are five 
Languages and five Sciences, namely, Arabic, Persian, Latin, 
French und Pali, and in Science Biology, Botany, Geology, 
Sanitary Science and Practical Astronomy. This is indeed 
a most startling change, but the most marked difference 
is, however, not in the number of subjects taught, but 
rather in their method of treatment. Early in 1873, I 
think I am correct in saying, not a single student in the 
Presidency College was doing any pmctical work in any 
Science subject. In 1905 by far the greater number of 
students taking up Science subjects in the Presidency 
College are compelled to work practically at the facts 
of Science with their own hands even though such practical 
work is not absolutely required by the Regulations of our 
University, 1 can speak with authority, I think, about 
the amount of practical work done in the Presidency Oollego 
in 1S73, for the first practical student in Chemistry in the 
Presidency College came under my immediate personal care 
in the second half of 1873 or early in 1874, 

The staff of Professors, Lecturers and Demonstrators 
stood at 15 only in 1873, and consisted of 11 European 
members and 4 Indian gentlemen. In 1905 the staff had 
increased to 35 Professors, Lecturers and Demonstrators, 
together with 14 assistants mainly in the Science section in 
connection with the practical work or 49 in all, but of these 
11 only are Europeans, and even of these 11 some are 
usually away on leave or deputation. Omitting the 
Labomtory assistants it will be seen that while the number 
of Indian lecturers has increased to six times that in 
1873, the number of European professors is stationary 
or even lends rather to decrease, and we have now for 
more than twice the number of students in the College as 
a whole and about four or •five times as many students 
taking higher courses of instruction than we had in 1873, 
only the same number of Europeans on the staff. 
Speaking of the staff as a whole we had one professor for 
every 25 students in *1873 and in 1905 one for every 23 
students, or taking only the European stitff which 19 
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usually carrying on the highest branches of work, in 1878 
we had one European pro^ssor for every 38 students, 
and now we have one European professor for, about, 78 
students. 

I think it is clear from these facts that the Presidency 
College is doing infinitely more varied, more important 
and higher work than it did 80 years ago, and that its 
influence is much greater than formerly, specially in the 
higher branches of study. Also that the work of that 
College is more complex and difficult than formerly, but 
that the strength of the staif has not kept pace with the 
demands on it and finally that to make the College capable 
of carrying on as good and thorough work as it has 
formerly done, its staff must be largely strengthened and 
increased. This last statement, I am afraid, is also true 
of all Government Colleges in Bengal. 

The two fackirs of University work previously 
mentioned deal with the unavoidable development and 
multiplication of the courses of study in connexion with 
the University. The third and equally important factor in 
the history of our University is the enormous increase in the 
number of students reading for its various courses of study, 
and this has proved an equally difficult matter to deal with. 
This factor is also unavoidable, but it is from some aspects 
the most satisfactory feature in the work of our University 
as it shows there is a great demand for high education. 

Thus iu the period dealt with the number of Schools 
sending up candidates to our Matriculation Examination 
increased from 265 to 778 or to three times the number. 
The number of Colleges has increased from 52 to 81, and 
while in such Colleges in 1873 there were 278 Professors 
and Lecturers, there were in 1905, 717 Lecturers, or again 
nearly three times the number. Further if we take the 
number of students who have conic up for our examinations 
we find they have increased fourfold (i. e. from 8,737 np 
to 14,492 during the same interval. 

In this connexion I should like to ask, has the 
University in any way troubled itself to secure that this 
expansion has been accompanied by the provision of three 
or four times the number of equally well ttained and 
experienced Professors and Teachers. Has the University 
ascertained that the new Schools and Colleges are equal 
in quality to those of older and more mature growth. 
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I think the answer is clear — the University has made 
no such effort and taken no su^di precaution to prevent a 
lowering of the standard due to a lovver quality among its 
Teachers and a lower standard of work. 

We have only to ask the question — Do we find three 
or four times as many well train^ or well paid Teachers at 
woi*k in our Colleges and Schools as we did thirty years ago, 
for it to be at once answered in the negative. The answdr 
must be in the negative for there are very few places 
where Teachers can be trained in Bengal, 

Do we get three times as many Professors or Teachers 
for our Colleges trained in all the modern developments 
of western learning and acquainted with all the most recent 
discoveries in ^Science as we did 30 years ago? Here 
again the answer is No. 

As wc are supposed to be developing education on 
western lines and up to western standards, is it not 
essential wc should have three times as many Professors in 
our Colleges witli European habits of thought and train- 
ing as we had thirty years ago ? 

Indeed if wc only take the case of Government which 
in its Colleges ought to take the lead in such matters we 
shall find that a reverse action has been going on, and that 
while in 1873 in Bengal the number of European Professors 
or Indian Professors with European training in Govern- 
ment Colleges was 31, in 1905 the number had fallen to 
27, while the number of Indian or Indian trained Professors 
had increased from 19 up to 60. 

This is only an isolated ease and the general fact 
remains incontestably true that we have not provided 
increased teaching power with western training for the 
increased number of our students in Collegiss, whether 
they are Government, JUssionary or Indian Colleges. 

We have been j)reaching progress and the urgent 
necessity of raising standards and making oui* institutions 
comparable with those in Europe and even with those in 
Japan, and in reality our actions have made any such solid 
progress impossible or at all events exceedingly difficult. 
If we wish to keep up the standard of work which existed 
SO years ago, we nfust have many more Professors with 
European training and also many more men of the highest 
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type of Indian trained Professors. I say nothing against the 
quality of the gentlemen Vrho are working now, but all 
I say is we want at least three times as many of tliem 
as we have at the present time and with the highest 
])ossible training from a western point of view. 

Again there is another aspect of University work as 
carried on in Bengal which may be alluded to. In 
Univei*sity work in European countries and in England 
when the number of students under instruction in Colleges 
is compared with the number of Professors and Lecturers 
in various subjects engaged in teaching them, it will be 
found, I believe, to be about 10 students to each Professor. 
In the case of American Technical Colleges the number 
of Professors is even larger than this and frequently the 
ratio works out to one Professor to seven or eight stiulents. 
As concrete instances I may mention at tlie Michigan 
University we find one Professor for every six students and 
at the Toronto lUniversity we find one Professor also for 
every six students. 

Now turning to the case of India I find in the Arts 
sections of certain Colleges affiliated to the Calcutta 
University for every one Professor there are such numbers 
of students as 53 or 46, and other similar numbers 
or from five to nine times as many students as in other 
countries. Comment is needless. 

Can it for a moment be maintained that an Indian 
student only re({uires one-fifth of the amount of attention, 
help and instruction that is considered to be necessary for 
an English, or American University student. 

I am afmid if we examine this aspect of the case we 
can not acquit the Calcutta University under its old consti- 
tution of having been content to make its rules and 
regulations whicli may look well or even more or less 
perfect on paper, but without having insisted on such rules 
and regulations being carried into actual practical effect, 
and without seeing that the standard of study and training 
of former years was being worked up to, let alone that it 
was being gradually raised as should have been the case. 
This has been due so far as I can see to the fact that we 
have hitherto' been a purely examining body and that the 
University lias hitherto exercised no cfective control over 
the institutions working under it. 
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This want o£ practicalness in the former work of the 
Calcutta University under its aid constitution I have always 
ascribed to three causes. First to the fact that up till 
very lately by far the greater part of those responsible 
for governing the University consisted of gentlemen not 
in touch with practical educational work. Again in the 
case of even those Senators who have been em 2 )loycd in 
practical educational work only a small portion of theih 
liave been trained in Europe, and only a few have ever 
seen the practical working of a western University or of 
western Colleges or know really their standards. So that 
the standard which many Senators must have had before 
them in their discussions in the University is not the 
standard of western arrangements for imparting University 
Education, but the standard they themselves may have seen 
perhaps in their own education in some small Bengal 
mofussil College. 

A second cause, which is an almost equally potent one, 
has been the desire of the University to frame its courses 
in such a way that all the Collegiate Institutions under it 
shall be on the same platform, and that even small Colleges 
manned by only a vtuy few and frequently underpaid Indian 
Professors, and situated far away in the mofussil, away from 
all conveniences, should be able to carry on almost any 
course of teaching framed by the University. 

The third cause is to a certain extent of the Scame nature 
as the second, and is one with which we cannot help having 
a large amount of sympathy, but which on the other hand 
is absolutely detrimental to anything like really efiicient 
work in High Education. I allude to the desire, which has 
actually become to a large extent an accomplished fact in 
Calcutta of making University Education so cheap that 
it can be availed of by the children of even the poorest 
parents. And when I say that the average annual cost 
of education in all our Bengal Colleges of a student in 
reading the Arts courses is only about Us. 125 — or about 
£8—, it will be seen how chmp it has been made. I also 
quote from my own annual report the cost of education of 
each student in three princijial first grade Colleges in 
Bengal managed by Indian gentlemen. The figures are 
twenty-seven rupees (Rs 27), twenty nine nipees (Rs. 29) 
and thirty-two rupees (fis. 82) or say roughly the cost of 
such education was two pounds sterling per student for the 
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year 1904-1905. We need scarcely compare this cost with 
that of an English student at^nding Oxford or Cambridge. 
I would ask, is it to be expected that an efficient 
University Education for a degree can be provided for 
such an amount? How can really efficient University 
Education be given for a year and much less for 
a year ? 

How can for instance Science be taught with labora- 
tories, together with appliances for lectures and for the use 
of students for LZ or even £8 per head per annum ? 

I should now wish to show how these three factors have, 
according to my view, very largely retarded the j^rogress of 
University Education in Eengal during the 80 years I have 
been a Fellow of this University. 

I could really illustrate this fact from tlh,‘ examination 
of almost any branch of our University work but it will 
be well perhaps for me to take the branch with which 1 
have been most intimately connected, namely, that of 
Science, a subject which has been my lifers woi'k in India. 

Fruin the earliest period in the history of this Uni- 
versity, Science has been recognized as a subject of study, 
for we have had Medical and Engineering* Degrees, but the 
manner in which Science has been treated as a branch of 
general education has been in my opinion for the most part 
very unsatisfactory. 

Thus in the earliest courses arrangeil for the B. A. 
Degree, some 0 or 7 Science subjects were first put down for 
study, all of which had to be taken up, and the natural 
result was with so many and such varied subjects, nothing 
but the merest smattering of each could be expected. 

The number of sciences to be studied was afterwards 
diminished, but thoroughness was still not required. Even 
30 years ago, the beginning of the period to which I have 
been more pointedly referring, iu the Arts courses we 
expected our F. A. students only to have a very elementary 
theoretical knowledge of the Chemistry of the metalloids. 
This was practically not studying Science at all, for this 
represents only a small fractional part of only one science. 

For the Science course of the B.A. Degree in 1873 a 
student had to know Chemistry, Physical Geography and 
one other Science such as Physics or Geology or Physiology, 
in addition to studying English and Mathematics. This 
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it will be seen, represented on the other hand rather a wide 
field of study. These ScicnccJ subjects were however taught 
and examined in entirely theoretically, and many students 
went out from this University with a supposetl knowledge 
of Science by having taken a degree in it, without having 
seen an experiment of any kind, and certainly without 
having made an expiu'iinent on their own account, also 
without handling any of the apparatus in connexion with 
the Science studied, and hence without making themselves 
practically and exi)eriineutaliy acquainted in any way with 
the facts of nature. 

It is an axiom that Science learned merely from books 
or crammed from a key is of absolutely no ])ractical value 
whatever, while Science learned experimentally, and if 
possible by Ihe heurist ic method, is a most valuable train- 
ing, and perhaps the most pcifcct form of education yet 
discovered. Yet. the absencje of any form of regulation 
rcipiiring scientific knowledge to be practically taught, 
acipiired and studied, remained as a blot on our University 
regulations uj) till the early eighties, when a very small 
amount of practical work was introduced into the courses 
for the S(‘i(mce M.A. degree, and a practical examination 
was llrst held in iSSo. This practical work was still so 
small in amount as to bo less than a Board School boy in 
England lias to go through in his ordinary school days. 

About the year 1 881 a revision of courses of study for 
the Arts degrees was carried out and a serious attempt was 
made to ensure a practical knowledge of Science in those 
who took it up as a subject of study. A syllabus for a 
new B. Sc. degree was framed by experts, but in the dis- 
cussion of the scheme in the Senate and mainly influenced 
and altered by what may be called the lay members of it, 
or those not engaged in teaching, the practical scientific 
part of the courses was so largely whittled down that 
eventually no Science at all was left in the course, and 
finally a resolution had to be passed abolishing the newly 
passed B. Sc. degree on the ground that a student might 
pass it without any real knowledge of Science. 

This fiasco was in my personal recollection of the 
discussion practically duo to the first of th^ three causes 
I have mentioned above, namely to the -presence of a 
majority of Senators quite unacquainted with the requirer 
meuts of practical courses and teaching in Science. 
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A proposal was then put forward that every B.A. taking 
up Science should go througl][ a practical course of instruc- 
tion, and for such students to be examined practically 
before taking their degree. I remember also the discussion, 
whiSh took place on this subject, mainly I think in Com- 
mittee, and the arguments used against the proposal were 
first, that all Colleges could not teach Science ])ractically, 
and therefore the practical course proposed was not suitable. 
This argument was allowed to have great weight, but 
when examined it will be seen to mean that Colleges should 
be allowed to teach Science as a book or theoretical subject 
only, «.c., as a cram subject. A second argument used 
was that if practical work and examination were insisted 
on, it would mean increased cost to the Colleges, or in 
other words because a proposed really sound course of 
instruction is costly it could not be allowed, and so a cheap 
and unsatisfactory course had to be introduced in its 
place. 

Hence this proposal was also lost and all that could bo 
carried was that if a student wished to take Honours in 
Science then only he would have to obtain a practical 
knowledge of perhaps one of the Sciences selected, and in 
this small portion only he would be practically examined. 

This statement may be taken as an examjde of many 
similar discussions under the old constitution of our 
University. The advocates of Science would plead for the 
urgent necessity of a thorough practical study of Science, 
if it is to be of any value at all, and a larger body of 
opinion (or at all events a larger number of votes) in the 
University would insist on the desirability of every College 
being able to teach every branch of learning, including 
Science laid down by the University, and would also oppose 
every proposal which would mean increased cost in 
Education. 

We have had similar difficulties in introducing the 
existing B.Sc. and D.Sc. Examinations and Degrees, and I 
may mention merely that to pass the B.Sc and D.Sc. 
regulations it took no les.s than eight (^8; years of discussion 
before the University would accept these proposals. I will 
admit however that when passed these Regulations were 
a satisfactory advance on anything; that wo had liad 
previously. 
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I need not labour the point, but I think the history of 
the introduction of practical Science into our courses of 
study, and still more into our Yjniversity examinations will 
fully bear out what I have said, that two of the main 
causes of our want of thoroughness in our previous i^ork, 
and also of our want of progress, have been the mistaken 
idea that every small mofussil College was to be allowed, 
or even expected to teach any and every University course, 
and second, that a proposed course of study should not 
involve any considerably increased cost to the College 
adopting it. If a newly proposed course opposed either of 
these principles, it had formerly a bad chance of running 
the gauntlet of adverse criticism in the Senate. 

It will be asked, will these causes continue to exist 
under the new conditions of our University Act ? The 
answer is that now our Senate contains a much larger 
proportion of gentlemen practically engaged in the work 
of high education than was formerly the ease. In the case 
of the second factor it is seen that the new Act lays it down 
that every College is not to teach every course, but only a 
limited number of courses of study for which the College 
is properly and fully equij)ped, and these courses will be 
decided by the University itself and not by the Colleges. 
In the case of the third factor also it will be seen that as 
Colleges will only teach certain prescribed courses and not 
many or all eoursei as hitherto, the cost of University 
education should on the whole bo materially reduced to 
many individual smaller Colleges, for it will bo open for 
a College to ap])ly for affiliation only in eomf>aratively 
cheap and inexpensive courses of instruction. On the other 
hand if a College wishes to tea(*h the more expensive scienti- 
fic courses of instruction dp to the highest ])ossibIe 
standards it can do so. In the case of the Science courses 
it may be admitted that in the future with greater 
thoroughness of work and >vith the move practical study 
which must be requireef, the cost of eilucation in such 
scientific courses will be necessarily increased, but as I have 
pointed out no comparatively p©or College will in any way 
be forced to teach such expensive courses of instruction. 

I have expressed my belief that one of the main defects 
in the kind of instruction the University • has hitherto 
been insisting on, or raflier testing by examination, can be 
summed up in the statement that there has been a want 
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of tlioron^hness or pmetiealuess in our Edueatioual methods. 
This has been clearly exorjaplificd by the tendency of the 
University only to insist on theoretical rather than practi- 
cal^prork in such subjects as Science. I have also said 
that to a considerable extent the factors which induced this 
state of thinfjs appeared to be passing away. 

. It therefore remains for me to justify the latter state- 
ment by refereiKie to the work which has been going on 
in the University during the past year in the matter of 
framing new Regulations. 

I think I can assort witliout the slightest fear of con- 
tradiction that the courses of study which have been 
framed by the numerous Sub-Committees of the Senate, and 
which have been produced at the expense of an enormous 
amount of labour, much thought and very deep and prolong- 
ed discussion, are far more thorough and far more practical 
in nature than those which now exist, and that they aim at 
requiring a student to have real rather than a book know- 
ledge of his subject. 

These Regulations have also been made so elastic, and 
they embrace so large a lield, and so many options are 
given to a student, that it is almost impossible to conceive 
that any one will be unable to find a (ioursc of instruction 
suited to his own particular wishes, though of course there 
are many so-called students in every country who would 
find an abscnct* of liard work and thoroughness to be the 
most suitable course of study for them. 

I may again jwrbaps illustrate the fact that our new 
courses are more practical and more thorough than the old 
by taking up tlic Science Regulations as framed by the 
Committee dealing with the ^Science Degrees. 

In these it is provided that Science may even be taken 
up by candidates at the Matriculation stage, but it is also 
provided that no School can send up a student in Science 
unless it satisfies the University, as the result of an expert 
inspection, that the School can teach and is teaching that 
Science properly and efficiently. 

The Regulations for our Intermediate or F. A*. Exami« 
nation are so framed that if a student wishes to take up 
Science as a part of his study, it must be again certified 
as the result of an expert inspection that the College 
sending up the student has all the necessary appliances 
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and staff for teaching its students practically, and that the 
individual student sent up for examination has actually 
satisf^torily performed the practical course of work as laid 
down for him by the University. 

Above the Intermediate stage all students taking^ up 
Science have to be thoroughly examined in practical work by 
the University Examiners, and when the standard of the 
M. Sc. Examination is reached, the student will not only 
be tested thoroughly in his practical knowledge at the time 
of his examination, but also Ihc vvdiole of his practical work 
during the time of preparation for his examination at his 
College will be considered by the Examiner, and credit 
given for such work. In one examination for the M. Sc. 
Degree, indeed, if nny sfiident can produce any small piece 
of practical original work, he will be (»x(*iised from a part 
of the theorcti(*al examination ordinarily required from 
such a student. 

Finally for the D. Sc. Examination, the test for ad- 
mission will be the production of a piece of practical 
original work, and the success of the candidate will 
depend entirely on the quality of such original work. This 
is a most satisfactory test. 

Comparing the proposed new Regulations in Science 
with those now existing, as a scientist myself, and as a 
firm believer in the advantage of practical scientific study 
in the advance of a country, 1 can safely assert we are 
proposing to make a most satisfactory advance in our 
courses in Science, and if such regulations arc carrial, I 
shall be content to retire from my lifers work in India with 
the hope that there is a good future for scientific study in 
the Calcutta University, 

I have however said that these are the proposed new 
Regulations and not the accepted ones, and on this aspect 
I should like to say a few words. 

Rather more than a year ago numerous Committees 
of the Senate were formed which were believed to be 
as thoroughly representative and as truly expert in 
knowledge as it was possible to find among its 
members. Each Committee took its own section of work 
in which it had expert knowledge, one dealing with Arts, 
one with Science, one with Law, one with Medicine and 
soon, 
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These Committees have been working with a devotion 
for which I liave reason to beyeve, there has scarcely been 
a parallel in the history of the^ University. One Committee, 
for instance, has sat once a week and sometimes more fre- 
quently than this for more than a year, excluding of course 
vacation time. The work of these Committees has been 
vigorously pushed on with a result that certain sets of 
rules and syllabuses have been framed and pi‘actically a 
complete set of llegulations is now ready. 

I have as Vice-Chancellor to tender to the numerous 
members of the various Committees my warmest tlianks 
iirst as representing the University itself and secondly 
as an individual, for their iiiiwearied labours for the 
advance of University Education. 

These gentlemen have t'xhibited a self-sacrifieing 
devotion to work and an expert knowledge of education 
which deserve the warmest pmise and should meet with 
the fullest recoguitioii from all interested in education. 
As must happen in all such ceases, when working with 
small and large Committees a certain amount of time has 
sometimes been spent rather unprodtably, but on the whole 
the work has been carried on satisfaetr)rily with every 
desire to do good and thorough woik. 

After very long discussion, sometimes extending a 
coiijde of days or more on a single* ])oint, many questions 
could only be decided on in the form of a compromise 
between the views of ardent reformers on the one hand 
and of those content with lower ideals on the other. Such 
compromises though unavoidable in tlie practical carrying 
out of work, please neither of the opposing parties, 
though on the other hand they arc usually found to be 
workable in practice and frequently yield much better 
results than might be expected. But in the case 1 am 
dealing with, though an agreement had been arrived at in 
our own committees constituted so as to be representative of 
all parties and views, the work of these Committees has in all 
cases to run the gauntlet of one or sometimes two bodies 
each in turn larger than the large Committees which have 
been sitting. 

The experience so far is that what has happened in the 
initial or committee stage may happen iu the second stage, 
and again in the third and final stage. Facts and 
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minute details in connection with abstruse subjects which 
can only be properly judged of by experts are sometimes 
made the question of a kind bf party discussion, are not 
judged on their intrinsic merits and are criticised by those 
who are certainly not experts in such subjects. 

Such conditions make progress and reform ^o slow and 
so greatly delayed, that it is no wonder those who are 
ardent for reform become impatient. • 

I am afraid time will not allow me to contrast the 
nature of the work and the general condition of our College 
students during the thirty years 1 have known them, in the 
way I have examined the changes in our University work. 
I should however like lo say just a few words in this 
connexion. 

I am (jonvinced that a large number of our students 
are at the present time working to a very much higher 
standard of learning than was the case thirty years ago. 
In most cases too this knowledge has been much more 
thoroughly ac<|uirod and assimilated. On the other hand 
this leaven of good students with really excellent acquire- 
ments and with great devotion to work is mixed up with 
a larger mass of students, whose acquirements are 
unsatisfactory, and whose methods of study are the reverse 
to thorough. In the process of lecturing and teaching 
and in practical work, this larger mass acts as a very 
serious drag on the good students with the result, that the 
exceptionally good students do not reach the high point 
their ability would entitle them to, while the average good 
students are so much handicapped in their work by the 
presence and influence of the inferior students that many 
of them fail to pass their examinations, when if they had 
had a better chance and had had more individual attention 
from their Professors, they would have been certain to 
pass. 

I am sure every Principal and Professor of a College 
will bear me out in this fact and I must request each such 
individual to ask himself i% it right or is it fair to good 
average students to have in a class a large proportion of 
students who are quite unfit to go through a University 
course. I would also ask is it right to have mi exceedingly 
large number of pupils of any kind in a single class where 
they cannot get any* individual attention. To get real 
improvement in our University results we must see that 
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the students we are teaching are such lihat they will 
respond to our efforts. We also must see that the number 
of our teachers is sufficient fbr the number of students to 
be taught. 

The present Entrance Examination with its low 
standard has. certainly not given us students in our College 
classes all of whom or even half of whom are really fit to 
go through a good University Course. Further to put 
one Professor in charge of a class of 100, 150 or 200 
students and to ask the Professor to sui)ervise the work of 
all such students is to set him an impossible task. 

I am convinced that the Bengali student with proj)ev 
courses and proper attention and with a sufficiently strong 
instructive staff will give us as many graduates of tlu 
highest possible typo as we can possibly wish for. Thei i* 
will be no lack in numbers. I can also see personally j* 
very distinct raising of the standard of intellectual 
acquirement and character during the time I have worked 
in India, and as time goes on 1 am sure the standard of 
education will continue to rise. 

On the other hand I am sorry to say I cannot see any 
improvement with respect to discipline but rather the 
reverse, and I certainly do not consider the general 
discipline of our students anything like as good as it was 
•*10 years ago. 

I would appeal to every student of the University to 
imitate the Indian students of former times when the 
relation of a student to his Guru was that of a son to his 
father and when implicit obedience to authority was one 
of the cardinal virtues. If a young man has disciplineil 
himself sufficiently to become a self-respecting, law-abiding 
unit, obedient to every wish or command of lawful 
authority in the way of parents, professors or teachers and 
also to all persons older and more .experienced than himself, 
he is at once a credit to his College and to the University 
to which he belongs. Such a student will be sure to be 
successful in his work generally, and when he passes into 
the actual struggle of life the same qualities which made 
him a good student will also make him a good teacher or 
a good merchant or a good master in his own house-hold. 
Discipline is an essential part of good education and it 
cannot be divorced from it.

I have little more to say though I cannot sit down 
withotit a few words of farewell. For thirty years I have 
been very intimately connected with the working of this 
University, and for more than this period I have been still 
more intimately connected with its students. I have also 
as you know had much to do for many years with the 
education given in Bengal outside this University from the 
primary stage upwards. I know I am accused of having 
made , too many changes in the general system of education 
and in the methods of working it. It is said that many 
of these changes are revolutionary and it may be true 
that such changes have been effected in almost every 
branch of education. If these are faults I admit them 
freely. 

I have also made numerous Indian friends, many of 
whom belong to this University while still many more are 
outside it and whose friendship I shall hope to carry with 
me in my retirement to the old country. I hope that every 
such friend and every one of the thousands of students who 
have come in personal contact with me and every, one in 
Bengal intcresteil in education, will believe that my sole 
aim, object and wish has been to help good sound education 
and discipline in Bengal, and to help every one from the 
highest to tlic lowest so far as has been in my power to 
b(»coine a better educated man, and a man better fitted to 
raise himself and his neighbours than had been possible 
und(‘,r older arrangements and older systems. 

Time alone can show whether this wish and intention 
will be realized. 

To make any system of education a success, it however 
rccjuires the co-operation of all who are in any way in touch 
with the work. It requires that students, teachers and 
professors should all unite in striving to attain the highest 
ideal in education. It requires that those in authority who 
arc arranging the various courses of study shall be in full 
sympathy with the highest ideals of educational work and 
sliall arrange the courses of study so as to provide Bengal 
with men who are capable "of mising the standard of its 
people in every branch of knowledge and work, and of 
developing the resources of the country and making it 
happy, prosperous and progpressive. 

I appeal to all fi'oni Senator to student to take this as 
their ideal, and if such is done I am sure the future of the 
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Calcutta University will be a bright one, and that it will 
in time take its place as one of the leading Universities 
in the eastern hemisphere. < 

In conclusion I would say I can only fervently hoj^ 
that in my retirement 1 shall see the abundant fulfilment 
of this ideal. 


APPENDIX. 

Notes regarding the Fellows of the Calcutta Universitg 
who have died or retired during the gear. 

Losses by Death. 

Sir Baba Khem Singh Bedi, k.c.i.k., was appointed 
Fellow of this University in 1876. He was a man of groat 
personal influence and was always anxious to do his best 
to ameliorate the condition of the people of the Panjab. 
He was a staunch and loyal supporter of Government and 
at the same time an ardent lover of his country and its 
institutions. He always took a keen interest in matters 
relating to education. 

Maulavi Abul Khair Muhammad Siddiq, m.a., was 
one of the oldest Mahomedaii graduates of this University 
and was a sound Arabic and Persian Scholar. As an 
Examiner and as a senior Member oi the Board of Studies 
in Arabic, Persian and Urdu he rendered valuable help to 
the University. In recognition of his eminent services 
as a Professor of Arabic and Persian the Government was 
pleased to confer on him the title of Shams ul-Ulama. He 
was appointed a Fellow in 1884. 

Babu Pratapchaiidra Majumdar was born in 1810, his 
family being closely related to that of the late Babu Kesab 
Chandra Sen, the gicat Brahmo leader. He was educated 
at a pdthsdld at Garifa, and was sobsiiquently sent to the 
Hughli College where he studied for about a year. He 
then came to Calcutta and his education was continued 
first at the Hare School and then at the Presidency College, 
which he left in 1859. It was a time of great social and 
religious unrest. Western knowledge and western culture 
were giving rise to new doctrines and practices which the 
orthodox Hindus viewed with alarm and which threatened 
to bring about a social revolution. Babu Pratapchaiidra 
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Majumdar was one of the group of young men who 
threw themselves into the excitement of the time. He 
followed the leadership of it^esab Chandra Sen who was 
then just entering upon the activities which marked his 
brilliant early manhood. Pratap was a strong supporter 
of Kesab Chandra in his endeavours to introduce the rt* 
marriage of widows and was also his co-adjutor in his 
Evening School Scheme and in various other enterprizes. 
He was for many years a most prominent associate of 
Kesab Chandra Sen^s in missionary, educational and 
journalistic work. In 1874 Babii Emtapchandra spent 
some months in England and paid a second visit in 188.3 
when he crossed to America. He was accepted in the 
West as the most authoritative exponent of Indian Theism. 
He was appointed a Fellow in 1889 and was attached to 
the Faculty of Arts. 

Mr. llajnarain Mitra^ ll m., joinefl the Calcutta bar 
in 1877. In the profession he was a man of highest 
capacity and honour and posses«>ed great independence of 
character. He was appointed Fellow in 1898 and was 
attached to the Faculty of Law of which he was President 
in 190a. 

Tlie Hon^ble Babu Saligram Singh, b.l., was one of 
the best known pleaders of the Calcutta High Court and 
was a Member of the Bengal Legislative Council. He 
rose very high in the profession. As a public man, he did 
much good to his country specially for Behar. He was 
held ill high esteem by all who knew him. He was 
appointed a Fellow in 1899 and was attached to the 
Faculties of Arts and Law. 

Rbtieed. 

Licut.-Col. 0. H. Joubert, m.b., i.m.s.. joined the Indian 
Medical Service in 1872 knd was in Military employ until 
1874. After officiating for some time as Health Officer 
for Calcutta and Offg. Sanitary; Commissioner of Ben^I, 
he was appointed a Professor in the Calcutta Medical 
College in 1890. In 1900 he was transferred to Lahore 
as Principal Medical Officer and in ] 902 he was appointed 
Inspector-General of Oi^il Hospitals, United Pi-ovinces of 
Agi-a and Oudh. He was appointed a Fellow in 1893 and 
was President of the Faculty of Medicine in 1899.

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Mr. D. B. Horn, c.i.e., if.c.H., m.i.c.e., came out in 1874 
and was employed on Irri^tion Works in Bengal. After 
serving in various capacities in the Public Works Depart- 
ment he was made Niiperintonding Engineer in 1896. 
In 1902 he was appointed a Member of the Bengal 
•iiiegislative , Council and Chief Engineer and Secretary^ 
Public Works Department, Government of Bengal. In 
lecognition of his eminent services to the State, the 
Government conferred on him the distinction of C.l, E. 
He was appointed a fellow in 1895 and was President of the 
Faculty of Engineering in 1904. 

Mr. C. W. Bolton, c.s.i. came out to India in 1872. 
After serving in various capacities he was appointed Chief 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal in 1896, when in 
recognition of his valuable services to the State, the 
distinction of C.S.I. w^as conferred on him. In 1900 Mr. 
Bolton was ap|)ointed a Member of the Board of Revenue 
and an additional Member of the Viceroy^s liCgislative 
Council. He was appointed a Fellow of this University 
in 1896. 

Mr. A. 0. Edwards, m.a., Bar-at-Law, was educated at 
Haileybury and Lincoln College, Oxford. He joined the 
Indian Educational Service in 1878, and served as Professor, 
Presidency College, Calcutta, Principal, Rajshahi College, 
Principal, Dacca College, Principal, Patna College, and 
Prineijjal, Presidency College. He was Registrar of the 
Calcutta University from 1899-1902, and also acted as 
Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, from May to 
August,. 1903. . Mr, Edwards was appointed a Fellow of 
this University in 1887 and was. for some time President 
of the Board of Studies in English and a Representative 
of the Faculty of Arts on the Syndicate. 

Lieut-Col. G. S. A. Ranking, m.d., i.m.s., joined the 
Indian Medical Service in 1875, and was Secretary to the 
Board of Examiners from 1894 to the time of his retirement 
in 1905. He is author of a Guide to Hindustani for 
Military Medical Officers, and of a work on Arnbic aAd 
Persian Prosody, &c. He" was appointed Fellow in 1895 
and was attached to the Faculties of Arts and Medicine. 

Oohfi.H. Browne, c.i.K., m.d., i.m.s., joined the Indian 
Medical SeiVice in 1874, and wa§ employed in Military 
jduty .in Afganisthan in 1878. After serving in various 
eai)ackiea he was appointed Principal, Lahore Medical 
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College, ill 1889, and Ilo.iorary S.irgeon to tlie Viceroy in 
1894. He was made C.I.E. in 1896, Inspector-General 
of Civil Hospitals, Bengal, in 1903, and fellow, Calcutta 
University, in 1905. 

Lieut -Col. J. Lcwtas, t.u.s., joined the Indian Medical 
Service in 1875, and was Professor in the Calcutta Medic^il 
College from 1900 up to the time of his retirement in 1905. 
He was appointed Fellow in 1905. . 

The Vice-Chancellor then declared the Convo- 
cation closed, and the procession left the Hall in the 
same order in which it entered.

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598. I)r. P. K. Ray proposed that in the second 
line of page 3, the word ‘prose ’ be omitted. 

The proposal was seconded by Rev. Mr. Wann, 
and was carried, 15 voting for and 4 against. 

599. Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that from the list of 

Languages on page 3, the following be omittfed — Bengali, 
Uriya, Hindi, Urdu, Burmese and Assamese. , 

After reading an extract from the Times in support 
of the study of Sanskrit, he said that although at the 
previous discussion in the Faculty on the subject of 
encouraging the study of classical languages the voting 
had been against his views, he desired to re-iterate his 
opinions.' There would be no shame in members 
changing their views after hearing what he had just 
read. 

A point of order was raised whether the question 
had not been already settled by the Faculty, but it was 
ruled that the proposal was in order because all the 
vernaculars had not been excluded from the list. 

The proposal was seconded by Mahamahopadhyay 
Haraprasad Sastri. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee and Mr. N. N. Ghose 
thought the proposal of doubtful relevancy, and said it 
was hardly fair to raise the old question of vernacular 
versus classical languages after it had been thrashed out 
in Committee. 

In reply Mr. G. C. Bose pointed out that in our 
system of Examination, Sanskrit had no place as a 
compulsory language ; and that the only place where 
it could be made compulsory was in the Matriculation 
Examination. 

The proposal M'as lost, 6 voting for and 19 against. 

600. Mr, Russell p.roposed, and Mr. G. C. Bose 
seconded, that candidates intending to take the Science 
Course can qualify themselves by passing in any of the 
aibove languages ; but only <11080 who pass in Greek, 
Latin, Arabic, Persian, Sanskrit or Pali shall be qualified 
to proceed to tlie Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

After a discussion in which Rev. Mr. .Wann sup- 
ported, and Father Lafont, Mr. N. N. Ghose, I^. 
P. K. Ray, Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, Sir Gooroo 
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Dass Banetjee and Mr. Justice Mooketjee opposed the 
proposal, it was lost, 7 voting for and 19 agaiftst. 

601. Mr. Justice Mool^erjee proposed that Marathi 
be added to the list of Languages after Uriya. He said it 
was the vernacular most common in Sambalpur which 
had recently, been added to this Province. 

The proposal was seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, 
Bahadur, and was carried. 

602. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that in Regu- 
lation 8, on page 3, the second sentence in the paragraph 
following the enumeration of the Second Languages, be 
made a new paragraph ; that the words^ “ when 
necessary ” be inserted after the word “ recommended ” 
and that the words “ in the different subjects ” be added 
at the end of the sentence. 

Seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur. 

Mr. Russell thought it would be better if the 
sentence were omitted altogether, but the proposal was 
carried. 

603. Mr. Percival proposed that in para 3, after the 
words “ British Historj^ ’ the following words be 
added : — “ Indian History shall include the administra- 
tion of India and Progress of the country under British 
Rule.” 

The proposal was seconded by Mahamahopadhyay 
Haraprasad Sastri and was carried without discussion. 

, 604. Rev. Mr. Gee proposed that in para 4, the fol- 
lowing words be added after the word “English” : — “but 
subjects for original composition in English shall be 
given as an alternative to the translation of these 
passages”: and that the other regulations be altered 
accordingly. 

He ‘ thought a student should be allowed to give up 
his vernacular if he wished fo do so in favour of the 
study of English. It was said to be an excellent method 
of teaching English to translate from a vernacular. He 
thought this quite wrong. To teach English on a 
rational system the student should be got away from 
his vernacular and, if possible, beanade to think as well 
as speak and write in English. 
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Mr. A. Chaudhuri seconded the pri^sal. He said 
some Bengali boys who went to St. Xavier’s College, 
would have difficulty in passing the Entrance 
Examination if they were required to show knowledge 
of a vernacular. 

Mr. Russell and Babu Debaprasad * Sarbadhikari 
opposed the motion as it amounted to making a special 
provision in the Examination for students whdse 
vernacular is English and for Bengalis who had deserted 
their vernacular. A very strong reason against the 
proposal is that translation from a vernacular is the best 
w'ay of finding out whether passing the Examination is 
by cramming or not. Any departure from the general 
principle should be opposed. 

Rev. Mr. Wann spoke against the motion. He 
thought they ought not to put a premium on a boy 
deserting his own vernacular. If a student gave too 
much attention to English to the exclusion of the 
vernacular, one part of the paper might be better done 
but the translation would be worse. 

The proposal failed, 6 voting for and 21 against. 

605. Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that paragraph 4 
should be amended as follows : — 

The second paper in English at the Matriculation 
lixamination shall include ])assages in English to be 
translated into one of the following Indian Vernaculars 
and passages in one of the Indian Vernaculars for 
translation into English. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Russell. 

Mr. Jackson thought it most important that English 
and Indian candidates^ should not be treated differently. 

” Mr. Justice Mookeijee said there would be no hard- 
ship to English students. Epglish was a second language 
to the Indian student, the vernacular would be a second 
language to the English student. On the principle of 
compensation the English student should be required 
to pass in a vernacular. 

The proposal was carried, 18 voting for and 3 against. 
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606. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that in Regu- 
lation 8 page 3, at the end of para 4, be added the words 
“provided that for candidates whose vernacular is 
English the paper shall include subjects for original 
composition in English." 

Father Lafont seconded the proposal, because unless 
this were carried an additional burden would be placed 
upon English speaking students. 

Rev. Mr. Gee said he thought the requirement of 
the study of a vernacular by English speaking students 
would hinder the student in his study of Latin and 
Greek. 

Mr. N. N. Ghose said the proposal went against 
some of the principles that had been accepted. It was 
the intention to impose an extra subject on some of the 
candidates. If Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee’s proposal was 
intended to supply an alternative method of testing the 
candidates’ knowledge he thought it too narrow. There 
were other ways of testing the knowledge of the 
students. 

After it was decided to leave out the word original 
in the last line of the proposal, it was put to the vote 
and lost, 12 voting for and 13 against. 

It was then decided that the list of languages should 
remain the same as before with the exception of 
Gujarathi, Telugu and Tamil which were omitted. 

The foot-note as in the present Regulations is to be 
retained. 

607. Mr. Russell proposed that paragraph 6 berin- 
ning “ The second paper in an Oriental Language’^ be 
omitted. 

Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri seconded the 
proposal w'hich was carried by 10 .votes to 5. 

608. Mr. Russell then proposed the amendment of 
which he had given notice on January 31st. 

That the minimum number of marks required for 
passing should be at least : — 

40 % in the aggregate 
40 % in English 
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30 % in every other subject (provided that in 
order to pass in the second language it should be neces- 
sary to obtain pass marks* in unseen translation and 
composition). 

He said the Regulation embodying the views of the 
Committee on that matter had been arriVed at as a 
compromise, and he could not allow it to pass without 
protest. If they succeeded in passing a satisfactory set 
of Regulations, the result would be that the standard 
would be made more easy to some and more difficult to 
others. More easy for those who had received sound 
education ; more difficult for those who had been 
educated on a system of cram. The more thorough we 
were, the better would be the grounding with which 
the students would commence their academic careers. 
The Examination in the past had been pretentions and 
superficial. The standard of passing had been too low. 
One remedy, amongst others, for that state of afi^irs 
would be to make the courses easier and the standard of 
passing more difficult. If they did not agree to some 
such proposal as he put forward, they would be stultify- 
ing themselves after the two previous resolutions. 

Father Lafout seconded the resolution. 

It was decided to discuss the part of the resolution 
dealing with the percentages first ; and the part within 
brackets afterwards. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee opposed the proposal. He 
said it was not to be understood that he was satisfied 
with low ideals. His ideal was just as high, he thought, 
in some respects higher than the ideal of the proposer. 
The recommendation of the Committee was to have 
36 % in English. Assuming that the Committee’s 
syllabus was satisfactory, the percentage of the Com- 
mittee was only somewhat lower than that of the 
proposal.^ They had not said that the candidates 
were to be kept down to that standard. The marks 
gmned by any particular candidate would not be lowered 
by the standard. But if a lower syllabus were introduc- 
ed with a higher standard the range of study of every 
student would be curtailed because they, would not 
read outside the limits *of the syllabus. Good students 
would fere better with the higher syllabus.

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Mr. Justice Mookeijee proposed that the Meeting 
adjourn to Thursday, at 4-45 P. M.

609. Lt.-CoI. Harris proposed that the following be 
added to the Regulations : — 

“ Practical Course in Botany. 

Candidates must be prepared to examine microscopi- 
cally, to dissect and to describe specimens or parts of 
the plants in the foregoing syllabus ” and that a rider 
be added stating that the course will take effect from 
such date as the S)'ndicate may decide. 

The proposal was seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, 
Bahadur. 

Mr. Mahalanabis proposed that the rider be omitted. 
He said this rider was not given anywhere else and 
he saw no reason why the concession should be given 
them. They were not legislating for any particular 
class or any particular institution. Botany had been 
taught in the Medical College with complete indifference 
as regards practical work. 

Mr. Bruhl seconded the amendment. He thought , 
it would be much better, to omit some portion of the 
theoretical corurse rather than neglect practical work. 

The amendment was carried, 13 voting for and ii 
against. 

The original motion, without the rider, was then 
put to the meeting and was carried unanimously.

Mr. V. H. Jackson proposed that after the words 
"as follows : — ” the following clause be inserted : — 

" (i^ Candidates who have passed the Intermediate 
B.Sc. Examination shall be exempted from a further 
Examination in Theoretical Chemistry and Physics.” 

Father Lafont seconded the amendment, which 
was accepted by Lt.-Col. Harris. 

Regulation lo with the new paragraph as proposed 
by Mr. Jackson, and with the words " Bachelors of 
Science” replacing the word "candidates” in the 
original first paragraph was unanimously accepted. 

Lt."Col. Harris proposed that Regulation ii 
ending with the words " Organic Chemistry ” be 
adopted. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded. 

Mr. Mahalanabis, seconded by Mr. .G. C. Bose, 
proposed the name Intermediate Examination in 
Medicine ” instead of “ First M.B. Examination.” 
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Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari was in l^vour of the change 
and Rai Debendranath Ray, Bahadur, Dr. Upendranath 
Brahmachari, Mr. P. B. Mukeijee and Rev. Mr. Wann 
were against the change. 

The amendment was lost 9 voting for and 1 1 against. 

Regulation ii was then adopted. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed that the Regulations from 
*12 onwards to the middle of page 25 ending with the 
words “ reported to the University ’’ be adopted. 

Rai Debendranath Ray, Bahadu •, seconded. 

Mr. Justice Mookerjee proposed that paras 18 on 
page 17 and 28 on page 25 be omitted. He pointed out 
that they dealt with College Examinations, a matter of 
College routine which should not be included in the 
University Regulations. 

Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari seconded the amendment, 
which was carried. 

The original proposal, omitting the two paragraphs, 
was then carried. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed the adoption of the Regula- 
tions dealing with the “ Examination for Honours.’” 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded the proposal 
which was carried unanimously. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed the adoption of the Regu- 
lations dealing with the degree of “ Doctor of Medicine” 
up to the w'ord “ respectability " on page 28. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded. 

Mr. Justice Mookerjee proposed that " shall ” be 
substituted for “ may ” after the words “ a candidate for 
the M.D. degree.” 

Dr. Upendranath Brahmachari seconded the amend- 
ment which was carried. 

Mr. Bruhl’s proposal that the wording of para 1 
be altered to "the approximate date to be notified” 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Jackson proposed that the words "one hundred” 
be substituted for the word " fifty" after " A fee of' in 
the first line and " a like fee or towards the close of 
para 4. 
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The reason for the proposed change was stated to be 
that it would make the Regulations uniform in that 
respect with those for the degrees of Doctor of Law, 
and Doctor of Science. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the pro- 
posal which was carried, 19 voting for and 9 ^igainst. 

The original proposal with the necessary verbal 
alterations was then agreed to. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed the adoption of the Regu- 
lations dealing wi^h the degree of Master of Surgery. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded. 

The proposal was carried after changes similar to 
those made in the case of the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine had been agreed to. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed the adoption of the Regu- 
lations relating to the degree of Master of Obstetrics up 
to the word '' respectability” on page 3. 

Rai Clumilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded. 

The Regulations were adopted with the same 
changes as in the case of the previous degrees. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed the adoption of the Regu- 
lations dealing with the diploma of Public Health up 
to the end of page 8. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded. 

The Regulations were adopted after verbal changes 
as before but with no change of fee. 

Lt.-Col. Harris proposed that Appendices A and B ' 
be adopted with the changes necessary owing to the 
increase of fees. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded the proposal 
which T^as agreed to. . 

Mr. Justice Mookerjee proposed that paragraph 17 
on page 5 of the Rules for Examinations be transferred 
to page 25 of the Regulations in place of para 28. 

The proposal was seconded by Sir Gooroo Dass 
Baneijee and was agreed to after changes had been 
made in the allotitient of marks in Botany and 
Zoology. 
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Dr. Kedarnath Das proposed that paragraph i8 of 
the Rules be transferred to the Regulations. 

Mr. Justice Mookeijee ^conded the proposal. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee questioned the necessity 
of introducing a declaration where the recipient was 
to give an undertaking not to advertise or employ any 
other unbecoming method of obtaining practice or allow 
his liame to be connected with any one who so acted or 
who was engaged in any discreditable kind of medical 
work. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee pointed out that the 
Regulations already provided a condition that none but 
persons of good moral character and respectability were 
to be admitted into the profession. To introduce such 
a declaration now was not only unnecessary ; but 
served to cast a slur on recipients of the degree, inas- 
much as it went to show that these recipients were not 
what they were represented to be. 

Lt.-Col. Harris observed that he was not quite 
certain as to the adoption of this measure, which he 
agreed was unnecessary ; but he took e.xception to the 
terra sliu:” used by Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee. This 
was in vogue in England, and he himself had signed 
such a declaration. He did not think any harm was 
done by signing such a declaration. 

Father Lafont raised a point in connection with 
the wording in the concluding portion , of the pro- 
posed declaration. Expressions such as “unbecoming 
methods” and “discreditable kind of medical work,” 
might prevent those desirous of practising Homoeopathy 
and other modes of recognised treatment. From his own 
personal experience, he was quite prepared to show 
that Homoeopathy was far in advance of the times. 

Lt.-Col. Lukis observed that what was meant by 
the expressions referred to was quackery and such like 

g ractices and that Homoeopathy was not considered 
y any Doctor to be a discreditable kind of medical 
work. . 

After some further discussion, the proposal to 
transfer this form of declaration to the body of the 
Regulations was lost, 15 voting for alild 17 against. 

610. The Vice-Chancellor then brought forward for 
discussion the General Rules regulating the Residence 
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of Students in Hostels and Messes, in connection with 
a letter from the Government of Bengal which had 
been circulated. < 

Alter some discussion, during which an amendment 
by Mr. Jackson that the Rules be referred back to the 
Committee with all amendments and tl>e letter from 
Government for further discussion was negatived, Mr. 
Justice Mookeijee proposed adjournment' to Saturday, 
at 1 1 A.M., which was a^eed to.

612. Mr. Justice Mookerjee said it would be in tlje 
recollection of the meeting that a proposal by Mr. 4 
Russell relating to percentages was before the meeting. 
The discussion on that proposal would be continued. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee quoted figures giving the 
percentages of full marks gained by successful candi* 
dates in the Mathematical Tripos about thirty years ago 
in the different classes. These varied from 50 per cent, 
in the upper half of the first class to 15 per cent, in 
the lower half of the third class. 

Mr. Wann strongly supported Mr. Russell’s proposal. 
He said he was not going to compare Calcutta 
University with any other University, because the 
circumstances were necessarily different. The question 
in each case was how the marks were assessed. In some 
Universities they knew Examiners had a free hand to 
vary the marks according to circumstances, but here 
they gave full information regarding marks and they had 
to be precise. 

To make a satisfactory review of the conditions in 
this University they should first consider the degree 
Examination. There were roughly 400 graduates each 
year from perhaps 2000 candidates. What became of. 
tjie 80 per cent, who failed. They are the people who 
are called “ Failed B. A.’s.” Then go back to the F. A. 
Examination. At that stage one-third pass and two-thirds 
are rejected, so that of every fifteen who pass the 
Entrance Examination only one graduates. That showed 
that a very drastic revision is necessary and that the 
quidification at the Entrance Examination should be 
raised. • v 

The main object of the Entrance Examination is to 
find out whether a student can proceed to a higher 
Course of study. A&other object might be to find out 
whether Ife has acqu|rad a fair amount of general informa- 
tion sufficient to enable him to go on with the study 
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for a profession. For either of these purposes a high 
ualification was necessary in English. He \(a 3 
ecidedly of opinion that the percentage in English 
should be 40. He thought it should be higher than 30 
in Mathematics, but did not insist on it. There should 
be no excuse for letting through a candidate who was 
weak all round. The aggregate should be high. 

, The minimum limit of age in the new conditions 
would be 16, giving the student two more years at 
School and with so much more time he should gain 
higher marks than formerly. 

He was convinced that raising the standard at the 
Entrance Examination would do good to all and harm 
to none. 

Mr. Surendranath Banerjee said that with reference 
to the remarks which had fallen from the last speaker 
the important question was what was a reasonable 
standard. The Committee considered 36 per cent, a 
reasonable standard in English. Mr. Wann insisted on 
40 per cent. That was all the difference between them 
ana Mr. Wann — what could be considered a reasonable 
standard. 

Mr. G. C. Bose quoted the report of the Committee of 
the Senate appointed in 1901 to investigate the causes of 
the large number of failures in the B.A. Examina- 
tion of that year. He mentioned the names of the 
members of the Committee and pointed out that a 
number of the members were members of the Arts 
Committee which considered 36 per cent, in English a 
reasonable standard. He found amongst the recom- 
mendations of the former Committee one to the effect 
that the standard in English for the Entrance Examina- 
tion should be 40 per cent. He would himself raise the 
percentage to 50 per cent, because he considered the 
sifandard of difficulty had been lowered in several 
subjects. 

Geography had been made optional. Geometry was 
easier because of the new method of treatment. In 
Arithmetic subjects had been left out.

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Mr. N. N. Ghose could not agree with some of the 
previous speakers even as regards general principles. 
Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee had.pointed out 33 per cent, 
was sometimes adopted as <& standard at Oxford and 
Cambridge. Mr. Russell had said that was for the 
B. A. Pass Examination and that the standard in the 
Matriculation Examination at those Universities was 
as high as 50 per cent. He could not himself see why 
the standard should be so much higher at the Entrance 
stage. Nor could he understand w'hy an easy syllabus' 
with a high standard was better than a stiff syllabus 
Vr'ith a reasonable standard. It seemed to him that the 
Examinations held here were not always of a reasonable 
kind. He therefore agreed that when the system was 
unsatisfactory, raising the standard would have doubtful 
results. 

Mr. A. Chaudhuri speaking from his knowledge of 
Cambridge University siiid that at an English University • 
hardly any one ever failed who earnestly tried to pass. 
The ‘ little go ’ was much easier than our Examinations 
and from the point of view of scholarship our young 
men were much superior to those he had met in 
England. 

Dr. P. K. Ray thought it must be admitted that the 
system of fixing pass marks was arbitrary. A great 
deal depended on the Examiners. They might 
adopt 50 per cent, as the standard and if the Head 
Examiner made up his mind to be lenient many would 
pass. So they might make 30 per cent, the standard 
and if the Head Examiner were to be stiff many 
would fail. 

Siu Gooroo Dass Banerjee said the system should be 
a rational one. All that should be considered was 
whether a candidate was worthy to pass or not. 

It required more experience to set an Entrance paper 
than a more advanced paper. 

Babu Golapchandra Saikar, Sastri, said they should 
remember that English is not the mother tongue of the 
students. It was an unnatural ^stem to make English 
the medium of all instruction. The students were not at 
fault for large per|eqtage of failures, Colleges were at 
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The percentage of passes in his day was 50 % the 
B. A. There was nothing to account for the large 
number of failures of present day except the condition 
of the Colleges. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari had a few words to 
say with reference to the Report of the Committee 
quoted by Mr. G. C. Bose. A number of gentlemen 
had in that Report committed themselves to raising the 
standard in English to 40 %• 

Looking at the Report he found the conditions 
under which the percentage was to be raised were 
different from those proposed by the Committee of the 
Arts Faculty. He gave quotations from the Report 
in support of his contention. 

That condition of things was now rejected. Besides 
he had a difficulty in conceding 4o7o before he knew 
what the course would be. 

Dr. Ross thought the principle is what has to be 
decided, or whether there is to be a high standard in 
marking or not. A higher standard would raise the 
character of the teaching. 

Mr. Russell found some difficulty in replying to 
many of the arguments used against his proposaf because 
he could not see their relevancy. Others appeared to 
support his proposal. Mr. Chaudhuri had quoted 
Cambridge as having very few failures at the Entrance 
Examination. That the speaker held to show a good 
system of examining. In Responsions at Oxford the 
percentage was not definitely defined but from enquiries 
qe had made he found the standard in practice was not 
far off 50 7 o- No evidence of other percentages had 
been brought forward and he thought his statement was, 
therefore, not unworthy of evidence. He quoted an 
independent report by Mr. Stapleton in which the 
percentage was quoted as 50 7o* . 

A report of an American Board of Examiners 
dealing witli 26 Colleges yras quoted in which 60 7 o 
was regarded as the amount a candidate should get. 

The speaker entirely dissented from the view that 
by abolishing text-books the standard was raised. He 
held that thereby the standard was Jdlvered and quoted 
questions set in an English paper set in 1901 to show 
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how difficult the questions were as set under the text- 
book system. 

He pointed out that Covemment might follow the 
example of Germany and by introducing a School 
leaving Examination with conditions of a sufficiently 
drastic kind the University might as in Germany 
become strongly officialised. 

The Chairman said the question was one of funda- 
mental importance. He did not think it proper to put 
the proposal to the vote without comment on his part 
because the standard proposed by the Committee of the 
Faculty was in some measure due to his initiative. 
They should forget for a moment what is done in 
Foreign Universities and consider only the conditions 
in their own. His learned friends opposite could not 
see the difference between the students in this country 
and those in others. Here students had to learn 
through the medium of a foreign language and were, in 
consequence, in quite a different position from those who 
pursued their studies in their mother tongue. What he 
would ask would be the case if English boys were made 
to learn Spanish and all questions in their E.xamination 
were set and had to be answered in Spanish. What if 
they had to get 50 % to pass. To make any compari- 
son fair, let English here be taught as a second 
language and let answers in all other subjects be 
accepted in the vernacular. 

So long as the students in this country were 
compelled to study through the medium of a foreign 
language some consideration should be allowed. • 

He then analysed the standards and pointed out 
that the part of the proposal requiring 40 % in the 
aggregate had been lost sight of and that if a student fell 
below that in one subject he would have to make it up 
in another. 

It could not be said that they intended to keep to 
the old standard. The seheme of the Committee 
should be adopted and if it was found after a time, say 
ten years, that it was not satisfactory it might be 
amended. * 

The proposal u^sfthen put to the vote and was lost, 
9 voting for and 20 against. 
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613. Mr. Russell proposed that the Syllabuses should 
generally be put in as brief a compass as possible. 
They should contain nothing superfluous and should be 
minutely detailed, but should leave a certain scope for 
variety treatment. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Percival said the amendment raised an im- 
portant principle and should not be discussed at that 
late hour of the evening. 

The discussion Avas continued by Sir Gooroo Dass 
Baneijee who pointed out that the amendment was of 
importance because of the last clause. 

Mr. Jackson, Dr. Ross, Mr. Gee, Mr. Wann and Mr. 
Chaudhuri spoke briefly on the subject. 

The last clause being then withdrawn the amend- 
ment was carried unanimously, on the understanding 
that it would be treated as a principle for guidance in 
preparing the syllabuses, but woula not be included 
among the Regulations.

I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 1375 
of 26th February, 1906, submitting, for the information of the 
Government of India, a Resolution by the Senate relating to their 
request for the further extension of the period fixed for the prepara- 
tion of revised regulations under section 26 of the Indian Uni- 
versities Act, 1904^ 

2. In reply I am to explain that the Government of India 
have pronounced no decision in the matter but have merely com- 
municated to the Senate an interpretation of the law governing 
the subject which the Governoi'-General in Council is bound to 
accept as authoritative. In these circumstances the Government 
of India feel that they are precluded from adopting any course 
of action which would be inconsistent with the legal construction 
laid down by the Advocate- General.

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615. The meeting then proceeded to consider the 
draft Regulations relating to the Residence of Students in 
Hostels and Messes. , * 

Sir Gooroo Dass Bancijee proposed tliat the Senate 
do consider regulations i to 3 of the Regulations framed 
by the Committee appointed to draft rules relating to 
residence of students and that in the place of the 
remaining regulations relating to the subject, the follow- 
ing regulation be substituted : — 

“ Detailed rules relating to the recognition, manage- 
ment, and control of hostels and messes shall be made 
by the Syndicate with the sanction of the Senate from 
time to time as occasion requires." 

He said that they were boimd to proceed with the 
consideration of these rules and to frame some Regula- 
tions relating to the residence of students, because 
section 25, clause (;«) of the Indian Universities Act, 
1904, required that Regulations should be made for the 
resiuence and conduct of students. They had therefore — 
however much time might press and however much 
they might not like to face this troublesome question — 
to frame some rules. The first tliree rules related only 
to matters of very general principle. On the other 
hand the consideration of detailed rules must take 
time. Already there were 45 amendments and some 
more might crop up in the course of the discussion, 
and if they had to consider and dispose of all of them 
the extension of time given by Government up to the 
15 th April would be taken up with this question only. 
Moreover, as the matter was in the experimental stage 
it would not be desirable to consider the detailed rules 
now because they ;nlght commit themselves to a course 
of action which they might find reason to change. 

Mr. Russell seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Justice Mookeijee said that if they turned 
to section 21 of the Act, they would- find that a 
College applying for Affiliation was required to 
satisfy the University authorities tlut certain require- 
ments relating to the residence in the College or in 
lodgings approved by the College of students not resident 
with parents or guardians had been fulfilled. It appeared 
to him that by that proposal they were trying to get 
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round the Act. It was necessary tliat they should face 
the problem. 

Babtf Surendranath Ban^eijee thought there was 
no intention of evading the Act. The first three rules 
which they proposed to consider supplied the principles 
which should.underlie the general control and the details 
might be left to the Syndicate to fill in. 

‘Father Lafont thought they were not trying to 
evade the duty, but to evade the trying task of settling 
^e details. 

Dr. P. K. Ray agreed with the previous speakers. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra was unable to appre- 
ciate the legal argument of Mr. Justice Mookeijee. He 
asked if it was possible at a meeting like that of the 
Senate to enter into all the circumstances which it 
would be necessary to consider before rules could 
be made sufficiently precise, and elastic enough 
to meet all the varied circumstances of Colleges in 
Bengal. The rules should be framed by a body 
subordinate to the Senate. 

Dr. Ross said he would like to know if the position 
of students would be affected by what the Senate 
would do that day. If not, he would vote for Sir 
Gooroo Dass Baneijee’s proposal. 

Mr. James thought they were going back to the 
proposal that the Syndicate should draft all the 
Regulations. That duty was afterwards relegated to 
Committees and he would point out that the present 
"'propoKil was at least as unobjectionable as the original 
proposal. 

The proposal was then voted on and carried by 19 
to 2. 

Mr. Russell was allowed to wij^hdraw the amendment 
of which he had given notice. 

On Mr. Wheeler's proposal Regulation 2 was consi* 
dered first. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that in 
Rule 2 after the word “College” in the* first line be added 
the words “and preparing for University Examinations.” 

The ^oposal was seconded by Dr. Nilratan Sarkar. 
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Mr. Russell thought the amendment would prevent 
the residence in hostels of students other than those 
who were preparing for Univpsity Examinations. 

Mr. Gee and Mr. Macdonell opposed the motion 
because there were students in the hostels under their 
charge who would have to be e.xcluded jmder the 
amended rule, iji., students studying divinity at Bishop’s 
College and Commercial students at the Presidency, 
College. 

The amendment was carried by 20 votes to 4 on 
the understanding that the University would not inter- 
fere with the College authorities if they allowed students 
other than University students to live in the hostels. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that in 
Ride 2, the two following additions be made to the 
classes of students to whom the ride shall not apply : — 

“(a) private tutors residing with their pupils. 

(Jy) boarders at charitable boarding establishments.” 

Babu Hermnbachandra Maitra seconded the proposal. 
He said he might perhaps explain as member of a staff 
of a College that many students belong to that respect- 
able but unhappy class of charitable boarders. They 
take their meals in one house and sleep in another. 

Mr. Russell was not quite sure he understood the 
object of the amendment, but he thought it unnecessary. 
The superintendents of these charitable institutions 
might be taken as guardians of the students. 

Babu Surendranath Banerjee thought the amendment 
necessary and mentioned a case of a charitable boatding 
house at which there were 60 inmates. It would not ^ 
be possible to ask the proprietors to take the responsibi- 
lity of being guardians of these sixty students. 

Mr. Wheeler feared from the arguments put 
forward by the last speaker that the amendment would 
be mischievous. Indigence would become a reason for 
exempting students from discipline. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee said he would make an 
appeal to his friends.at^ tnisericordiam. It was said that 
if this amendment were carried a check on the behaviour 
of that class of students would be lost, biit he would 
point out that poverty is a more effective check than 
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guardians or rules. The chastening effect of poverty 
was known to all. Besides they would be under the 
authority of the College ai^thorities. 

Mr. Ratclifife spoke neither in favour of, nor against 
the amendment. He thought if it were not accepted 
a serious .injustice would be done to the very poor 
student. They could not pass rules which would put 
. the University in opposition to the poor student. 

Mr. James said they seemed to be losing sight of 
the object of the Regulation that every student would 
be under some sort of supervision. If the large body 
of students to which reference had been made were 
relieved from control, it would stultify that general 
regulation. 

Dr. Ross suggested as advisable the definition of 
the term, charitable boarding house. 

Dr. Ray asked if it w'ould be impossible to ^nd some 
one who would be superintendent of these charitable 
houses. 

Mr, Justice Geidt suggested that if they were classed 
as hostels, the amendment would be unnecessary. 

Mr. Briihl said he could not understand how those 
gentlemen who maintained charitable boarding houses 
could not arrange for their supervision. The cost would 
be Rs. 20 a month or thereabout. 

Mr. Wann w'as of opinion that the superintendent 
ought to be where the students slept. 

The proposals were then put to the vote separately. 

(a) was carried by i6 votes to 9, 

( 4 ) was carried by 19 votes to 5, with the addition 

of the words “approved by the Students’ Residence 

Committee” after the word “establishments." 

• 

Mr. Russell proposed that in para 3 of Rule 2 after 
the wgrd “concerned” .be added “subject to the 
sanction of the Students' Residence Committee. ” 

The proposal was seconded by Maulavi Serajul 
Islam. 

Mr. S.‘ N. Baneijee opposed th'e amendments. He,^ 
fought they ought to leave the responsibility to the ' 
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Principals of Colleges who should be trusted to make 
satisfactory arrangements. 

Babu Heranibachandra Mhitra, Father Lafont, Mr. 
James and Dr. P. K. Ray were in agreement with the 
previous speaker. After some discussion regarding a 
variation of the wording of the amendment proposed 
by the Vice-Chancellor, the amendment was put to the 
vote and was lost, 6 voting for and 23 against. 

Mr. Russell then proposed that in para 4 of Rule 2 
after the word "requires’^ be added the words “reporting 
his action in each case to the Students' Residence 
Committee.” 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Gee and was 
carried, 15 voting for and none against. 

The Regulation as amended was then adopted. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed and Babu 
Herambachandra Maitra seconded, that in Rule i of 
the Draft, now Rule 2, the words “ On the recom- 
mendation of the Syndicate” be omitted. 

The proposal was carried by 15 votes to 7. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that after the 
words “a Committee of five Fellows” “not less than 
three of whom must be Indians” be inserted. 

He said that in moving such an amendment he 
might be suspected of striking a jarring note of discord 
in raising the race question. If the amendment had 
been open to objection on that ground he would have 
been the last person to propose it. He yielded to none 
in adherence to the principle that there should be no 
disturbance within the temple of learning. 

The questions which the Students’ Residence 
Committee would often have to dispose of would relate 
to the social practices of ^the students. Proper dealing 
with such matters must necessarily require some 
knowledge of those habits and practices. There, at any 
rate, a preponderance of ihembers possessing that 
knowledge should be allowed and he was sure the 
arrangement would, not v'ork prejudicially to the 
intetests of discipline. 

The Rev. Father ‘Lafont seconded the proposal. 
He said he did so with some haste because he though^ 
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this was a proposal which should be seconded bjr some 
one who was not an Indian. From his long residence 
in India he was convinced 'of the justice of Sir Gooroo 
Dass Baneijee’s remarks. He considered the two 
European members would have frequently to differ 
from the ethers and in such a case he thought it would 
be a misfortune if they went against the customs and 
•practices of the students. 

The proposal was carried. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that before 
the word “who” in the second line the following 
words be inserted “ not less than three of which 
members shall be Principals or Professors of three 
different Colleges. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded the proposal. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, Dr. P. K. Ray, Father 
Lafont, Mr. Wann and Mr. Russell opposed it because 
it was superfluous, would restrict the freedom of the 
Senate and, being bad in principle, would work 
unsatisfactorily. 

The amendment was lost, lo voting for and 15 
against. 

Mr. Justice Mookeijee proposed that tlie following 
be added to para i of the Rules : — “ The proceedings of 
the Committee shall be submitted every month to the 
Syndicate for confirmation, and the Syndicate may 
revise or modify the decision of the Committee upon 
any question, or direct the Committee to reconsider it." 

He said the work should have been put in the hands 
of the Syndicate and that the Committee should not be 
independent of the Syndicate. Nothing could come to 
the Senate except through the Syndicate and therefore 
the Students’ Residence Committee should report 
regularly to the Syndicate. 

Father Lafont secorided the proposal which was 
briefly but adversely criticised by Babu Surendranath 
Banetjee, Babu Herambachandra Maitra and Mr. 
Wheeler. M^. Justice Mookegee asked leave to withdraw 
his amendment whereupon Dr.* Ross re-proposed the. 
amendment and Father Lafont again seconded it,

Mr. Justice Geidt proposed that the words from 
“ for con^rmation " to the end should be omitted and 
with this variation the proposal was unanimously carried. 

The Regulation as amended was then adopted. 

Mr. Russell proposed and Mr. Gee seconded that in 
the first line of Regulation 3, after " is a” be inserted 
“ recognised.” 

The proposal was carried. 

Mr. Wheeler proposed that the words “ Applications 
for recognition, in either case shall be considered by 
the Students’ Residence Committee, whose decision 
shall be subject to the approval of the Syndicate” be 
added as a third paragraph to Rule 3. 

The proposal was seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, 
Bahadur. 

Dr. Ross proposed as an amendment the addition 
of the word “ unfavourable ” before “ decision,” but 
the proposal was lost, only 3 votes in its favour being 
given. 

Mr. Wheeler’s amendment was then put to the vote 
and being lost, the Regulation was adopted. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee then proposed the second 
part of his amendment “ that detailed Rules relating to 
the recognition, management and control of hostels 
and messes be made by the Syndicate with the sanction 
of the Senate, from time to time, as occasion requires.” 

It was seconded by Babu Surendranath Banerjee 
and carried. ^

On a proposal by Mr. Justice Mookerjee, secondetlby

Regulations 1-3 inclusive \^erc adopted. 

For the words “ 5 clear days” in the 7th line of 
Regulation 4, para • 2, it was decided by general assent 
to substitute the words “4 clear days” and. to omit the 
second sentence of the ’footnote. 

78 
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Regulation 4 so amended vras adopted. 

Regulations 5 to 22 inclusive were adopted without 
change except in Regulation 15 where "such” was 
substituted for "each.” 

To Regulation 23 the following addition was made : — 

"A setonder of an amendment may reserve his 
speech, as in the case of the seconder of a motion.” 

Regulations 24 to 38 were adopted without change. 

On a proposal by Mr. Russell, seconded by Mr. James 
it was decided to insert after Regulation 38 the following 
to be numbered 39 : — 

No Fellow shall be permitted to speak for more 
than 15 minutes, when proposing a motion or amend- 
ment, or for more than 10 minutes when seconding or 
speaking to a motion or amendment, except with the 
permission of the meeting. 

Regulations 39 to 60 were adopted with new 
numbers, and without change except in the following 
cases 

Regulation 44 was adopted in the following 
amended form : — 

The Chairman shall be the sole judge on any point 
of order : he may call any Fellow to order and may, 
if necessary, dissolve the meeting. 

In Regulations 57 and 59 the word " contested ” was 
inserted before "election.” 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that 
Regulation 61 be omitted. The proposal was seconded 
by Babu Herambachandra Maitra and carried by ix 
votes against 4.

617. Mr. Russell proposed that for the Syllabus in 
English the following be substituted : — 

1. The first paper shall consist of — 

(a) Question on composition and Grammar 
(including simple passages to be explained 
or summarised). 

(b) An Essay. 

2. The second'papcr shall consist of — 

(a) Passages for translation from a Vernacular 
into English. 

{b) Passages for translation from English into 
a Vernacular. 

3. In each paper 20 per cent, out of the total marks 
shall be assigned to (b). 

4. In the first paper not more than half the marks 
assigned to {a) shall in any case be given for the ex- 
planation of passages from the selected books. 

He thought a very considerable reduction would be 
necessary in the draft syllabus to bring it within the 
scope of the resolution passed at the last meeting. It 
could hardly be maintained that the syllabus was as 
short as possible. He then went through the syllabus 
giving in detail the parts which appeared to be unneces- 
sary, and proposed that the one of which he had given 
notice be adopted instead. 

Mr. Macfarlane seconded the proposal. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Mookerjee pointed out that 
paragraph 6 in the draft syllabus could not be altogether 
omitted because it defined the passages which were 
to be set for translation into and from the Vernacular. 

On his suggestion Mr. Russell adopted the last sen- 
tence of para^aph 6 as part of his proposed sjdlabus. 

Rev. Father Lafont, though in favour of the amend* 
ment, said he would not vote for it unless some addition 
were made under its second head to show clearly that 
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English speaking candidates would be Tieqidfed to 
translate into and from a Vernacular. 

Mr. Russell accepted the following for 2. 

''The second paper for all candidates, including 
those whose vernacular is English, shall consist of— 

(a) Passages for translation from a vernacular into 
English. 

(d) Passages for translation from English into a 
vernacular. 

The amendment with these changes was then put 
to the vote and was lost, 5 voting for and 16 against. 

The Faculty theft proceetled to consider the Syllabus 
for English, paragraph by paragraph. 

The adoption or rejection was in each case proposed 
by Mr. Wann, and the proposals were seconded by 
Mr. Tomory, Mr. Gee, Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, 
Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee and Babu Umeschandra 
Dalta. 

The paragraphs as amended were as follows 

1. There are to be only five heads instead of 6. 

{a) being deleted and a remark to be introduced 
at the end to the following effect : — 

In addition passages may be set for e.xplanation from 
text-books to be recommended. 

2 and 3. Deleted. 

4. To be worded as follows 

The word “ explanation ” shall be held to include— 

(а) explaining the meaning of a passage. 

(б) summarizing it. 
or (c) paraphrasing it.* 

5. To be worded as jn the draft except with the 
word “shall” instead of the words “above should” 
in the first line. 

The latter part beginning with ihe wwd “ illustia* 
tions ” to be deleted.) 

6. Adopted. 
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7. Adopted with the woii^ "one in eaudi jpaper" 
deleted. 

8. In proposing that paragraph Mr. Wann ex* 
plained that it had been somewhat hurriedly ^ecided 
at the end of a meeting of the Committee to raise the 
total marks in English from 200 to 250. The applica- 
tion of other resolutions by the office in subdividing the 
marks had resulted in the array of fractions which was 
before them. He proposed that the total marks be 
retained at 200, each of the two papers having too. 

The proposal was seconded by Babu Umeschandra 
Datta and unanimously agreed to. 

Several proposals were then mad8 for the arrange- 
ment of subjects in the two papers, and the marks to 
be given to each subject. 

It was finally decided that the papers be as

The arrangement in the first paper was proposed by 
Mr. Gee, seconded by Rev. Fattier E. Lafont and 
carried unanimously. 

The arrangement in the second was proposed by 
Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee, seconded by the Hon’ble 
Babu Bhupendranath Basu ^and carried by 14 votes 
against 9. 

The Syllabus in English as amended viras then un- 
animously adopted. 

Paragraph '9 in the Syllabus was 'adopted with 72 
instead of 90. 
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618. Sir Gooroo Dass Bane^ee proposed the adop< 
tion of the Syllabus in Mafthematics. 

The proposal was seconded by Babu Gaurisankar 

Do- » 

Mr. Jackson proposed as an amendment that the 
words excluding constructions with different scales 
along the two axes ” beginning in line 5 of (B) be 
omitted. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Macfarlane 
and after some discussion was negatived. 

It was pointed out that an omission of a few words 
had occurred in line 2 of (B) and the following addition 
after “ simple equations ” was agreed to : — " and quad- 
ratic equations with one unknown quantity." 

(A) and (B) were then adopted. 

Mr. Jackson proposed that the words " and inches " 
be added after “centimetres" in paragraph 9 on page 6. 
That was agreed to and the words “a straight ruler 
(ungraduated)” were omitted from the same para- 
graph. 

(c) As far as “ (d) theoretical” was then adopted. 

The adoption of the remaining portion of (c) was 
then proposed and carried vith a change as regards the 
italicised portion at the top of page 7. 

619. Mr. Russell proposed that before discussing the 
Draft Syllabuses for second languages it would be well 
to consider whether it would not be possible to adgpt 
a form of syllabus which would be applicable to ^11 
second languages. He read out such a syllabus which 
he had prepared, and suggested that it might be found 
to meet all requirements. After some discussion the 
syllabus was put before the meeting with a proposal 
for adoption which was seconded by Mr. Gee. 

The proposal was cjirried, ii voting for and 9 
against. / 

In the subsequent discussion it was found that the 
general syllabus which was the subject of the previous 
resolution feiled’in some respects to meet the needs of 
some of the languages ; and it was proposed by Mr* 
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Tomory, seconded by Pandit Haraprasad Sastri that 
the general syllabus be Reconsidered at the next 
meeting and meanwhile it be printed and circulated to 
the Members of the Faculty.’ 

The proposal was carried and the meeting a^ourned 
to Friday, the i6th, at 5 p.m.

620. The Vice-Chancellor said the business before the 
meeting was the consideration of the Draft Regulations 
relating to Faculties, but they would first consider a 
proposal of a more general character of which notice 
had been given by Dr. Kedarnath Das. 

Dr. Das proposed that a new section with the 
heading " Convocation for Conferring Degrees" be added 
after para 60 of the Rules relating to the Senate. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Mahalanabis 
and carried. 

Dr. Das proposed that the Syndicate shall from time 
to time frame rules for the procedure to be adopted at 
Convocations for Conferring Degrees. 

The proposal was seconded by Sir Gooroo Dass 
Baneijee and carried. 

621. The Senate then proceeded with the discussion 
of Regulations relating to Faculties. 

Regulation i was adopted. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee moved as an amendment 
that in Regulation 2 the words “ may be assigned to two 
and not more ” be substituted- for the words “ to one 
only.” He said the restriction which the regulation 
hadf, as drafted, appeared to him to be unnecessary, 
viz., that a member be assigned to one Faculty only. 
The reason for the restriction was not apparent, and 
was not discovered until they came to Regulation 9 
where it was laid down that co-opted members shall 
have the power to vote in all matters except the 
election of members of the Syndicate. 

In Section 14, Sub-section 3,, of' the new Act of 
Incorporation, it was enactal that a person added to a 
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Faculty as a co-opted membef shall not be entitled to 
take part in the election of the Syndicate. The propos- 
ed regulation which allowed a member of the Senate 
to be assigned to one Faculty, and to be a member of 
any other Faculty only as a co-opted member restricted 
his power of voting to that to which he was assigned. 
To remove that restriction he put forward the 
amendment. 

Babu Surendranath Banerjce seconded the proposal. 
He saw no reason for that self-denying ordinance. It 
was in the interest of the University that the best men 
should be exchanged by the different Faculties. To be 
deprived of their services would be a loss to the Faculties. 

Dr. Rashbehary Ghose said this was a new departure 
and the burden of proof was on those who had put it 
forward. He had heard no adequate reason assigned 
for the change and he had been unable to discover any. 

Mr. G. C. Bose said the co-opted members would 
be able to give their services to the Faculties for all 
academic pinposes. He could not see what they were 
deprived of under the proposed Regulation. It was only 
in the particular case of election to tlie Syndicate that 
there was any restriction. He said there were only 
two cases in the past where a member of the Senate 
belonged to more than two Faculties. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra said he had hoped the 
amendment would have gone through without opposi- 
tion. It might have been said that there was some 
room for reform under the old Regulations. It was an 
abuse to allow a member to belong to more than twn 
Faculties. Under the new Regulations in no case 
would a member be allowed to belong to more than 
two Faculties. No sufficient reason had been shown 
for the great change from previous practice to that 
allowed by the proposed Regulation. 

Mr. Wann said one reason which had weighed with 
him in accepting the Regulation in its proposed form 
was that it would limit the numbers. It had been 
found desirable to. make the Senate smaller and in the 
same way it would promote efficiency to have smaller 
Faculties. The question was what is the best number 
to carry on the business of the University. The greater 
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the number, the less the progress. If it were necessary 
to add additional members, they could be co-opted. He 
thought there was no rea^n why a member of the 
Senate should be assigned to more than one Faculty 
and in the interests of efficiency he trusted the Regula- 
tion might be accepted as it stood. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari could not see how 
efficiency would be promoted by debarring a member 
of the Faculty from voting in an election to the 
Syndicate. - The question of efficiency did not come 
in. The reasons given on the other side had failed to 
convince him that there was any ground for a departure 
such as that proposed. 

Mr. Jackson pointed out that the' numerical argument 
used by Mr. Wann was a very real one. If a member 
could be assigned to only one Faculty there would be 
in the Faculty of Arts perhaps 40 members. These 
with 20 co-opted members would give a maximum of 60. 
If Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee’s proposal were carried 
there might be 100 members assigned and 50 co-opted, 
resulting in an unwieldy body of 150 members. Another 
reason against the amendment was that co-opted 
members could engage in the transaction of all kinds 
of business except the election of the Syndicate. 

Father Lafont said he had a vivid recollection of an 
occurrence which show'ed the advantage of members 
belonging to more than one Faculty. If that arrange- 
ment had been in force last year it would have resulted 
in the most distinguished member of the present 
Syndicate not being elected. 

Dr. P. K. Ray said all Fellows should be equal. 
That equality could be upheld only by the principle of 
“ one man one vote.” 

Mr. Russell said the election to the Syndicate should 
not be regarded as a matter of honour and glory but of 
expediency. It was eminently a case for “ one man 
one vote.' ’ There were reasons for keeping the Faculties 
small as Mr. Wann had said. Babu Herambachandra 
'Maitra and. Babu Debaprasad Sarl^dhikari had said 
there would be a great loss to a Faculty, if distinguished 
Fellows were not assigned to them. They might be 
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iDO-opted, 9nd in that capacity could render all the 
.assistance they could, if assigned4 

Mr. Madhusudan Das said the question had been 
considered from the point 6f view of efficiency and from 
the point of view of right. He understood from the 
discussion that by the proposed regulation members 
were to be deprived of something which they valued. 
It appeared to him that a member of the Syndicate 
represented his personality and not his proficiency, 
and he thought the right to vote should be' limited to 
individual existence. 

Mr. RatclifFe thought the most pertinent argument 
he had heard was that given by Father Lafont. 

Mr. Percival said there were ample proofs that there 
are members of the Senate qualified to sit on more than 
one Faculty. It had been done in the past. At the 
same time he saw force in the argument that one man 
should have only one vote in elections to the Syndicate. 
It might be arranged that co-opted members would be 
Ordinary members except when they voted for the 
Syndicate, and then they might have only one vote. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Mookeijee said an important 
practical aspect had been lost sight of. The principle 
of co-option, as explained in Section 14 of the Act, 
was intended to allow the Faculties to add to their 
number teachers and other persons of experience who 
were not members of the Senate. It was now intended 
to be used for an entirely different purpose, to add 
members of the Senate to Faculties to which they could 
be assigned. If carried out efficiency would be 
handicapped. 

After Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee had replied to the 
arguments used against his proposal, the amendment 
was carried, 25 voting for and 9 against. 

Regulation 2 as amended was then put to the vote 
and carried. , 

Reguhitions 3 and 4 were adopts without amend* 
ment. 

Mr. Russell pr( 4 >osed that In Regulation 5 the words 
*'not exceeding id, and not in any case ekceeding" be 
substituted for the words "which shall not exceed.'^ 
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Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the proposal, 
which was altered to the addition of the words “and 
sliall in no case exceed 10” at the end of the 
regulation. < 

In the latter form the proposal was unanimously 
agreed to. • 

Regulation 6 was adopted. 

Dr. Kedamath Das proposed that in Regulation 7 
the sentence beginning with the w-ords “The Syndicate’’ 
and ending with the word “ Faculty ” be omitted. 

The proposal which was seconded by Mr. Mahala- 
nabis, was lost, 8 voting for and 16 against. 

Regulations 7 to 10 inclusive were adopted. 

Dr. Kedamath Das proposed that after 10 there be 
added the follow'ing two paragraphs : — 

(i) The President or in his absence the Senior Fellow 
belonpng to the Faculty, resident in Calcutta, shall 
convene a meeting of the Faculty on the requisition 
of any three members of the Faculty. 

Not less than three days’ notice of a meeting 
of a Faculty shall be given to each member thereof. 
The notice shall be accompanied or followed by an 
agenda paper showing all the business to be brought 
before the meeting and any papers connected there- 
with. 

^ These paragraphs are to be numbered ii and 12. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Mahalanabis 
and was carried, 20 voting for and 3 against. 

11 was adopted (to be numbered 13). 

12 w'as adopted, with thc*last sentence omitted, 
and the following sentence added 

“The quorum of such* meeting shall be at least 
one-third of the total number of members belonging 
to the said Faculties with a minimum of six.” 

622. This Senate then proceeded With the discussion 
of the Draft Regulations relating to the Syndicate. 
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Mr. Russell proposed that Regulation i be amended 
as follows 

For the word “twelve” be substituted “ten" 
and for “ Two by the Faculty of Law " and “ Two 
by the Faculty of Medicine ” be substituted “ One by 
the Faculty of Law ” and “ One by the' Faculty of 
Medicine.” 

• 

He said the Faculties of Arts and Science including 
an immense variety of subjects, languages and Sciences 
were under-represented as compared with Law and 
Medicine which each included one subject only. He 
thought if the total number were reduced by two and 
the Faculties of Law and Medicine deprived of one 
of their representatives the balance would be more 
fairly adjusted. 

Mr. Gee seconded the proposal. 

Dr. Upendranath Brahmachari, Sir Gooroo Dass 
Banerjee, Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, The Hon’ble 
Mr. Justice Asutosh Mookerjee, Dr. Nilratan Sarkar 
and Mr. Madhusudan Das spoke briefly against the 
proposal on the ground that Medicine and Law 
included a greater variety of subjects than the proposer 
acknowledged ; that the representation of Law proposed 
in the Regulations was less than what had obtained in 
the past 20 years and the same as in the period 
preceding ; and that the representation was not more 
than those subjects were entitled to. 

Mr. Jackson and Mr. Wann supported the amend- 
ment which was lost, 4 voting for and 18 against. * 

Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that there be 13 members 
of the Syndicate in all and that 3 represent the Science 
Faculty. 

The proposal which was seconded by Dr. P. K. Ray, 
was lost, 8 voting for and 13 against. 

Regulation i was then adopted. 

Regulation 2 was adopted without change. 

Regulation 3 .was adopted with a cha^e proposed 
by Mr. Macdonell aiid seconded by Mr. G. C. Bose : 
viz., that the number of members of the Syndicate 
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fc^lowing . thie profession of Education be as fol- 
lows 

Faculty of Arts... ...... Three. 

Faculty of Science Two. 

Faculty of Medicine.... .....One. 

The remaining Regulations relating to the Syndicate 
were adopted without change and the meeting 
adjourned to the following Saturday.

623. The Vice-Chancellor said it might be in the re- 
collection of members of the Faculty that at the close of 
the last meeting Mr. Russell put forward a syllabus which 
he believed would be suitable for all languages. That 
syllabus was discussed briefly and then adoptkl by the 
Faculty. It was subsequently pointed out that there 
were cases which it might fail to meet, and it was 
decided to circulate the proposed syllabus as a prelimi- 
nary to further discussion at the adjourned meeting. 

Mr. Russell said he was quite willing to accept certain 
modifications which had been suggested by those who 
knew more about the languages than he did. Special 
provision might be made for languages such as Persian. 
He then proposed Regulation i of his syllabus, which, 
seconded by Dr. Ross, was adopted. 

Mr. Russell proposed Regulation 2 of his syllabus. 

It was seconded by Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad 
Sastri. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Mookeijee said there was 
a difficulty as regards French and German, The Sub- 
committee appointed to prepare a syllabus for these 
languages had recommenaed that there should be no 
prescribed texts. He asked if it was intended that 
they should have prescribed te.xts in these languages as 

well as in the others. 

^ * 

Rev. Father Lafont said that if'the Faculty thought 
texts should be prescribed, there could be no objection 
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to doing so. But at the time the syllabus for French 
and German was prepared, the general idea was that 
no text-books would be prescribed. 

Mr. Russell suggested tWt there was no sufficient 
reason for making a difference beween these two 
languages and others. In the interests of conformity 
te.xts should be prescribed in French and German. 

Mr. Bruhl thought it was the worst possible course lo 
prescribe text-books : better leave such matters to the 
discretion of the teacher. 

Rev. Father Neut said he was at one with Mr. 
Bruhl regarding the value of texts prescribed for teaching 
a language. , But the question here was one of unifor- 
mity. There was no special reason for making a 
difference, whereas students who take French and 
German would be placed at a disadvantage. 

Mr. G. C. Bose thought it was not merely a question 
of learning a language. Examining in the language 
was of importance also and from that point of view 
uniformity was essential. 

Mr. Gee said he was not impressed by the argument 
for uniformity. In spite of that argument he hoped 
they would do away with text-books in French and 
German. 

Babu Golapchandra Sarkar thought no uniform 
rules could be applied to second languages. 

The proposal was then voted on and carried, 2i 
being for and 5 against. 

Mr. Russell proposed Regulation 3 of his syllabus. 

Mr. Gee seconded. 

The proposed Regulation was amended by Mr. 
Justice Mookeijee on a suggestion by Mr. G. C. Bose 
and in Jhe following ’form, accepted by Mr. Russell, 
was adopted : 

“The 2nd paper, in all languages other than an 
Indian Vernacular, shall contain — 

(a) easy unseen passages for translation into 
English, . 

{b) easy passages in English for translation into 
the language offered. 
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The 211(1 paper in the case of an Indian Vernacular 
shall contain questions on original composition.” 

Mr. Russell proposed Regiilation 4 in his syllabus. 

He thought it the most important of these rules. 
It was important that candidates should not be able 
to pass merely on the text-book. 

. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee, Dr. Ross, Rai Rajendra- 
chandra Sastri, Bahadur, Rev. Father Neut, Mr. A. 
Chaudhuri and Babu Golapcliandra Sastri opposed the 
proposal on the ground that it gave too much import- 
ance to unseen passages, at a stage of the stiulent’s 
academic career when he was unable to deal ivith 
unseen passages. 

Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri said that was 
the difficulty w'hicli this proposal was intended to 
remove. If a student had carefully read thirty pages 
of a Sanskrit work, there was no reason why he should 
not be able to translate a passage from the 31st page 
which he had not seen. 

_Mr. Wood said that as regards languages with 
which he had a practical acquaintance as a teacher and 
an examiner, it was necessary to set easy unseen 
passages. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Mookerjee, though in 
sympathy -wnth Mr. Russell’s remarks, opposed the 
proposal. He pointed out that the Committee’s 
proposed standarcl of 30°/u in seen and unseen passages 
was an advance on the previous system under which 
the standard was 25%. What Mr. Russell proposed 
was a further advance viz., 30% of unseen passages 
taken alone. ^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basu wished to 
know whether they wanted the bo5’’s to pass or not to 
pass. He said they must consider the possibilities for 
the average student for wdiom they were legislating. 
At the close of his remarks he gave e.xainples of 
Sanskrit works which candidates would be unable to 
translate after having done a portion. . 

Mr. N. N. Ghose quoted Mr. Rpssell as saying 
that jf they did not pass such a rulb as tliat proposed it 
would be easy for the students to memorise, and 
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therefore to pass the examination. He asked how 
many passed under the old arrangement where they 
could memorise freely, only 4o“/o. If under the new 
conditions it was more dSllcult considerably less than 
that proportion would pass. He thought it really too 
much to insist on raising the standard at tjiat stage of 
the proceedings. It was merely wasting time. He ex- 
pressed surprise at the remarks of Mahamahopadhyay 
Haraprasad Sastri, and said the degree of knowledge 
they would acquire would depend on the books 
prescribed. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra said it was assumed 
in certain quarters that the reformation of the 
University depended on the examinations being made 
much more difficult. If they were matle as difficult 
as it was desired, only 10 7o of the candidates would 
pass. He protested against so great a change. 

Mr. Wood asked whether it would not be possible 
to set easy passages in Sanskrit. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari said, that question 
had been answered by one of the previous speakers. 
It depended on the examiners. To avoid the “ bogey 
man ” of cram all that was necessary was to have the 
papers properly set. 

The proposal was then put to the vote and was lost, 
7 voting for and 25 against. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Mookerjee moved that in 
order to pass, the candidate must obtain 3o°/o on the 
aggregate of the two papers. 

The proposal was seconded by Sir Gooroo Das# 
Baneijee and was carried. 

624. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that Regu- 
lation I of the Sanskrit syllabus drafted by the Committee 
be adopted. . 

Babu Golapchandra Sarkar, Sastri, seconded. 

Mr. Justice Saradacharan* Mitra opposed the propo-- 
sal. He thought it unnecessary, and that such details 
might be left to the Board of Studies. He suggested 
the word “suitable” instead of “simple” in tne first 
line, and subjected td adverse criticism the selection of 
books as well as the number of pages given. 
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Mahamahopadliyay Haraprasad Sastri said the books 
mentioned should remain because they are the easiest. 
If there were others ejiually etisy they might be included 
by the Syndicate. These books were a guarantee that 
the Sanskrit studied would be classical. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Mookerjee said he was 
surprised at the remarks of Mr. Justice Mitra. In 

E scribing books they were following the example of the 
ndon University, and it was reasonable that they 
should do so because the standard had to be set by the 
Senate. There should be some indication in the Regula- 
tions what sort of unseen pieces would be set. The 
requirement of 125 pages meant a considerable addition 
to the course, and the longer the course the less easy 
was it to cram. 

The Regulation was then adopted with one 
dissentient. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee, seconded by Babu Golap- 
chandra Sarkar, Sastri, proposed the adoption of 
Regulation 2. 

Rai Rajendrachandra Sastri, Bahadur, took exception 
to the mention of Rajkrishna Banerjee s book. He 
said it was not a good book and the mention of it in 
the Regulations might affect the sale of other equally 
good books. They should name a number of similar 
books. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basu agreed with 
the previous speaker in thinking the mention of the book 
a mistake. Such mention would give it the authority 
of a text-book. The limits of the coinse might be 
fixed otherwise. 

Dr. Ross thought the same difficulty would arise 
in other languages. The only course would be for the 
University to have suitable books prepared. 

Mr. Justice Saradachar^ Mitra opposed the mention 
of any book. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Mookerjee reviewed the 
experience of the University as regartJs fixing the course 
in Sanskrit .Grammar. Syllabuses had failed, and the 
only method that remained for the Committee was to 
suggest a book. All that it was required to do was to

give the limits in Sanskrit Grammar. It was very 
necessary that limits should be fixed, otherwise the 
students might resort to cramming. 

The solution of the Committee might be open to 
question, but in his opinion it was the best available. 

The proposal was then carried, 19 voting for and 
5 against.

627. The business of the meeting was opened by 
the Vice-Chancellor putting forward for discussion Draft 
Regulations relating to Boards of Studies. 

Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that “(4) — Sanskritic 
Languages ” be changed to “ (4)— Indian Vernacular 
Languages.” 

. Mr. P. B. Mukerjee seconded the proposal. 

Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri opposed the 
amendment on the ground that the term “ Sanskritic 
Languages ” is sanctioned by long use in this University. 
He gave a further reason as regards Urdu which would 
require a separate Board. 

The proposal was lost. . * 

Mr. G. C. Bose prdposed that (10) ‘‘Biology” be 
omitted and in its place there be substituted 10 
“ Zoology " and 10 (o) Geol&gy. 

The amendment which was seconded by Mr. 
Mahalanabis was carried. 

Dr. Ross, seoon 4 ed by Mahamahopadhyay Hara- 
prasad Sastri, proposed the inclusion of Armenian aftet 
Gennan. 
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The proposal was carried. 

Dr. P. K. Ray proposed that there be a separate 
Board for Technics numbered 22 {a). 

The proposal which was seconded by Mr. Bruhl, was 
carried. 

Dr. Upepdranath Brahmacluiri proposed that in 
para 3, Regulation i, “ 8-12 ’’ be altered into “ 8 ” and 
that after “ Faculty of Science” be inserted “9-12 by 
the Faculties of Science and Medicine.” 

Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari .seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Mahalanabis and Mr. G. C. Bose protested 
against the amendment, which, on a r ote being taken, 
was rejected by 16 against 10. 

Mr. Briihl proposed that the Board 22 («) be elected 
by the Faculties of Commerce and Engineering. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Heaton and 
carried. 

Regulation i as amended was then adopted. 

Regulation 2 was adopted. 

Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari, seconded by Dr. Upendranath 
Brahmachari, proposed that the word “sixteen” be 
substituted for “ ten ” in Regulation 3. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra spoke in favour of 
the amendment, but subsequent remarks by Mr. 
Wheeler, Dr. Ross, Rev. Father Lafont and Mr. Russell 
were against it. 

Mr. J. N. Dasgupta’s amendment to substitute the 
word “ twelve ” for “ ten ” was then brought forward 
and being accepted by Dr. Sarbadhikari in place of the 
one proposed by him, was carried, 21 voting for and 16 
against. 

^ Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari proposed that in Regulation 
3, after the word “ Board ” there* be added thfc words 
“ other than the numbers 17, 18, and 19,” and after 
“ members " the words “ the Boards in Law, Medicine 
and Enjgineering may consist of all the members of the 
respective Faculties.” 

Rai Debepdranath Ray, Bahadur, seconded the pro- 
posal and Rai Chunilal Basu suppohed it. 
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Mr. Heaton and Mr. Justice Mookerjee sugg^ted 
that Law and Engineering should be excluded from 
the scope of the amendment and with these changes it 
was unanimouslj' adopted. ^ 

Regulation 3 as amended was adopted. 

Mr. Wheeler, seconded by Babu Herambachandra 
Maitra, proposed that no one shall be a member of 
more than four Boards. 

• 

The proposal was carried, 19 voting for and 11 
against. 

Regulation ^ as amended was adopted. 

Regulations 5 to 10 inclusive were adopted. 

628. The Regulations relating to Examiners were 
then discussed. 

Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that in place of Draft 
Regulations 1 , 2 , 3 on page 13 the following be 
substituted : — 

“In all cases excepting where the Syndicate may find it not 
possible, a Board of Examiners consisting of three persons shall 
be appointed b)^ each Board of Studies for the subject or subjects 
of examination with which that Board of Studies is concerned in 
ail examinations of the University. The duty of each Board of 
Kxamincr.s shall be (1) to appoint paper-setters and paper- 
examiners ill the branch or branches of study for which it is ap- 
pointed, .subject to the sanction of the Syndicate, (2) to see that 
the examination papers sot, conform to the rules prescribed by the 
University for regulating examinations and to revise them if 
necessary, (3) to receive and consider the report of the Examiners 
who look over the answer-papers and to frame a report upon the 
Examination for submission to the Syndicate. One member of the 
Board shall, whenever po.s.sibIc, be appointed by the Syndicate 
Senior Examiner of the Examiners appointed to look over answef- 
papers in the case of those Examinations for which a Senior 
Examiner is required. In other cases, as far as practicable, the 
Members of the Board who set the papers shall be among those 
who look over the answer-papers.” 

He said it was with.a strong feeling of responsibility 
that he *put forward this proposal. He did so because 
he felt the welfare of the University depended on the 
Regulations relating to Examiners. The University 
w’as still mainly an examining body, and if a mechani- 
cal unnatural syst'em of carrying out that important 
part of their duties wpre introduce, the result, he felt 
sure, would be disastrous. The present system was 
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^^tiated and corrupt, and these evils cannot be prevented 
because they are due to the bad system introduced by 
the University. He attached great importance to the 
m.inner in which the new University would frame rules’ 
for Examination. It is recorded in the Minutes that 
Mr. Rowe before retirement made an attempt to reform 
the system of E.xamination. The duties of moderators 
are there laid down, and it is shown how an attempt was 
made to introduce some such system. But it has been 
almost fruitless. He himself had formulated a scheme 
but that scheme had lost all its substance in passing 
through Committees and the system was now as bad 
as it was in 1879. 

Whereas teachers should be predominant, they are 
at a discount. That was not so in the past. And it will 
be a matter of great regret if teachers are not adequately 
represented in the present scheme. It is for them 
to close their ranks and see that they have a hearing 
from this august body. 

The main point is that the Syndicate is the best 
authority on matters of examination but on such 
questions they should take the advice of the Boards 
of Studies. , 

Rev. Father Lafont seconded the proposal. He 
coiToborated what had been said by the last speaker. 
On several occasions he had asked the Senate when 
they would begin to issue regulations to Examiners. 
There was no doubt but that tlie papers set ought not 
to be the work of one man. Before they are printed 
they should be revised by others. The work of 
Examination should be the work of matfy men. 
The teachers were greatly in the hands of the 
examinees. More than once it had happened to him 
while engaged in teaching he had been interrupted by 
students and asked to keep to tire syllabus. , 

Mr. P. B. Mukerjee supported the proposal. 

Mr. Kuchler said there was no difference between 
Mr. Bose's proposals and those put forward ’ty the 
Committee. 

Mr. G. C. Bose, at the request* of the meeting, 
pointed out more clearly the important differences 
involved in his proposals and read a note circulatdl by 
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him on October 25th on the subject of appointment of 
examiners. 

Mr. Wheeler said there was an important difference 
of principle introduced l>y Mr. Bose’s proposals and 
suggested that they should take the place of Regulations 
I to 4 as drafted by the Committee. 

Babii Debaprasad Sarbadhikari thought there was 
very great force in what had fallen from Mr. G. * 0 . 
Bose and Father Lafont and said he recognised the 
difference of principle. He suggested to Mr. Bose as 
a compromise that the Boards of Studies might be 
authorised to suggest 25 % excess of requirements, 
the selection thereafter being left to the Syndicate. 
The difficulties about the appointment of examiners 
would then disappear. 

Mr. Jackson said a point of importance which 
should receive consideration from the Senate was the 
increased cost the appointment of moderators would 
involve. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee pointed out the main 
differences between Mr. Bose’s proposals and those of 
the Committee and said he would hesitate before 
taking such a step. 

Mr. Wann said he thought they were all dissatisfied 
with the state of the examinations in the past. Tdr. 
Bose had suggested a more or less circuitous method of 
obtaining a direct system with mdividual responsibility. 
They had a guarantee that teachers would be 
adequately represented on the Syndicate, but they 
had no guarantee that they would be as well 
presented on the Boards of Studies. 

Mr. Madhusudan Das said they were all agreed that 
the system of Examination should be recast and 
remodelled. The Sypdicate had no authority except 
what if received from Government, and that authority 
was given through the Senate. The question Avas how 
the Senate could controrin the future what had been 
undesirable on the part of examiners In the past. If 
men will not do their duty no rules will make them 
dutiful. If examiners do not set suitable questions some 
one should be in ’a position to reject those questions. 
The real remedy is in the control of examiners, 
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Dr. P. K. Ray suggested a variation which might 
reduce the difference between Mr. Bose's proposals and 
the proposals of the Committee. 

Mr. Justice "Mookeijee regretted he had to confess 
that he had been altogether unable to connect the 
proposer’s remarks with his proposals. He said an 
iijiportant difference arose in connection with the words 
'‘subject to sanction by the Syndicate” and pointed out 
how difficulties would arise because members of the 
Boards of Studies would not be exclusively members of 
the Senate. 

Mr. Russell thought the argument had been directed 
against unessential points. He suggested that the 
amendment should be modified and claimed support for 
it because the whole object was to fix responsibility. 

The amendment was then put to the vote and was 
lost, 7 voting for and 29 against. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra proposed that 
Regulation i of the Draft by the Committee be 
adopted. 

Mr. Tomory seconded. 

After some discussion by Mr. Russell, Mr. Justice 
Mookeijee and Mr. G. C. Bose the proposal was 
carried. 

Mr. Wann, seconded by Rai Chunilal Basil, Bahadur, 
proposed the adoption of Regulation 2. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, seconded by Babu 
Herambachandra Maitra, proposed the following 
amended form ; — 

Such recommendations shall be referred to the 
Board of Studies concerned who shall be requested to 
recommend a number of persons,, at least 25% in excess 
of the number of examiners required and the Syndicate 
shall appoint the requisite uumber of examiners out of 
the number so recommended by the Board. 

Dr. Ross opposed on the ground that if the 2^% 
excess be added the Syndicate have no knowledge which 
are the worst and their selectioK is' likely to be less 
satisfactory than if the Board recommended the exi^ct 
number required. 
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Dr. Ray supported the amendment. 

Mr. Justice Mookeijee opposed the amendment 
which, he considered, was ^intended to tie the hands of 
the Syndicate. If a good examiner had been left out by 
the Board of Studies, he thought the Syndicate should 
have the power of appointing him. 

The amendment was lost, 10 voting for and 25 
against. 

As the result of some discussion which followed the 
meeting, decided to take up the discussion of Regula- 
tion 3 before disposing of Regulation 2. 

Mr. Russell, seconded b)’ Mr. Wheeler, proposed the 
following amendment to Regulation 3 : — 

The duty of each Board of Studies shall be to re- 
commend to the Syndicate the names of gentlemen for 
appointment (a) as Paper-setters and (b) as E.xaminers 
in its own subject for all the examinations. 

After some discussion by Mr. Kiichler, Babu 
Herambachandia Maitra, Mr. Jackson, Sir Gooroo Dass 
Banerjee, Mr. Wann and Mr. Justice Mookerjee, the 
amendment was put to the vote and lost. 

The votes were ii for (a) against 17, 

The votes were 13 for (A) against 15. 

An amendment by Mr. Jackson seconded by Mr. 
Russell to omit the words from ‘ to set' down to the w'ord 
‘appointed,’ was lost. 

It was decided that Regulation 3 should be divided 
into two and numbered 3 and 4. The former extending 
from the beginning to the words “ for submission to the 
Syndicate,” the latter from the words “ One member of 
the Board” to the end. 

The^e two Regulations were then adopted. 

Regulation 2 was again discussed. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, seconded by Babu 
Herambachandra Maitra, proposed the following 
addition end of the Reflation : — 

But if the . Syndicate proposes tp appoint a 
gentleman^ A#ho has not been recommended any 
Board, th|^Syndicate $hEn first send bis PEmo ror tb9 
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consideration of the Board in the subject for which 
he is proposed to be appointed. 

The amendment was c^iried, 19 voting for and 
II against. 

Regulation 2 as amended was then adopted. 

Babu Surendranath Banerjee at this stage proposed 
the adjournment of the meeting. 

The proposal was negatived by 14 votes to 13. 

Regulation 4 now numbered 5 was put before 
the meeting. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that it be 
adopted. The rule was intended to serve a very salutary 
purpose, to relieve a teacher from the embarrassing 
position he would be in, if he were appointed to set a 
paper in the subject which he had taught. It was 
difficult to avoid giving his pupils an advantage. 

The mover having accepted a verbal amendment 
suggested by Mr. Wann, the Regulation became as 
follows : — 

If any person is appointed a member of a Board of 
Examiners for the Matriculation £.xamination, &c., who 
is engaged in teaching the particular subject in which 
the Board is e.xamining for that particular standard, he 
shall not take part in setting the papers. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Mahalanabis opposed the proposal. 

In the discussion which followed, the importance of a 
teacher as an examiner was emphasised by Messrs. 
G. C. Bose, Wheeler, Wann and Percival, and quotations 
were read from the Minutes of the University to the 
effect that the Syndicate was at one time of the opinion 
that it would be well if the students were induced to 
give increased attention to a teacher because he would 
afterwards be an examiner, and that Sir Alfred Croft 
was of the opinion that by excluding teachers from 
examining, the University was preferring integrity to 
efficiency. 

Mr. Bruhl, Mr. A. Chaudhuri and Mr. Justice 
Mookeijee gave instances froiq (heir own knowledge 
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of how questions became public before the day of the 
examination. 

The Regulation as amepded was adopted, 22 voting 
for and 2 against. 

Regulation 5 now numbered 6 was adopted without 
discussion and the meeting thereafter adjourned to 
Wednesday, at 4-45 p.m.

629. Sir Gooroo Dass Batieijee proposed that Regu- 
lation ^ of the Committee’s Draft Regulations in Sanskrit 
be omitted with the exception of the para af the top of 
page II. 

Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri seconded the 
proposal which was carried. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that the para of 
Regulation 4 at the top of page 1 1, somewhat ampli- 
fied, as follows, be made a general rule in all subjects 
and all examinations : — 

“No credit shall be given for verbatim reproduction 
of explanations in any subject, or for translations 
committed to memory from keys to text-books.” 

The proposal was seconded by Mahamahopadhyay 
Haraprasad Sastri and carried. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that the remainder 
of the Draft Regulations in Sanskrit be omitted. 

Seconded by Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri 
and carried. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that a new 
heading be adopted containing Bengali, Uriya, Hindi, 
Urdu, Marathi, Assamese and Burmese. 

Seconded by Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri 
and carried. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that under that 
heading. Regulations i and 2 for Bengali be adopted 
with the words “ in Bengali ” omitted in the first, and 
the words “ simple Bengali ” in the second. 

Seconded by Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri, 
and carried. 

Mr. Justice Mookeijee proposed that the General 
Regulation 3 relating to Languages adopted at the 
meeting on March' 1 6th, be amplified by the following 
addition : — 

(b) questions for testing the^bilily of the candidate 
to explain in his vernacular unprepared vernacular 
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passages not exceeding in difficulty those in the 
prescribed text-books. 

The proposal was seconded by Sir Gooroo Dass 
Baneijee and carried. ** 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that other parts 
of the Draft Regulations in Bengali and the whole of 
the Draft Regulations in Hindi, TJriya and Assamese 
be omitted. 

Seconded by Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri 
and carried. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that Draft 
Regulations i and 2 under the he^ng Pali be adopted 
with the words “ the Board of Studies in Sanskritic 
Languages" substituted for "competent authorities" 
in the fourth para and that the remaining regulations 
be omitted. 

Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri seconded 
the proposal which was carried. 

Under the heading Greek there was some discussion 
regarding the omission of Homeric Greek from the 
syllabus. 

Mr. Mac&rlane proposed that in Draft Regulation 
3 the word " Euripides’’ be substituted for the words 
"The Illiad or the Odyssey.” 

Seconded by Mr. Gee, the proposal was lost, 6 
voting for and 9 against. 

The other I>raft Regulations were omitted by general 
a^nt. 

Under the heading Latin all the Draft Regulations 
were omitted except the third which was adopts. 

Under the heading French and German Mr. Justice 
Mookeijee proposed tliat the Regulations be as 
follows - 

1. The course shall include writings of standard 
authors in prose and verse, entire jpieces being as a 
rule pre&rrM to portions selected nrom such pieces. 
The course shall be announced two ybars previously. 

2. 'The course shall also include Grammar. No 
text-book shall be prescribed but the Board of Studies 
shall, from time to time, recommend suitable books. 
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The proposal was seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, 
Bahadur, and carried. 

It was decided to postpone consideration of the 
courses of study in Arabic and Persian at the request of 
Dr. Ross who was unable to be present. 

!• 

630. The Faculty then took up the discussion of the 
syllabus in History. 

Mr. Russell said that if they were to adhere to 
the resolution passed some time ago that syllabuses 
should be as brief as possible, some curtailment would 
be necessary in the syllabus proposed by the Committee 
for History. There was only one alternative course 
before the meeting and that was the one fur which 
notice of motion had been given by Mr. James. He 
proposed that it be adopted. 

The proposal was seconded by Rev. Father Lafont. 

Mr. Justice Mookeijee read and criticised adversely 
the syllabus proposed by Mr. Russell. 

Dr. Ray and Mr. Prothero discussed the proposal. 

Mr. Percival reviewed the proceedings of the Com- 
mittee. He said they had received instructions to prepare 
a syllabus which would take the place of text-books, and 
that it w'as on that understanding that the syllabus 
had been prepared. 

He argued that the syllabus was not necessarily 
long, that its length should be gauged by the amount 
of reading it would entail upon the student ; and 
claimed that with the Committee’s syllabus less reading 
would be necessary than if a text-book were prescribed*. 

He further said that te.xt-books would still be 
published but that if the Committee's syllabus were 
adopted, the teachers would not be compelled to use 
the text-books. Most, of the headings given in the 
syllabus ‘would be found in any of the recommended 
books. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee said that after the lucid 
explanation given 'by the last speaker, and the some- 
what severe criticism to which Mr. Justice Mookeijee 
had subjected the opposing syllabus, he had come to the 
opinion that the syllabus proposed by. the Commttee did 
conform to the general regulation a§ to brevity. 
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Mr. G. C. Bose acknowledged the trouble and 
extreme care with which the syllabus had been prepared 
but a syllabus descending to such minute detail must 
necessarily produce a medianical system of teaching 
to which he was oppossed. 

The proposal was then put to the vote and lost, 8 
voting for and 17 against. 

It Was decided to take up the syllabus paragraph 
by paragraph. 

Mr. G. C. Bose proposed as an amendment to 
Regulation i that Knglish History e.xtend from the 
Norman Conquest to the end of the reign of Queen 
Victoria and that Indian History be from the accession 
of Baber to the present time. 

Father Lafont seconded the proposal. He said he 
defied anj' one to teach by means of the syllabus 
proposed b)*^ the Committee except by using the first 
quality of cram. 

Mr. Justice Saradacharan Mitra supported Mr. 
Bose’s proposal. 

The amendment was opposed by Mr. Wann, Mr. 
Justice Mookerjee, Dr. P. K. Ray and Sir Gooroo Dass 
Baneijee who argued that the study of History should 
go back to early times and should not begin in the 
middle of a period. The student, by so doing, obtains 
a knowledge of the origin of the race and their develop^ 
ment as regards social habits and customs. Leaving 
out the portions suggested would, in their opinion, 
result in the student having a very fragmentary know- 
ledge of History. 

The discussion was continued by Mahamahopadhyay 
Haraprasad Sastri, Mr. Russell and Mr. Macferlane 
who supported the amendment and by Babu Deba- 
prasad Sarbadhikari who, though not very. much in 
love with syllabuses, would support the syllabus 
proposed by the Committee as the less of two evils. 

The amendment was then put to the vote in two 
parts and was lost. 

For tliat part of the propqsal* which related to 
English History, ^7 voted for the ?iraendnient and ' 16 
against. 
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For Indian History 5 voted for and 17 against. 

Regulation i was adopted with a slight verbal 
change. * , 

By general assent, Regulation 2 was omitted and 3 
and 4 were adopted with new numbers 2 and 3 except 
that the second para of 4 was omitted. 

The paragraph beginning “an outline knowledge'! 
was put forward for discussion. 

Mr. Justice Saradacharan Mitra proposed and Mr. 
Russell seconded that the paragraph be omitted. 

After some discussion the amendment was negatived 
by 7 votes against 10. But it was decided that the 
paragraph would be more suitably placed, with some 
changes in wording at the end ®f the syllabus. 

The meeting was then adjourned to Thursday at 
4-45 P.M.

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631. The discussion of the ' Regulations relating to 
Examiners was continued. 

Regulations 7 and 8 (6 and 7 of draft) were adopted 
by general assent. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that 
Regulation 9 be omitted. 

The proposal was seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, 
Bahadur. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee said canvassing should be 
discontinued, but he thought a rule like this was out of 
place because it implied a slur on gentlemen who are 
appointed examiners. A second reason against the 
regulation was that it would not work well. If it were 
wanted to have a particular examiner removed, an 
enemy might begin to canvass on his behalf and 
thereby have him discredited. There was canvassing and 
canvassing and a hard and fast rule was undesirable. 

Dr. Ross said the slur would be on those who would 
not be appointed e.xaminers and supported the reten- 
tion of the Regulation. 

Mr. Wann was against canvassing. 

Mr. Justice Mooketjee said that if his experience 
were worth anything such a rule was absolutely 
necessary. The rule had been introduced sometime 
ago andjcanvassing had sensibly decreased. Candidates 
for examinerships should rely on the good sense of the 
Syndicate. <• 

The Vice-Chaycellor said his experience, for the 
jSrst few years he had been connected with the appoint- 
ment of examiners, was that he had been inundated 
by gentlemen wTio* wanted examinersbifjs. When it 
became known that those who came to him to canvass 
got nothing he was no more bothered. 
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The amenilment was lost, 4 voting for and i6 
against. 

Regulations 9 and 10 were adopted. 

An addition, suggested by Mr. Wann, was made to 
Regulation ii. 

Also one by Dr. Ross. These two additions were 
embodied in the following sentence which it was decided 
to place between the- two sentences of the Draft 
Regulation. 

“It is desirable that Examiners should set some 
alternative questions in their papers ; but - it is not 
necessary or desirable that the same type of questions 
should be set from year to year.” 

Regulation 1 1 so amended was adopted. 

• Relations 12 to 17 inclusive were adopted without 
discussion. 

Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that Regulation 18 be 
amended as follows : — 

“The Moderators in consultation with the Registrar 
shall be empowered to scrutinize the list prepared by 
the Registrar so far as it refers to the Matriculation and 
Intermediate Examinations and pass those candidates 
whom they consider deserving of a pass. If the 
Moderators and the Registrar are not unanimous on any 
point, it shall be referred to the Syndicate at their next 
meeting." 

He said only particular cases came under the 
proposed rule, and his amendment provided for other 
cases which might require special consideration. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Mahalanabis. 

The discussion which followed showed a desire to 
introduce a regulation somewhat more elastic than rbat 
proposed by the Committee. 

The following amended form suggested by Mr. 
Justice Mookeijee was accepted by Mr. G. C. Bose and 
adopted by the meeting : — 

After Regulation 18 and forming part of it there be 
added the sentence : — 

‘ If the Moderators are of opinion that in the case 
of any candidate not covered by this rule consideration 
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ought to be allowed by reason of his High proficiency 
in a particular subject or in the aggregate, they shall 
report the case to the Syndicate and the Syndicate may 
pass such candidate.’ « 

Regulation i8 so amended was adopted. 

Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that Regtilation 19 be 
amended as follows : — 

" The list (prepared by the Registrar in consultation 
with the Tabulators) so far as it refers to the Degree 
Examinations will be scrutinized at a meeting of the 
Examiners in the branch or branches of study in which 
the candidates have failed or secured very low marks, 
and the Examiners in each branch of study shall be 
empowered to pass those whom they consider as 
deserving of a pass in that branch.” 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the pro< 
posal. 

After some discussion, chiefly in opposition to the 
amendment, it was put to the vote and lost. 

Regulations 19 and 20 were adopted wth slight 
verbal changes, and Regulation 21 without change. 

632. The Draft Regulations relating to the election 
of Fellows by Faculties were adopted by general assent. 

633. The Draft Regulations relating to the election 
of Fellows by Graduates were adopted by general assent. 

634. The form of certificate to be produced by a 
can^date for the Intermediate Arts, Bachelor of Arts, 
Intermqjjiate Science and Bachelor of Science Em- 
minations was adopted. 

635. Draft Regulations for the formation of a Regis- 
ter of Graduates were then put forward for discussion. 

Regulation i was adopted. 

Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari proposed as an amendment to 
Draft Regulation 2 that the figure •• 5 ” be substituted 
for the figure " 10." 

He said the Inain plea in favour of all his amend- 
ments for reductidn of fees was one often heard of in 
this hall viz.; — ^the^plea of poverty. The exaction of 
fees for registration was new to the University and he 
suggested that the initial fee be reduced to Rs. 5. 
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The proposal was seconded by Babu Chandranath 
Basu. 

Dr. Kedarnath Das poiijted out that in London 
University the fee for registration was five shillings with 
a compounding fee of £i. He thought the fee proposed 
for this University was too high. 

Hon’ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basu said he thought 
the privilege of registration should not be measured by 
a fee, that no one outside this hall would be induced 
to give Rs. 10 for the privilege, why should they penalise 
a privilege which Government had granted. The fee 
should not be more than Rs. 5. 

Mr. Justice Mookerjee took exception to the remarks 
of the Hon’ble Mr. Bhupendranath Basu. He said they 
should not have been made by one who had been 
elected by the Graduates and if such were his opinion 
he should resign his Fellowship. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, spoke against the 
amendment. 

Mr. A. Chaudhuri said he did not agree with Mr. 
Basu. The privilege was a very considerable one and 
it was desirable it should be maintained. It might be 
hard on young graduates but the fee difficulty would 
become easier as they grew older. 

Dr. Ross said they would value the privilege more 
highly if they had to pay for it. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee said the privilege would 
n9t be undervalued, but the fee should not bp made 
prohibitive. 

The amendment was carried by 1 5 votes against 6. 

Regulation 2 as amended was adopted. 

Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari proposed that the annual fee 
be reduced to Rs. 3. 

The proposal, which was -seconded by Babu Chandra- 
nath Basu was negatived, 9 voting for ^nd 15 against. 

Regulation 3 was adopted. 

Dr. S. P.. Sarbadhikari proposed dhat the fee of 
Rs. 10 in Regulation 4 be reduced to Re. i. 

Babu Cliandranath Basu seconded the proposal. 
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On the suggestion of Babu Debai)rasad Sarbadhikari, 
the proposal was amended by making the reduced fee 
Rs. 5 instead of Re. i and in that form it was carried. 

Regulation 4 as amended was adopted. 

Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari proposed that Regulation 5 
be amended by changing “ 80 ” into “ 50." * 

The proposal which was seconded by Babu Chandra- 
nath Basu was negatived, 12 voting for and 13 against.* 

Regulation 5 was adopted. 

Thereafter the meeting was adjourned to Saturday 
at II A.M.

Form of Register of Graduates to be kept under Section 7 of Act VIII of igo4. 
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Mr. G. C. Bose pointed out that by Section 25 (2) 
(A) of the Act it was necessary that a Register of 
Students and Graduates should be kept by the University. 

By general assent it was decided to add a Regulation 
providing for such a register. 

734. Regulations i and 2 for Private Students on 
page 20 of the Draft Regulations were adopted. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed the omission of 
the words “ or other ” before “ College” from Regula- 
tion 3. 

The proposal was seconded by Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari 
and carried. 

The Regulation so amended was adopted. 

Regulation 4 was adopted with a change suggested 
by Mr. Wann. Instead of "a High School recognised by 
the University " it was decided to substitute the words 
“ a School recognised by the University as competent 
to send up candidates to the Matriculation Examination.” 

Regulation 5 was adopted and it was decided that 
Regulations 4 and 5 should be transposed. 

Regulation 6 was adopted with the addition after 
“Demonstrator” of the words “and Librarians of 
Affiliated Colleges.” 

Mr. Prothero proposed the omission of Regulation 7. 
The proposal was seconded by Dr. S. P. Sarbadhikari 
and carried. 

Mr. Wann proposed that Regulation 8 be omitted 
and there be put in its place Regulation 2 under the 
heading “ General ” on page 21. 

The proposal was seconded by Father Lafont and 
was carried with the substitution of the words " are 
required in the case of” for the words “ in connection 
with such examinations, arc exacted from.” 

Regulation i under the heading “General” was 
adopted, and it was decided to transfer it to the Regula- 
tions for Examinations. 

The Regulations for Private Students were declared 
adopted as amen^etl, 
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735. The Regulations for Academical Costume were 
adopted with the omissjon of the word white " before 

Chapkan and Trousers.*' 

736. Regulations i to^ inclusive for the Affiliation 
of Colleges were adopted without change. 

It was resolved to add a Regulation, to be numbered 
8, to the following effect : — 

An application for Affiliation may be witlidra\^n 
at any time before an order has been passed on the 
application by the Government of India.'’ 

Regulations 8 to 12 inclusive were adopted, with 
new numbers 9 to 13, and the last two with slight 
verbal changes. 

737. Regulations for the Examination of Female 
candidates were then put forward for discussion. Regu- 
lations I and 2 were adopted. 

An amendment, proposed by Mr. Wheeler and 
seconded by Mr. Macdonell, that the Section allowing 
Khasi as second language be omitted, was rejected. 

Regulation i. Intermediate Examination, was 
adopted. 

Regulation 2 was adopted in the following modified 
forfti : — 

Female candidates shall be allowed to take up any 
language except English, accepted by the Syndicate, 
for a second language. 

Regulation 3 was adopted in the following modified 
form ; — ' . 

** Female candidates shall produce certificates so as 
to satisfy the Syndicate as to (a) good conduct (b) 
diligent and regular study." 

Regulation 4 was adopted without change. 

Regulation i, B. A.* Examination for Female candi- 
dates was adopted. 

Mr. Bruhl proi 9 osed that the words French and 
German" be substituted for French " in Regulation 2. 

Mr. Wann seconded the proposal which was lost. 

A proposal by Dr. Ray to substitute the words 
French or German " for French " was carried.

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It was decided to repeat Rep;ulations 3 agd 4 for the 
Intermediate Examination as Regulations for the B. A. 
Examination. 

The Regulation for the B. A., B. Sc., &c. was omitted 
as it was pointed out that the permission of the Senate 
was necessary before Female candidates could appear at 
the Examination and that it was necessary that they 
should receive permission to proceed to the degrees. 

The Reflations for Female candidates were adopted 
as amended. 

738. Mr. Justice Mookeijee proposed that the 
Reflations for the Board of Accounts be taken into 
consideration. 

On the proposal being agreed to, he proposed that 
the Regulations as previously adopted be reproduced. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. G. C. Bose and 
carried. 

* 739. On the Transfer Rules being put forward for 

discussion, Mr. Dasgupta proposed that the word “ five ” 
be substituted for “ three ’’ in the first line of Regu- 
lation I. 

The proposal was seconded b}' Dr. Brahmachari 
and carried. 

Mr. Justice Mukeijee said that it would be uncon- 
stitutional if Reg’jlation i were carried as it stood. It 
was the duty of the S}mdicate to enforce Reflations 
adopted by the Senate, but it was proposed in the 
Regulation to set up an independent executive body. 
Ik would be more constitutional if they were made 
subordinate to the Syndicate. He suggested that the 
proceedings of the Committee should be sent to the 
Syndicate every month and that the Syndicate should 
have the power of calling on them to review any action 
taken. 

He proposed that a second paragraph in the following 
form be added to Regulation i : — 

At their annual meeting the Senate shall appoint a 
Committee of five fellows to be ^ called the Iiansfer 
Committee who shall, in conformity with the following 
rules, deal with and decide upon all f estions whieft 
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may be referred to them regarding the admission and 
transfer of students between Affiliated Colleges. 

The proceeding of the Committee shall be submitted 
every month to the Syndicate for confirmation and the 
Syndicate may approve, revise or modify the decision 
of the Committee on any matter or direct the Commit- 
tee to review it. 

The proposal was seconded by Rai Troyluckonath 
Baneijee, Bahadur, and carried. 

Regulation 2 was adopted with the word “two” in 
the fourth line instead of “four,” proposed by Mr. G. C. 
Bose and seconded by Mr. Briihl. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that an addition 
be made to para 2 of ^Regulation 3 in the following 
form 

An extract from the “Cross list” showing such 
subject or subjects shall be furnished by the student 
who will be allowed to obtain it from the Registrar on 
payment of a fee of four annas. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Wann and 
carried. 

So amended and with the addition of the word 
“those” at the end of the seventh line of the ist para, 
after the words “Gazetted list of" Regulation 3 was 
adopted.

740. The Vice-Chancellor placed before the meeting 
for discussion the Draft Regulations relating to the 
Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

Regulation i was adopted. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banejjee proposed that in Regula- 
tions 2 and 4 the figures “66*’ be substituted for the 
figures “75” in all places where they occur. 

He said the percentage had hitherto been 66 and by 
these regulations it was proposed to raise it to 75. It 
was questionable whether such a change was desirable. 
Latitude should be allowed for excusable absence, 
that is absence due to continued or recurring sickness, 
and there should be ample time for the training of the 
students. Any percentage which gave a mean course 
between these two requirements would be satisfactory. 
He thought 66 better for that purpose than 75 and 
proposed its adoption. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded the proposal. 

Father Lafont said there might be reasons for adopt- 
ing the lower percentage in most subjects, but he wou^ 
be sorry to see it applied to Science subjects. Because 
students who absent themselves from lectures illustrated 
by experiments, fail entirely to catch the drift of the 
lectures when they return. They become discouraged 
and produce a demoralising effect on the class generally. 

Mr. Wann said he could corroborate what had been 
said by Father Lafont as regards another set of subjects. 
It was a serious malter when students took all the time 
off at the end of the session on the plea that they want 
to study the lectures already delivered. In such cases 
a careless spirit developed. He thought an increase of 
the percentage would have the effect of keeping the 
classes together at the end of the session. 
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Mr. James said he 'entirely agreed with what Mr. 
Wann said. The 66 percentage limit Worked disas- 
trously especially in Philosophy where he would like 
to see some stringency inUoduced. With a low per- 
centage of attendance necessary, students were careless 
in coming \ip at the beginning of the session, thereby 
losing the early lectures and having uphill work after- 
iyar£. There might be individual cases of hardship 
owing to ill health. If the Faculty could arrange to 
have these cases treated on their merits the increase of 
attendances would be a valuable reform. 

The amendment was lost, 3 voting for it. 

Dr. Ray proposed that “Practical course” be omitted 
from each of the Science subjects prescribed for the 
Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

The reasons given for the proposed change were 
that practical courses could not be properly conducted 
when there were large classes ; that few of the Colleges 
had either accommodation or means for conducting such 
practical courses even on a small scale ; and that the 
effect of such a regulation would be that the students 
would be driven away from the study of Arts subjects. 

Father Lafont seconded the proposal. He argued 
that for the Intermediate course of study lectures 
illustrated b)’’ e.xperiment were sufficient and that 
practical work done by students in large classes w^as 
impracticable, t 

Mr. P. B. Mukeijee, Mr. Mahalanabis, Dr. Ross, 
Mr. James, Babu Herambacliandra Maitra, Mr. Russell, 
Dr. Brahmachari, Mr. G. C. Bose, Mr. Bnihl and Sir 
Gooroo Dass Baneijee took part in the subsequent 
discussion. Mr. N. N. Ghose asked to have it made 
dear whether the Draft' Regulations required students 
themselves to enrage in practital work. IPso, there 
would be increased cost owing to purchase of chemicals 
and breakage of apparatife. The .students would be 
scared away from Scientific courses. He would not 
like to see the present system of lectures illustrated by 
experiments done away with. 

The amendment was lost, li voting for and 18 
against. 
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Regulations 2 to 6 inclusive were then adopted with 
a few verbal 'changes suggested by Dr. Ross. 

Mr. Wann proposed that Regulation 7 be amended 
as follows 

'^The subjects for the Intermediate Examination in 
Arts shall be English and three of the following subjects, 
of which two must be taken from group A :

B, 


A Second Language. 
History. 

Logic. 

Mathematics. 


Physics. 

Chemistry. 

Geography. 

Physiolog}". 

Botany. 


Mr. Wann reviewed the reasons for the proposed 
change ; that it would give the student a wider option ; 
that Mathematics and Logic were more suitable subjects 
for the early training of young men than a Second 
Language and History ; that if the Regulation proposed 
by the Committee were adopted it would have the 
tendency to raise a Historical School ; and finally that 
to give a student an option would have the effect of 
lightening his work. 

Mr. Janies seconded the proposal. 

• 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee, Dr. Ross, Mr. Justice 
Mookeijee,' Mr. G. C. Bose, Mr. Percival, Mr. N. IJ. 
Ghose and Babu Umeschandra Datta spoke against the 
amendment mainly on the ground that the options 
proposed would operate unfavourably as regards the 
study of the classical Languages, Sanskrit, Arabic and 
Persian. , 

The amendment was lost, 8 voting for and 22 against. 

(1) English (tlfree papers), 

(2) a Second Language (two papers) were adopted 
as compulsory subjects. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that Historj' 
placed in the group of optional subjects, 
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He said History was a chaming subject, but it 
required very little previous trajning and might be left 
to take care of itself. It was very different with a 2nd 
Language, the rudiments of which were tedious and 
had to be forced on the attention of young people. He 
quoted from a Convocation address by Sir Henry Maine, 
to the effect that Historj^ while an important study, 
required a manner of treatment not unlike that adopted 
ill the case of Science. 

Father Lafont seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Surendranath Baneijee, Mr. G. C. Bose, Mr. 
Justice Saradacharan Mitra, Babu Umeschandra Datta 
and Mr. N. N. Ghose spoke against the amendment, 
dwelling chiefly on the importance of some knowledge 
of History in connection with the teaching of English. 

Father Lafont, Mr. Briihl, Dr. Ray and Mr. Wann 
supported the amendment, which was carried, 15 voting 
for and 12 against.

Father Lafont seconded the proposal. 

As an amendment, Dasgupta proposed that 
direction be given about the division of marks between 
(o), (b), and (c) in the 3rd paper in English. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded the amend- 
ment which was lost* 2 voting for it. 

The proposal was carried, 15 voting for and 9 against,

Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee said : — 

Before we proceed to the regular business of the 
day^ I beg to propose that we accord a hearty welcome 
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to our new Vice-Chancellor. It is true he is not a 
stranger to us, but this is only a very good, reason why 
we should make our welcome as hearty as possible, for 
the welcome we are going to accord to him is no mere 
matter of conventional civility, but is the out-come of 
genuine feeling. The brilliant academic and professional 
career of Mr. Justice Mookeijee and the many valuable 
services he has rendered to the University in various capa- 
cities for a period of more than sixteen years, point to his 
being eminently qualified for the office to which he has 
been appointed, and we earnestly hope— and confidently 
trust— that under his guidance the Senate and the Syndi- 
cate will be able to bring about all necessary and desir- 
able reforms in the University, and we may give him our 
assurance that so fiir as the matter of introducing 
improvements into the University is concerned he may 
rely upon our cordial support. 

Babu Surendranath Baneijee said : — 

I desire to associate myself thoroughly with the 
vote which has just been moved. Mr. Justice 
Mbokerjee is one of the foremost figures of this 
University and has been so for a period of nearly 
twenty years. At the present moment there is a 
strong feeling outside that the fate of high education 
is trembling in the balance. Whether that feeling 
is rightly founded or whether it is altogether an 
erroneous impression is entirely beside the question. 
The impression is there and it finds expression in the 
public prints and* the utterances of our public men. 
At such a time Mr. Justice Mookerjee is placed in the 
responsible position of being at the head of this Uni- 
versity. The public rely on him with confidence for 
guiding the afifairs of the University in such a manner— 
with that discretion, tact and judgment which qualities 
he possesses in such an eminent -degree— that the 
interests of high education may be safeguarded. I feel 
sure that he will justify the confidence which the 
Government has reposed in him and yrhich is shared by 
his countrymen, so that during his tenure of office the 
cause of high education will grow and. prosper in this 
country. 

The Rev; Father E. Lafont,‘in supporting the 
motioDi desired to add a tribute of praise from one

who had known Mr. Justicfe Mookeijee during the 
whole of his University career. When Mr. Justice 
Mookeijee was appointed Vice-Chancellor he was 
delighted for one special jeason, and that was that he 
was sure that their business would be despatched with 
confidence and also with promptitude. He eulogised 
Mr. Justice Mookerjee’s work in the Syndicate and said 
that the new Vice-Chancellor had such an intimate know- 
ledge of the by-laws of the University, that he con- 
densed everything and expedited business. This was 
exemplified by Mr. Justice Mookeijee’s work in the 
Syndicate. No one knew more about the affairs of the 
University than Mr. Justice Mookeijee. In the name 
of the European Fellows he could say that they were 
at one with the Indian Gentlemen in accepting Mr. 
Justice Mookeijee as their Vice-Chancellor from their 
hearts. 

Babu Umeschandra Datta supported the motion. 

Maulavi Serajul Islam, on behalf of the Mahomedan 
members, also supported the motion. 

The motion was carried by applause. 

The Vice-Chancellor said : — 

^ Gooroo Dass Banerjee and gentlemen, I am deeply 
grateful to you and to all my colleagues on the Senate for 
the kindly and cordial welcome you have accorded 
me. The office of Vice-Chancellor is no doubt one 
of high distinction, but it is also one of great respon- 
sibility, and the responsibility is increased by the cir- 
cumstance that the University is now passing through 
a period of transition. It is my ambition during my 
term of office to do all I can to promote the best 
interests of the University and to elevate the standard 
of education in sp far as it can be done under existing 
conditions and circumstances. It has been recently 
said by one of the most distinguished Vice-Chancellors 
of an English University that a Vice-Chancellor in order 
to be efficient arfd successful must have good health, 
good temper, sqpie tact, and a great deal of common 
sense. If I lack any of these qualifications I feel confident 
that my deficiencies will be amply supplied by the 
judgment and experience of so many distinguished 
members of the Senate among whom it is my high 
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^ re to count not a few of the teachers of my own 
early days. I earnestly appeal to each and every one 
of you to co-operate with me in the attainment of the 
object which I have in view. 

757. Dr.' Ross proposed : — 

That the Senate desires to give formal expression 
to. their high appreciation of the \Tiluable services 
rendered to this University during upwards of thirty 
years by Sir Alexander Pedler, the retiring Vice- 
Chancellor. 

The proposal was seconded by Maulavi Serajul 
Islam ana carried by acclamation. 

758. Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee proposed that in 
view of the fact that the revised Regulations have to be 
submitted by the Senate for the sanction of the Govern- 
ment before the 15 th of April next, the Senate do 
meet from day to day at 11 a.m. on Saturdays and 
and at 4-45 P.M. on all other days except Sunday, 
and that no member of the Senate speak for more than 
five minutes on any question, until the consideration 
of the revised Regulations is finished. 

Father Lafont seconded the proposal. 

Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri pointed out 
that in view of the resolution adopted at the meeting 
of the Facult)r of Arts the day before the regulations 
then under discussion by the Faculty could not be 
considered by the Senate without some addition to the 
present proposal. 

By permission of the Senate the following addition 
was made : 

viz., the insertion of the words ** in .supersession of its 
previous resolutions” after the word "Senate” and 
before the words “ do meet.” 

So amended the proposal was carried. 

Mr. Wann proposed that except cn Saturdays the 
Senate sit from 4-45 to 7 P.M. 

The pr<mosal which was second^ by Babu Surendra- 
nath Baneijee wa? carried, 15 voting for and 5 against,* 
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^9. The Senate then entered on the discussion of 
the Regulations relating to the Recognition of Schools 
by the University. . 

Regulation i was adopted by general assent. 

Mr. Russell proposed that the following be sub- 
stituted for the first two lines of Regulation 2 : — 

The school shall furnish a preliminary statement 
showing : — 

The proposal was seconded by Father Lafont and 
accepted. 

Regulation 2 (a) was adopted without change. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that from 

2 (i) the words “ and that the conditions possible” 

be omitted. 

Babu Ramendrasundar Trivedi seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Wann opposed the proposal on the groimd that 
it was necessary to see that the schools were main- 
tained in a proper condition : and that proper tenure 
of office was secured to the teachers. 

Babu Surendranath Banerjee was against the pro- 
posal because, if it were carried, difficulties might arise 
m Mofiisil Schools. 

Mr. Russell siiid he thought it a remarkable thing 
to ask the Senate to recognise schools with arrange- 
ments being.made for continuity of the Reaching. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra agreed with those 
members of the Senate wffio desired conditions fiivour- 
able for the continuity of work but he supported the 
amendment because he w’as doubtful wWher the 
Regulation w'as likely to have that desired result. 

Sir Gporoo Da'fes Banerjee said the result of the 
Regulation would be a* class of covenanted teachers, 
whereby the door would be ^opened for a worse evil. 
Careful legislation is such a case was desirable.

The proposal which was seconded by Mr. Russell 
was negatiAQsd after soQie discussion. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that the 
second paragraph of Regi^ation 6 be 'omitted. • 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded 4 :he proposal. 

Mr. Wann opposed the proposal. He said it was 
most important and necessary that teachers should be 
weU paid. It was disgraceful that there should be 
teachers in High Schools receiving from seven to twelve 
rupees a month. It was the general desire that the 
status of teachers should be raised and he asked how 
that was to be done unless the University used the 
powers given it by the Act. 

The proposal was lost, 12 voting for and 14 against. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra proposed that the 
second paragraph of Regulation 6 should end with the 
word "submitted.”

The course in Sanskrit for the Entrance Examination 
shall consist of suitable passages in prose and verse not 
exceeding 125 D. O. pages from the Hitopadesa, the 
Ramayana, the Mahabharata and the Puranas, or such 
other books as the Syndicate may, on .the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Studies in Sanskrit, select from 
rimf to time. 
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The proposal was seconded by Rai Rajendrachandra 
Sastri, Bahadur. . 

After some discussion the proposal was modified aftd 
was voted on in three par^, • 

(i) proposed that the words “in prose and verse" 
be omitted from the second line, lost, 9 voting for and 
10 against. 

' (2) proposed that Panchatantra be omitted, lost,* 8 
voting for and 12 against. 

(3) proposed that “Puranas” be substituted for 
“Vishnu Purana,” lost, 5 voting for and 10 against. 

Section i was adopted without change.

No text-books shall be prescribed in Grammar, but 
the extent of the subject shall include Sandhi, inflections 
and conjugations of words and roots in ordinary use, as 
well as the elementary rules of Karaka, Samasa, Krit 
and Taddhita. 

The proposal, which was seconded by Rai Rajendra- 
chandra Sastri, Bahadur, "was lost, ii vo^^ing for and 12 
against. 

Dr. Ray proposed that the second sentence of 
Section 2 be as follows : — 

No teat-books shall be prescribed, but a suitable 
book or books, to indicate the extent of the subject, 
shall be recommended by the Board of St^'Hes. , 

The proposal, which was seconded by Rai Rajendra- 
chandra Sastri, Bahadur, was carried. 

Mr. Justice Mitra proposed that answers in Sanskrit 
be in Devanagari Character. 

Sir Gooroo Dass ^neijee seconded the proposal, 
which was lost, 13 voting for and 16 against. 

The Syllabus for Sanskrit as amended was adopted. 

The Syllabus*for Bengali, &c., was adopted. 

Mahamahopadhyay Har^rasad Sastri proposed the 
omission of the words "or Devanagari” from Section 3 
of the Syllabus for Pali.

Babu Herambachandra Maitra proposed the addition 
of the word "Benjgali” after, the word Devanagari in 
Section 3.

The Syllabus for Latin, French and German, 
Armenian, Arabic and Persian were adopted without 
change. 

764. The Syllabus for History was adopted. 

765. Babu Ramcirlrasundar Trivedi proposed that 
the heading of the yllabus irt Geography A “ India 
(including Burma) an<l Britain” be amended by the 
omission of the words “and Britain." 

The proposal was econded by Babu Chandranath 
Basu and carried. 

A proposal by Mr, ( r. C. Bose to add the words 
“Indigo, Oil seeds, and -Sugarcane" after the word “Jute” 
in Section 4, “Geographv' A” was rejected. 
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Mr. Wood proposed that iw Section i ‘‘Geography 
B” the words “determining and desciibing” be substi- 
tuted for the word “fixing.” .

766. The Syllabuses for Elementary Mechanics, 
Physics and Chemistry, and Elementary Botany were 
adopted with a few verbal changes. 

767. Mt* Mahalanabis proposed tjjat the Syllabus 
prepared by the Arts Committee for Physiology be 
included in the Regulations before the Senate. ^ 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. G. C. Bose and 
carried. 

768. Mr. G. ^ C. Bose projjosed that the word 
“compulsory” be inserted befon 'he word “subject” in 
line 3 of the last paragraph but two on page 28.

770. Mr. G. C. Bose proposed that the last paragraph 
on page 28 of the proposed Regulations for the Matri- 
culation Examination be amended as follows ; — 

Candidates who obtain 400 marks shall be placed in 
the ist, and those who obtain 320 marks in the second 
division whether these marks be gained in compulsory 
or optional subjects. 

Mr. Wood seconded the proposal. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee opposed the proposal on 
the ground that it raised the percentage on optional 
subjects from 50 to 57 and a fraction, and the 40 % in 
the second class became 46 “/o appro-vimately. He 
proposed as an amendment that the aggregate required 
for a place in the first division be 50 per cent, of the 
subjects taken up by them and for a place in the second 
division 40 per cent, of the subjects so taken. 

The amendment was seconded by Rai Debendranath 
Ray, Bahadur. 

*Mr. Wann supported the proposal and Dr. Ray, Babu 
Herambachandra Maitra and Mr. Ghose spoke against 
it. 

After a brief review by the Vice-Chancellor the 
amendment was put to the vote and carried, 15 vbting 
for and 9 against. 

The Matriculation Regulations as a whole were then 
adopted as amended. 

771. Maulavi Serajul Islam, Khan .Biih^dur, proposed 
that a candidate who fails at any examination shall be 
re-examined only in the subjects in which he has failed, 
provided he presents himself for re-examination within 
one year from the date of the Examination in which he 
Med. 
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Rai Rajendrachandra Sastrf, Bahadur, seconded the 
proposal. • • 

After some discussion the ^proposal was amended so 
as to limit the application pf the proposed rule "to those 
who had failed in one subject only. Ii\ that form it 
was put to the vote and lost, 6 voting for and 1 9 against. 

772. The Regulations relating to the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts were then taken up for discussion. 
They had been adopted by the Faculty of Arts as far 
as the end of the S3dlabus in English. 

Regulation i was adopted. 

773. To Regulation 2, Father Lafont proposed an 
amendment, the intention of which was to relieve 
Physics from the requirement that practical work should 
be done by students. It was pointed out that the 
amendment was more intimatelj’^ connected with 
Regulation 8 : but as Father Lafont claimed that the 
adoption of Regulation 2 would prevent his amendment 
being brought forward later, it was decided to discuss 
Regulation 8 first. 

Father Lafont proposed that Regulation 8 be 
amended by the addition of the following words before 
the word satisfactorily " in the 5th line : — 

"Attended a course of experimental lectures in 
Physics ” and that the remaining clauses be modified so 
as to exclude Physics from the scope of the regulation 
as to practical work. , 

Rai Debendranath Ray, Bhahadur, seconded the 
proposal. • 

After a full discussion in which Mr. Gee, Mr. Russell, 
Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, Mr. Briihl, Mr. Mahala- 
nabis. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee, Dr. Ross, Mr. G. C. 
Bose, Dr. Ray, Mr. Wood and the Vice-Chancellor 
joined, fhe proposal was put to the vote and lost, 9 
voting for and 18 against. 

Regulation 2, paragraphs i and 2 were adopted. 

Dr. Ray proposed the addition to para. 3 of the 
following sentence : — 

" He will be excused tlie subject or subjects in which 
he has already passfed at the Intermediate Examination 
in Science.'' 
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The proposal was Seconded by Rai Debendranath 
Ray, Bahadur, and carried. 

Regulations 3 to 6 inclusive were adopted without 
change. 

Regulation 7. 

It was decided by general assent that (i) English 
should be a compulsory subject. 

(2) There shall be a second compulsory subject. 

(3) That the second compulsory subject shall be a 
lan^ge. 

Dr. Ray proposed that there shall be a third 
compulsory subject, and that third subject shall be a 
Science. 

Mr. Wann seconded the proposal which was under 
discussion when the meeting adjourned to the following 
day at 4-45 p.m.

786. Rai Rajendrachandra Sastri, Bahadur, proposed 
that Ramayana and Mahabharata be omitted from 
section i of the Sanskrit syllabus. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Justice Mitra. 
After some discussion the proposal was modified so 
that the Rama3"ana and Mahabharata would remain and 
two other works, suggested, namely, Kshemendra's 
Avadaiia Kalpalata and Asvaghosli's 13 uddha Cluirita 
would be added.

“ The first paper shall consist of passages for transla- 
tion from prescribed texts in ])rosc and l erse together 
with cpiestions on the Grammar and subject*niatter of 
the prescribed texts. 

The second paper shall consist of passages in prose 
and verse for translation from texts not prescribed be- 
forehand for translation into Knglish,, and passages in 
English to be translated into Sanskrit.”

The Regulations’relating to Greek so amended were 
adopted. 
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835. The Courses in Tatin were amendedin the same 
way as in Greek wi^ the exception that three authors 
in prose and three authors in verse are to be selected 

for the Pass Course.

The Reflations relating to Latin so amended were 
adopted. 

836. Mr. Justice Mitra proposed tliat in place of

The proposal, which was seconded by Mr. Justice 
Mitra, w’as lost by 3 votes against ii. ■ , 

Mr. Justice Mitra proposed the following : — 

In the Honours Course in Grammt^r a more thorough 
knowledge of inflections, conjugations, k^raka and 
samasa will be required. 

The proposal was lost by 7 votes against ii. 

A proposal by Mr. Justice 'Mitra to substitute the 
words “passaaes not exceeding in” for the words 
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‘'of similan. standard of” in tjie second line of Section 
(i) at the top of page 10, was lost. . 

By general assent the word “ prose ” was inserted 
after “unseen ” in Section (i) at the top of page 10. 

Mr. Wheeler proposed that the note forming the 
second para of page 10 be amended by inserting the 
word “paraphrases” after the word “translations” 
and “ commentaries or ” before “ keys. ” 

The proposal seconded by Mr. G. G. Bose, M'as 
carried by 14 votes against 7. 

Mr. Wheeler proposed that the question of a similar 
change being made in the Regulation relating to the 
Intermediate Examination be re-opened. 

The proposal was seconded by Rai Troyluckonath 
Banerjee, Bahadur, and carried by 10 votes against 9. 

It was decided to consider the proposal at a 
subsequent meeting. 

By general assent the word “unintelligent” was" 
substituted for “ verbatim ” wherever employed. 

Regulation 3 was adopted. 

In connection witli Hegulation 4 a suggestion that 
the three Pass Papers should be the first three Honour 
Papers, was adopted. 

The first sentence in the note at the end of page lo 
was omitted by general assent, and the-second sentence 
of the note was held to be applicable to both Pass and 
Honours Papers. .. 

The Sanskrit Syllabus as amended was adopted. 

837. * Regulation 2 , Persian Honours Course, was 
amended by the addition, at the end, of the words “ and

The addition was proposed by Dr. Ross and 
seconded by Mr.,Bruhl. 

It was decided by general assent that the three

851. Rai Rajendrachandra Sastri, Bahadur, proposed 
that the syllabus in Sanskrit for the M. A. Ex ami nation, 
Group E, section (i), be amended as follows ; — 

Selections from Mimansd Sutras with Savara's 
Bhdshya and from Kumdrila's Sloka Vartika or Tantra 
Vartika, or from Jaimini’s Nydya Mdld Vistdra. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee seconded the proposal 
which was carried. 

852. Mr. Percival proposed that the following general 
rules be included among the Regulations : — 

1. No question shall be put at any University Exa- 
mination so as to require an expression of religipus 
belief on the part of the candidates ; and no answer or 
translations given by any candidate shall be objected to 
on the ground of its expressing any peculiarities of 
religious belief. 

The proposal was seconded by Mr. Wann and carried. 

2. In all cases where answers are written in English 
in the Arts and Science Examinations, Examiners in 
giving mark#, shall take the correctness of the English 
into account. 

The proposal was seconded by Father Lafont and 
carried. 

3. Questions should be, as far as possible, uniformly 
over the. whole subject of a paper. 

The proposal was Seconded by Rai Troyluckonath 
Banerjee, Bahadur, and carried. 

4. Questions Should be framed on the syllabus 
prescribed for a subject, and should not be confined to 
the books that may be reconunended on a subject. 

The proposal was, Seconded by Mahamahopadhyay 
Haraprasad Sastri. 
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After some discussion the following uqodified form 
was adopted : — 

Questions should be flamed on the syllabus prescrib- 
ed for a subject. They need not be confined to the 
books recommended but they shall conform to the 
standard of those works. 

853. The following, proposed by Mr.Wood and second- 
ed by Mr. Briihl, was accepted as a general Regulation : — 

The reports of Examiners and the reports submitted 
by the Moderators and Boards of Examiners to the 
Syndicate shall not be merely statistical. They shall 
embody such remarks and recommendations, arising 
out of the work done in the examinations as it may be 
desirable in the interests of education, to communicate 
to the Heads of Colleges and Schools. 

854. The following, proposed by Mr. Wood and 
seconded by Dr. Ray, was accepted as a general 
regulation : — 

‘Questions shall be so framed as to encourage good 
methods of work and to discourage unintelligent 
memorizing. 

855. Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee proposed that the 
following be adopted as a general rule : — 

That candidates shall give their answers in all subjects 
in their own language as far as practicable, that no 
credit shall be given for verbatim reproduction of 
passages from keys to the text-books, and tlvit this rule 
should be inserted as a head note in every question paper. 

• The proposal was seconded by Mr. Wood. 

Mr. Wann proposed as an amendment the substitu- 
tion of the words “unintelligent memory work” for the 
words '‘verbatim reproduction of passages from keys to 
the text-books.” * ^ 

The amendment, which was seconded by Mr. G. C. 
Bose, was lost, 5 voting for and 18 against. 

The original proposal was then carried by 14 votes 
against 5. 

856. Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari proposed that the 
Regulations regarding the Examinations be enforced in 
and from the y^ar 1910. 
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The proposal was seconded by Rai Chunilal Basu, 
Bahadur.

After some discussion the following modified jwoposal 
was adopted : — , 

That the Governnient'he respectfully ttsked to fix 
the time for * the coming into operation of the New 
Regulations as to examinations, so as to enable Schools 
and Colleges to adapt themselves to the new require- 
ments. 

857. Dr. Ray proposed that the following be adopted 
as a Regulation relating to liixaininations in Arts and 
Science : — 

That a candidate for the Intermediate Examination 
in Arts or in Science shall attend a course of at least 
25 Lectures on the Doctrine of Character as defined , 
below (luring the first academical year after passing the 
Matriculation lixamination and that the fact that he 
has attended such a course shall be stated by the 
Principal of the affiliated Institution from whicUhe 
appears at the Examination, in the certificate to be 
produced by the candidate with his application for 
appearing at the Examination. 

The proposal, which was seconded by Dr. S. P. 
Sarbadhikari, was alter some discussion put to the 
vote and lost, 8 voting for and 13 against. 

858. The following proposal by Mr. G. C. Bose 
seconded by Mahamahopadhyay Harapyasad Sastri was 
discii^ssed and in part adoptedl : — 

For the purpose of encouraging the study of atrd 
research in the vernaculars of Ilengal, it shall be 
competeivt to the University to provide grants, prizes or 
scholarships to foster any one or more of the objects 

detailed below : — * 

• 

(a) Translations of wwks of merit in European 
languages especially on scientific subjects into the 
vernaculars of Bengal. 

(b) Critical editions of early vernacular texts of 
merit. 

(c) Publications and Translations of early verna- 
cular texts of BengaTinto English. 
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(d) Translations or approved classical works into 
the vernaculars of Bengal. 

The resull of the voting for the different heads was 
as follows 

(а) 1 2 for and I against. ‘ (Carried) 

( б ) 13 for and none against. (Carried) 

(c) 4 for and 1 1 against. (Lost) 

(d) 9 for and 2 against. (Carried) 

859. The business of the Senate having been finally 
concluded, Sir Gooroo Dass Baneijee moved that the 
Senate express its gratification that it had been able to 
finish the work of preparing the Draft Regulations 
within the time, granted by Government; that the 
Senate record its sense of obligation to the Vice- 
Chancellor for the assiduous care with which he had 
guided its deliberations in enabling it to finish its work 
within the time allowed ; and that the Senate further 
record its ap^eciation of the unremitting diligence with 
which the Offg. Registrar had placed before the Senate 
the materials necessary to enable it to prepare the 
Draft Regulations. 

Several members spoke in support of the motion, 
which was carried by applause, and the meeting 
separated.

I have the honour to report that the accounts of the General 
Fee Fund, the Reserve Fund and the several Endowment Funds of 
the University of Calcutta for the year ended 30th June, 1905, have 
been audited on my behalf and found correct. A copy of these 
accounts is herewith eficlosed. 

2. THfe receipts of the .Fee Fund amounted to Rs. 2,65,449-4-3 
and the charges to R.s. 2,59,704-15-7. The sum of Rs. 2,00,000 
received as a contribution from the Government of India for carry- 
ing out improvements under the new Act, was placed on fixed 
deposit in the Bank of Bengal, pending settlement of a definite 
scheme. 

3. The interest* j'ceeived ci|i the Reserve Fund during the year 
was invested and securities of the nominal value of Rs. 20,000 wa.s 
added to that Fund, On the 30th June, 1905, the. Reserve Fund 
had Rs. 6,20,000 in securities and a cash balance of Rs. 12,094.

5. The suggestion made in the last audit report that surplus 
bala.;ces of the Endowment Funds should be invested when they 
amount to Rs. 100 or more, has been adopted by the Syndic»te 
and investments have been accordingly made in the year under 
audit. 

6. The Bank of Bengal’s safe custody Receipts for the securities 
(leposited in the Bank on account of all the Funds have been 
examined and found correct. 

7. It would not be out of place to notice that the surplus of the 
General Fee Fund has been steadily declining during the last three 
years'as shown below ; —

1902- 03 Rs. 13,360 

1903- 04 ,, 10,277 

1904- 05 M 5.745 

And it seems unlikely, that, at the present rate of expenditure, 
there will be a recurrence of such substantial surpluses af have in 
previous years buil^ up the Reserve Fund of Rs. 6,20,000. The 
unfavourable result of the year 1904-05 is partly due tb an unusual 
item of building expenditure of about Rs. 12,000, but on the other 
harfd there were some bills of remuneration to Examiners remaining 
unpaid at the end of the year and the expenditure on this account 
was less than the normal amount by about Rs. 30,000. 

8. The abstract account also shows that there has been a large 
increase in the item of “Fees to guards" aMd other charges at 
examination centres, while the receipts on account of fean indicate 
that there has been no increase in the number of examinees. The 
attention of the Syndicate might profitably be drawn to this subject.

Under the circumstances he left it to Col. Lukis 
to say what- course he desired to adopt. Of course, it 
was open to Col. Lukis, as a member of the Senate, 
to make a representation to the Government of India 
and it would be open to other members of the Senate, 
Rai Chunilal-Basu, Bahadur, and Dr. Upendranath 
Brahmachari also to ‘send up notes expressing their own 
views. 

Col. Lukis, in leaving the matter entirely in the 
Vice-Chancellor’s hands, said that when he made his 
suggestions he was not prepared with figures and that 
was why he now wished to put this matter before the 
Senate. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that, as the Regulations 
now stood, he must rule that Col. Lukis’s letter could 
not he considered by the Senate. If Col. Lukis wished 
to ask the Senate to reconsider the matter, he was at 
liberty to do so. 

Mr. S. K. Ratcliffe asked if that would be in order, 
as they no longer existed as a body to consider the 
Regulations any further. 

The Vice-Chancellor observed that they had 09 right 
after the 15th instant to make either regulations or 
recommendations.'

Syndicate. for the -Year 1905-1906. 

The usual Examinations have been held •during the 
year in Arts, Law, Medicine and Engineering ; and a 
tabular statement is appended, showing the results and 
affording a Comparison with the results, of the previous 
year. The total number of candidates who appealed at 
this year’s Examinations was 14,468 against 15,010 in 
the previous year. • 

The number of candidates registered for the Entrance 

_ , „ . Examination held in March, 1905, 

Entrance Exam.nat.on. 3,021-^86^; 

4,192 failed, 58 were absent, 4 were expelled and i was 
disallowed. Of the successful candidates 398 were placed 
in the First Division, 1,065 in the Second, and 1,558 in 
the Third. Of the 4,192 candidates who failed, 3,401 
were rejected in English, 1,677 in Mathematics, 1,745 ™ 
the Second Languages, 1,543 ™ History and Geography, 
and 219 for not obtaining the minimum aggregate^

of whom 915 passed, 1,410 failed, and 1,534 ^^te absent.
